"i.  What  authority,  if  any,  have  the  Board  of  Metropolitan  Police  Commissioners 
over  the  sanitary,  or  health,  officers  of  the  city? 

"  2.  What  right,  if  any,  has  said  Board  to  remove  and  appoint  said  officers? 

"3.  Can  the  city  grant  to  said  officers  police  powers? 

"  I  will  answer  said  questions  as  briefly  as  possible. 

"  By  section  53,  clause  35,  of  Act  for  the  Incorporation,  etc.,  of  Cities,  it  is  provided 
that  the  Common  Council  shall  have  power  'to  establish  a  Board  of  Health,  and  to 
invest  it  with  the  necessary  power  to  attain  its  object.'  Section  48  of  the  same  Act, 
fixes  the  number  of  members  to  constitute  said  Board;  and  section  3054,  R.  S.  1881, 
provides  the  time  and  manner  of  their  election  in  this  city.  By  virtue  of  these  stat- 
utory provisions,  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  this  city  have,  for 
many  years-past,  regularly  elected  a  Board  of  Health  of  three  members,  and,  by  the 
passage  of  various  Ordinances,  have  invested  said  Board  with  certain  necessary 
powers,  to  enable  it  to  enforce  proper  sanitary  regulati  ns.  Prior  to  the  passage  of 
the  Act  of  1883,  known  as  the  'Metropolitan  Police  Bill,'  the  city  had  been  accus- 
tomed to  aid  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
by  employing  a  number  of  men,  and  investing  them  with  police  powers,  to  assist  said 
Board  in  enforcing  sanitary  measures,  although  there  has  never  been  any  statute 
directing  the  employment  of  assistants  for  said  Board,  either  with  or  without  police 
powers.  By  section  3  of  said  '  Metropolitan  Police  Bill,'  the  President  of  the  Police 
Board,  thereby  created,  is  made,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health;  but 
in  no  other  place  is  the  Board  of  Health  referred  to  therein.  It  is  clear,  therefore, 
that  the  only  effect  said  Police  Bill  has  upon  the  other  Acts  referred  to,  providing  for 
the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Health,  etc.,  is  to  add  one  member  thereto,  said 
member  having  equal,  but  no  greater,  authority  than  any  other  member  of  said 
Board.  I  conclude,  upon  the  foregoing  facts,  that  the  Board  of  Metropolitan  Police 
Commissioners,  as  stick,  have  no  authority  at  all  over  the  persons  who  may  be  select- 
ed and  employed  by  the  city  to  assist  the  Board  of  Health  in  the  discharge  of  its 
duties,  and  that  they  can  not  remove  persons  so  appointed.  But  if  the  Police  Board 
should  confer  police  powers  on  such  appointees  of  the  city,  it  would  have  the  right 
to  revoke  such  powers,  but  not  to  remove  such  persons  from  their  positions  under 
said  Board  of  Health,  as  above  stated. 

"  But  it  is  likewise  true,  that  if  said  Board  of  Metropolitan  Police  Commissioners  should 
detail  members  of  their  regular  Force,  at  the  request  of  the  city,  to  assist  the  Board 
of  Health,  they  would  have  the  same  right  to  remove  them  from  the  Force,  and  from 
their  connection  with  the  Board  of  Health,  as  any  other  members. 

"  In  answer  to  your  third  question,  I  will  say  that  I  do  not  believe  the  city  authorities 
can  grant  or  confer  police  powers  to  persons  employed  by  her  in  the  Health  Depart- 
ment of  the  city,  or  for  any  other  purpose.  It  is  provided  in  section  5  of  the  Act 
organizing  the  Metropolitan  System  of  Police  in  this  city,  that  the  Police  Commis- 
sioners, created  thereby,  'shall,  as  soon  as  they  have  been  appointed  and  qualified, 
assume  and  exercise  the  entire  control  of  the  police  force  of  such  city,  and  shall 
possess  full  and  exclusive  power  and  authority  over  the  police  organization,  govern- 
ment, appointment,  and  discipline  within  the  city,'  etc.  This  language  is  too  strong 
to  admit  of  any  doubt  as  to  the  Board  of  Metropolitan  Police  Commissioners  having 
the  exclusive  right  to  grant  police  powers  in  this  city. 

"To  recapitulate,  I  would  say,  then  :  1.  That  the  Board  of  Metropolitan  Police 
Commissioners  have  no  authority  over  the  Board  of  Health,  except  as  the  President 
of  said  Police  Board  has  one  voice  in  four  as  a  member  of  said  Health  Board.  2. 
That  said  Police  Board  has  no  right  to  appoint  or  discharge  men  in  the  Health 
Department,  except  as  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  may  see  fit  to  give  them 
powers  in  that  respect.  And,  3.  That  the  city  has  no  power  to  confer  police  powers 
for  any  purpose."     [Received.] 917,  918

The  grant  was  accepted, 
and  by  proper  action  of  the  State  Gov  rnment  the  site  where  Indianapolis  now 
stands  was  selected  and  laid  off  into  lots,  streets,  and  public  grounds.  Among  other 
pieces  set  apart  for  public  uses  was  the  south  half  of  square  43,  which  is  the  ground 
in  question.  The  use  designated  in  that  case  was  for  a  public  market.  Since  the 
building  up  of  the  city,  it  has  been  devoted  to  that  use.  The  tefms  of  the  dedica- 
tion have  thus  been  accepted.  No  grant  or  conveyance  of  the  land  itself  having 
ever  been  mad--  by  the  State,  the  fee  still  remains  in  her.  It  is,  however,  subject 
to  the  right  of  the  public — that  is,  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis — to  use  it  for  the  pur- 
pose named  in  the  act  of  dedication.  It  is  very  doubtful  whether  the  State  in  her 
sovereign  capacity,  could,  by  herself,  change  this  use,  against  the  will  of  any  lot 
owner  of  the  city.  It  has  even  been  questioned  by  good  lawyers  whether  the  State, 
with  the  consent  of  the  municipal  legislature,  could  do  so.  To  answer  your  ques- 
tion directly  I  will  say  that  the  city  has  no  title  to  this  land  at  all.  She  holds  it  and

— Printed  Proceedings  of  Council  of  1881-2,  pp.  1287  and  1371 ;  also, 
Proceedings  of  1882-3,  P*  773-  ^n  a  word,  then,  I  will  say,  that  under  Dr.  Tom- 
linson's  will,  Mrs.  Tomlinson  had  the  power  to  contract  with  reference  to  the  prop- 
perty  devised  to  her.  In  the  exercise  of  that  power,  she  did,  subsequent  to  his 
death,  contract  with  the  city  concerning  it ;  and  before  her  death,  she  passed,  by 
deed,  the  fee-simple  title  to  all  the  real  estate  of  which  Dr.  Tomlinson  died  seized, 
to  the  city.

The  grant  was  accepted,  and, 
by  proper  action  of  the  State  Government,  the  site  where  Indianapolis  now  stands 
was  selected  and  laid  off  into  lots,  streets,  and  public  grounds.  Among  other  pieces 
set  apart  for  public  uses  was  the  south  half  of  square  43,  which  is  the  ground  in 
question.  The  use  designated  in  that  case  was  for  a  public  market.  Since  the 
building  up  of  the  city,  it  has  been  devoted  to  that  use.  The  terms  of  the  dedication 
have  thus  been  accepted.  No  grant  or  conveyance  of  the  land  itself  having  ever 
been  made  by  the  State,  the  fee  still  remains  in  her.  It  is,  however,  subject  to  the 
right-of  the  public — that  is,  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis — to  use  it  for  the  purpose 
named  in  the  act  of  dedication.  It  is  very  doubtful  whether  the  State,  in  her  sov- 
ereign capacity,  could,  by  herself,  change  this  use,  against  the  will  of  any  lot-owner 
of  ihe  city.  It  has  even  been  questioned  by  good  lawyers  whether  the  State,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Municipal  Legislature,  could  do  so.  To  answer  your  question 
directly,  I  will  say  that  the  city  has  no  title  to  this  land  at  all.  She  holds  it  and  ex- 
ercises control  over  it  as  a  trustee  only — a  trustee  for  her  citizens  and  taxpayers.

City  Attorney  Denny  thus  reports  and  comments  on  a  suit  in  which  this  Company  was 
a  party:  "The  case  of  Dr.  Francis  George  against  The  City  and  the  W.,  St.  L.  &  P.

I  have 
thought,  therefore,  that  I  would  be  justified  in  suggesting  to  your  honorable  bodies 
the  propriety  of  passing  an  Ordinance  providing  a  heavy  penalty  for  any  one  to 
throw  snow  into  ridges  on  any  street  or  foot  crossing.  While  it  is  impossible  to 
get  rid  of  snow,  or  to  prevent  throwing  it  into  heaps  on  some  parts  of  the  streets  in 
many  instances,  it  is  possible,  at  ail  times,  to  find  room  for  it  in  some  other  place 
than  on  street  crossings.  The  Street  Commissioner  can  not,  in  the  very  nature  of 
things,  clear  the  streets  of  all  such  obstructions  usually  made  during  the  snowy 
season,  and  yet  the  city  is  legally  liable  for  all  damages  occurring  on  account  thereof, 
as  a  general  rule.

each  rail,  so  as  to  at  all  times  correspond  with  the  street  outside,  and  keep  the  same, 
together,  with  all  bridges  at  the  crossing  of  gutters,  in  good  repair,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Common  Council ;  and  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  said  company  to  do  the 
same,  the  Common  Council  shall  have  the  right  to  prevent  the  use  of  said  tracks  by 
removing  the  rails  therefrom.  In  November,  of  the  same  year,  this  provision  was 
suspended  until  January  1,  1878,  by  an  Ordinance  of  the  Council.  In  April,  1878, 
the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  amended  the  original  section  (which 
had  revived  the  first  day  of  that  year)  at  the  request  of  the  company ;  in  which 
amendatory  Ordinance  the  above  provision  was  entirely  omitted,  and  the  following 
occurs :  'And  said  company,  in  consideration  of  the  amendments,  as  herein  pro- 
vided to  the  5th  and  6th  sections  of  the  Ordinance  of  January  18,  1864,  shall  con- 
struct, build,  and  operate  one  and  one-half  miles  of  new  tracks  in  addition  to  those 
now  built  and  constructed  and  in  addition  to  the  new  track  herein  provided  for  on 
S.  Illinois  street,  Russell  avenue,  and  S.  Meridian  street,  within  three  years  from 
and  after  January  1,  1879,'  etc. 

"Our  Supreme  Court  has  decided  that  where  a  municipal  corporation  has  the  power 
to  contract,  and  acts  within  the  limits  of  her  power  in  making  a  contract,  she  is 
bound  thereby  in  the  same  manner  as  a  private  individual. — City  of  Indianapolis  vs. 
The  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Co  65  Ind.,  396.  In  the  same  case,  it  is 
held  that  'No  corporation  can  contract,  unless  the  power  is  granted  by  law,'  and  that 
the  power  to  legislate  is  distinct  from  the  power  to  contract,  and  that  municipal  cor- 
porations can  not,  by  their  mere  legislative  powers,  make  a  contract.  I  find  no  ex- 
press power  conferred  upon  the  municipal  body,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  an  im- 
plied power  exists,  authorizing  it  to  make  a  contract  with  reference  to  the  use  of  her 
streets,  though  it  is  clear  that,  in  granting  the  Street  Railway  Company  the  right  to 
lay  its  tracks  in  the  streets,  it  had  the  right  to  prescribe  the  terms  upon  which  it 
might  do  so. 

"While  the  question  is  not  entirely  free  from  doubt,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  amending  said  section  of  the  original  Ordi- 
nance, acted  in  a  legislative  capacity,  and  that,  therefore,  it  may  repeal  the  amended 
and  re-ordain  the  original  section,  and  thus  require  the  Street  Railway  Company  to 
pay  her  part  of  the  original  street  improvements  in  the  future" 50 

Motion  is  adopted,  which  results  in  the  introduction  and  concurrent  passage  of  G.  O. 
4,  1884 50;  61,  126,  127,  159,  160;  222,  223,  317

And,  Whereas,  The  same  company,  at  the  hour  of  midnight,  placed  a  turn-table  in 
the  same  vicinity,  interfering  with  vehicles  passing  along  that  street;  Therefore,  be 
it  Resolved,  That  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  be,  and  are  hereby,  ordered 
to  remove  said  car  and  turn-table  immediately" 345 

Aforesaid  committee  replies  as  follows :  "We  believe  the  transfer-car  on  Washington 
street  is  objectionable  for  many  reasons,  but  we  also  believe  it  is  a  very  great  ac- 
commodation to  that  portion  of  the  public  who  use  the  street-car  lines,  and  we 
believe  that  the  present  location  of  the  transfer-car  is  the  best  and  most  convenient 
for  those  whom  it  is  intended  to  accommodate.  We  are,  also,  reliably  informed  that 
the  Street-Car  Company  is  using  every  precaution  against  the  accumulation  of  fi'th 
and  offensive  odors  at  that  point.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  matter 
of  the  transfer-car  be  postponed  for  the  present,  but  that  this  action  shall  in  no  way 
be  construed  as  conceding  the  right  upon  the  part  of  the  Company  to  maintain  said 
transfer-car  at  said  point.  We  are,  however,  of  the  opinion  that  the  turn-tabie  on 
Washington  street,  near  the  transfer-car,  ought  to  be  removed  within  a  reasonable 
time."

Company  is  granted  the  right  to  lay  lines  of  railway  along  all  the  streets  of  the  city, 
and  to  extend  the  same;  but  there  is  no  provision  in  that,  or  any  subsequent  Ordi- 
nance, requiring  it  to  lay  or  extend  any  line.  The  nearest  approach  to  such  a  pro- 
vision, is  the  following,  found  in  Section  15:  'Whenever  the  Common  Council  may 
deem  it  expedient  that  a  line  of  street  railway  should  be  constructed  along  any  street 
or  streets,  or  part  of  a  street,  upon  which  said  company  has  not  constructed  any  line 
of  street  railway,  *  *  *  they  may  declare  the  same  by  resolution,  and  order 
and  direct  that  said  Company  shall  construct  the  same;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  City  Clerk  to  serve  a  copy  of  such  resolution,  attested  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Clerk,  upon  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  upon  any  other  officer  or  director  of 
said  Company;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Company,  within  thirty  days  after 
the  service  of  such  notice,  to  officially  certify  to  the  Common  Council  a  copy  of  a 
resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  ordering  the  construction  of  said  line  of  street 
railway,  with  the  affidavit  of  the  President  attached,  that  it  is  the  design  of  said 
Company,  in  good  faith,  to  proceed  immediately  to  the  construction  of  said  line  of 
street  railway;  and,  on  failure  to  do  so,  the  Common  Council  may,  by  resolution, 
declare  all  privileges  and  rights-of-way  over  and  to  the  line  of  street  railway  desig- 
nated in  the  resolution  requiring  its  construction  as  forfeited.'  The  only  penalty 
provided  for  a  non-compliance  with  the  order  of  the  Council  is,  that  the  city  may 
construct  the  desired  line  herself,  or  grant  the  right  to  do  so  to  any  person  or  asso- 
ciation. 

"It  may  not  be  considered  out  of  place  to  suggest,  in  connection  with  this  saving 
clause  of  the  city's  rights,  however,  that  the  provision  was  wholly  unnecessary,  as  the 
city  would  always  possess  the  undoubted  right  to  authorize  any  other  Company  to 
construct  and  maintain  lines  upon  any  unoccupied  streets,  at  any  time,  regardless  of 
any  exclusive  privilege  contained  in  the  Ordinance  of  1 864. 

"I  find  no  mention  of  the  petition  by  citizens  in  the  street-car  Ordinances  at  all;  and  I 
conclude,  therefore,  that  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  is  not  bound  to  con- 
sider or  respect  any  such  petition,  looking  to  an  extension  of  its  lines. 

"Treating  your  second  question  as  having  been  propounded  in  the  same  sincerity  as 
the  first,  I  will  answer  it  by  saying,  that  the  city  has  reserved  to  herself  many  rights, 
by  the  terms  of  the  Company's  charter.  These  rights  of  the  people  may,  of  course, 
be  violated  by  the  Street  Railway  Company,  but  a  strict  compliance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Ordinances  may,  always,  be  enforced  by  legal  process."  [Received. 3.659

I  have  thought,  there- 
fore, that  I  would  be  justified  in  suggesting  to  your  honorable  bodies  the  propriety 
of  passing  an  Ordinance,  providing  a  heavy  penalty  for  any  one  to  throw  snow  into 
ridges  on  any  street  or  foot  crossing.  While  it  is  impossible  to  get  rid  of  snow,  or 
to  prevent  throwing  it  into  heaps  on  some  parts  of  the  streets  in  many  instances,  it 
is  possible,  at  all  times,  to  find  room  for  it  in  some  other  place  than  on  street 
crossings.  The  Street  Commissioner  can  not,  in  the  very  nature  of  things,  clear  the 
streets  of  all  such  obstructions  usually  made  during  the  snowy  season,  and  yet  the 
city  is  legally  liable  for  all  damages  occurring  on  account  thereof,  as  a  general  rule.

City  Attorney  Denny,  in  answer  to  the  Council  inquiry  [see  Journal  page  334],  "  What 
interest  has  the  city  in  the  property  known  as  the  Tomlinson  Estate  ?  "  renders  the 
following  legal  opinion : 

"  I  have  several  times  expressed  my  opinion  on  the  questions  involved  in  your  second 
inquiry.  I  here  refer  to  some  of  these  opinions,  in  order  that  you  may  examine 
them,  if  desired,  not  deeming  it  profitable  to  quote  or  repeat  the  full  substance  of 
them  here. — Printed  Proceedings  of  Council  of  1881-2,  pp.  1287  and  1371;  also, 
Proceedings  of  1882-3,  p.  773.  In  a  word,  then,  I  will  say,  that  under  Dr.  Tom- 
linson's  will,  Mrs.  Tomlinson  had  the  power  to  contract  with  reference  to  the  prop- 
erty devised  to  her.  In  the  exercise  of  that  power,  she  did,  subsequent  to  his 
death,  contract  with  the  city  concerning  it;  and  before  her  death,  she  passed,  by 
deed,  the  fee-simple  title  to  all  the  real  estate  of  which  Dr.  Tomlinson  died  seized, 
to  the  city.  By  her  written  contracts  with  the  city  (which  in  law  are  probably  car- 
ried into  and  form  a  part  of  her  deed),  she  relinquished  all  rights  to  her  deceased 
husband's  estate,  on  condition  that  the  funds  to  be  derived  therefrom  should  be  used 
in  the  erection  of  public  buildings  on  the  west  end  of  the  Market  Square  '  for  the 
use  of  citizens  and  city  authorities,'  which  was  in  keeping  with  the  terms  of  the  v.  ill. 
Dr.  Tomlinson,  also,  directed  that  in  case  his  property  should  pass  to  the  city  as 
residuary  legatee  (which  was  possible  under  its  terms),  there  should  be  'no  unneces- 
sary delay  in  converting  the  property  *  *  *  to  the  uses  designated.'  While 
Mrs.  Tomlinson  has,  perhaps,  given  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  a  broader 
discretion  in  reference  to  this  matter  than  would  otherwise  have  been  the  case,  yet 
it  is,  at  the  same  time,  clear  that  the  city,  in  dealing  with  Mrs  Tomlinson,  at  all 
times  had  in  mind  the  desire  of  Dr.  Tomlinson  to  have  such  buildings  as  are  de- 
scribed in  his  will  erected  at  the  earliest  possible  day.  Viewing  this  matter,  there- 
fore, from  the  standpoint  of  justice  and  common  honesty,  and  at  the  same  time  keep- 
ing the  city  on  the  safe  side,  I  conclude  that  the  property  and  fund  known  as  the 
'Tomlinson  Estate  '  belong  to  the  city,  to  be  used  by  her,  however,  at  her  earliest

Of  the  foregoing  cases  seventy-two  (72)  have  been  finally  disposed  of  in  favor  of 
the  city;  seventeen  (17)  have  been  decided  against  the  city  in  the  first  instance; 
two  (2)  were  compromised  favorably  to  the  city,  and  the  defenses  of  the  other  two 
(2)  were  abandoned  by  order  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  then  serving, 
it  being  conceded  that  the  city  had  neither  law  nor  equity  to  support  her. 

Of  the  seventeen  cases  decided  against  the  city,  five  (5)  are  now  pending  on  ap- 
peal. Of  the  other  twelve  (12),  but  lour  (4)  have  involved  the  city  in  an  actual 
outlay  of  money,  the  titles  thereof,  character  of  claim,  and  amount  of  judgment  in 
each  case,  including  interest  and  costs,  being  as  follows: 

Annie  Merrick  vs.  The  City,  for  personal  injuries $317  90 

Mary  J.  McAvoy  vs.  The  City,  taxes  erroneously  collected 112  30 

David  Duncan  vs.  The  City,  for  personal  injuries 187  90 

Richard  Clark  vs.  The  City,  for  personal  injuries 261  80 

Total  amount . $879  90 

The  total  damages  claimed  in  the  actions  tried  amount  to  about  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 
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The  case  of  Malinda  L.  Murphy  vs.  The  City,  is  not  included  in  the  foregoing 
statement,  that  being  an  action  brought  against  the  city  by  the  firm  of  which  I  was 
a  member  befori  my  election  as  your  attorney,  and  in  the  trial  of  which  I  took  no 
part. 

I  have  had  allowed  and  collected  by  suit  and  otherwise  during  my  term,  claims 
in  favor  of  the  city,  amounting  to  $8,432.98,  over  $7,000  of  which  have  been  paid 
into  the  treasury  up  to  this  time.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  concurred 
in,  and  an  appeal  ordered,  as  requested  in  first  clause: 

Indianapo/is,  Jan.  7,  1884. 
To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

1.  Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  case  of  Henry 
Emmelman  vs.  The  City,  has  been  tried  before  a  jury  in  the  Superior  Court,  and 
resulted  in  a  verdict  of  $700  against  the  city.  This  was  an  action  for  $10,000  for 
the  death  of  plaintiff's  five  year  old  son,  who  was  drowned  last  July  in  an  excava- 
tion made  by  the  Street  Commissioner  in  Pleasant  Run  at  the  crossing  of  Spruce 
street,  while  preparing  to  construct  a  foot  bridge  across  said  stream.  The  hole  was 
left  uncovered  on  Saturday  when  the  hands  quit  work,  and  the  child  was  drowned 
on  Monday  before  work  was  resumed  at  that  point.  Even  if  it  ba  conceded  that  it 
was  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  leave  the  hole  uncovered,  which  was 
found  to  be  the  fact  by  the  general  verdict  of  the  jury,  yet  the  jury  found  a  state 
of  facts  specially,  in  answer  to  my  interrogatories,  which  clearly,  to  my  mind,  fixes 
contributory  negligence  on  the  parents  of  the  ehild.  I  asked  for  judgment  in  favor 
of  the  city  on  these  special  findings,  and  while  the  presiding  judge  expressed  great 
doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of  his  ruling,  he  overruled  the  motion  and  rendered 
judgment  on  the  general  verdict.  An  appeal  has  been  prayed,  and  while  the 
amount  of  the  recovery  would  not  ordinarily  argue  strongly  in  its  favor,  yet,  on 
account  of  the  personal  relations  of  the  Street  Commissioner  to  the  case,  who,  I  be- 
lieve, acted  with  ordinary  prudence  and  care  in  the  matter,  I  think  the  appeal 
should  be  taken.     I  ask  for  instructions  in  the  matter. 

2.  The  trial  of  the  case  of  James  L.  Mitchell  vs.  The  City,  has  also  been  com- 
pleted since  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Council.  This  was  an  appeal  from  the 
report  of  the  City  Commissioners,  refusing  the  appellant  any  damages  on  account 
of  the  cutting  down  of  Market  and  Highland  streets  around  his  property  at  the 
crossing  of  said  streets.  The  jury  awarded  Major  Mitchell  $800  damages  and  the 
court  has  rendered  judgment  lor  the  same  against  the  city,  she  being  the  nominal 
party  defendant  The  property  owners  along  Highland  street,  all  of  whom,  except 
the  plaintiff,  petitioned  for  the  improvement  of  Highland  street,  as  it  was  done, 
recognizing  their  liability  over  to  the  city  for  any  damage  done  to  Mitchell's  prop- 
erty by  the  change  of  grade,  employed  counsel  who  appeared  for  them  and  assisted 
in  the  defense.  It  is  probable  they  will  conclude  to  pay  the  judgment  as  it  stands 
and  end  the  case;  but  if  they  should  desire  an  appeal  taken,  1  think  they  ought  to 
pay  the  costs  thereof  and  indemnify  the  city  against  the  payment  of  any  part  of 
the  final  judgment;  and,  unless  otherwise  directed,  I  will  require  this  before  con- 
senting to  an  appeal  being  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  city. 

3.  I  have  had  claims  to' the  amount  of  $427.50  allowed  in  favor  of  the  city 
against  the  estates  of  decedents,  on  account  of  old  street  opening  assessments,  since 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Council.  These  allowances  will  all  be  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury on  the  settlement  of  these  estates. 

4.  The  General  Term  of  the  Superior  Court  at  its  session  held  this  day,  affirmed 
the  judgment  of  the  Special  Term  in  the  case  of  Erank  McWhinney  vs.  The  City, 
in  favor  of  the  city,  the  same  being  a  case  where  McWhinney  is  seeking  to  recover 
about  $700  paid  by  him  at  tax  sales  of  lots  which  were  never  legally  annexed  to  the 
city,  the  sales  thereof  being  void.     The  plaintiff  wil!  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

6.  The  General  Term  also  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  Special  Term  in  the 
case  of  Johnston  and  Erwin  vs.  The  City  et.  ah,  being  the  Pogue's  Run  damage 
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case  tried  last  summer.  No  opinion  was  rendered  or  consideration  given  to  the 
case  by  the  General  Term,  it  being  understood  that  the  same  would  go  to  the  Su- 
preme Court  in  any  event. 

6.  For  the  same  reason,  the  judgment  in  the  case  of  Nancy  E.  Cook  vs.  The 
City  et.  al.,  was  affirmed  in  the  same  way.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  re- 
ceived, and  action  approved: 

Indianapolis,  Jan.  4,  1884. 
To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — My  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  a  few  days  ago,  that  the  Mutual 
"Union  Telegraph  Company  had  made  no  statement  of  the  number  of  telegraph 
poles  owned  by  it  in  the  city  limits  on  the  first  day  of  July  last,  and  that  no  taxes 
have  been  paid  by  it  thereon  for  the  year  commencing  at  that  time,  as  required  by 
the  ordinance  of  May  23,  1882.  I  at  once  communicated  with  the  company,  but 
found  that  it  no  longer  has  any  legal  existence  in  this  city,  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Co.  having  purchased  its  property  and  franchise.  I  thereupon  ad- 
addressed  a  communication  to  Jno.  F.  Wallick,  Superintendent  of  said  last  named 
company,  asking  what  the  city  might  expect  as  to  the  payment  of  the  special  tax 
due  on  the  polls  erected  by  the  Mutual  Union  Company.  I  also  demanded  by 
letter  to  Joseph  M.  Taylor,  who  was  the  chief  officer  of  said  company  in  this  city 
during  the  month  of  July  last,  as  I  am  informed,  that  he  immediately  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  referred  to  by^filing  the  statement  of  the  number 
of  poles  in  use  by  said  company  in  the  city  on  the  said  first  day  of  July. 

Mr.  Wallick  has  replied  to  my  letter  by  saying  that  he  will  refer  it  to  the  exec- 
utive department  of  the  Western  Union  Co.  lor  instructions,  etc.,  and  that  he  will 
hurry  reply  as  fast  as  possible.  I  thereupon  promised  him  to  communicate  these 
facts  to  your  honorable  bodies  for  instructions,  and  stated  that  if  I  should  not  be 
instructed  so  to  do,  I  would  not  bring  suit  for  the  taxes  due  until  I  have  his  answer 
from  the  home  office.  I  informed  him  that  there  could  be  no  legitimate  excuse  for 
the  failure  of  Mr.  Taylor  to  file  the  statement  required  by  the  ordinance  with  the 
City  Treasurer,  however;  and  that  unless  he  shall  do  this  at  once,  I  will  feel  it  my 
duty  under  previous  instructions,  to  commence  personal  proceedings  against  him 
for  his  failure  in  that  regard.  If  it  be  your  wish  that  1  do  not  so  proceed,  I  ask  di- 
rections to  that  effect. 

I  deem  it  my  duty^in  this  connection  to  say  that  I  was  compelled  to  bring  suit 
last  year  against  Mr.  Taylor  to  require  the  filing  of  the  statement  referred  to,  and 
also  against  the  company  for  the  taxes  due  according  to  it ;  and  while  the  taxes 
were  paid  by  the  company  before  a  trial  was  had  in  either  case,  yet  the  company 
filed  with  the  City  Treasurer  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  such  payment  should 
not  be  considered  as  a  precedent  for  future  years,  and  strongly  intimated  tnat  pay- 
ment would  thereafter  be  resisted.

Gentlemen; — The  City  Assessor  was  directed  by^the  Council  and  Board,  on  De- 
cember 17th  and  23rd,  1883,  respectively,  to  have  an  abstract  prepared  of  the  city's 
property  in  out-lot  158,  better  known  as  the  City  Hospital  grounds,  also  to  ascer- 
tain if  Davis  street,  in  said  out-lot  was  now  of  record  as  such.  The  abstract,  pre- 
pared by  Wm.  C.  Anderson,  shows  that  in  a  deed  made  by  S.  J.  Patterson  and 
wife  to  Isaac  Harris,  dated  July  28th,  1834,  the  street  or  roadway  in  question  was 
first  excepted  and  reserved  as  a  public  roadway,  and  it  has  been  excepted  and  re- 
served for  that  purpose  in  all  conveyances  since  that  time  There  is  no  record  of, 
nor  has  there  ever  been,  any  vacation  of  said  street,  the  original  width  of  which 
was  fifty  feet.  The  abstract  which  is  made  a  part  of  this  report,  has  been  filed  with 
the  City  Clerk.

The  management 
by  your  Chief  has  been  excellent.  He  is  a  faithful  officer  aud  very  attentive  to 
his  duties.     The  discipline  of  the  men  in  the  department  is  good. 

Our  worthy  Clerk,  Joe.  L.  Gasper,  also  A.  O.  Cherry,  Superintendent  of  the  Fire 
Alarm  Telegraph,  deserve  special  mention  as  to  the  able  manner  they  fill  their  re- 
spective positions ;  in  our  opinion  better  men  could  not  be  had. 
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Our  expenses,  not  including  salaries,  for  the  past  year,  has  been  $13,294.93. 
As  ©ur  term  of  office  now  expires,  we  desire  to  thank  you  for  the  kind  attention 
you  have  always  given  our  recommendations,  thereby  greatly  enabling  and  encour- 
aging us  to  keep  up  the  department  to  a  first-class  standard,  and  we  trust  the  in- 
coming Council  will  continue  the  same  liberal  support  to  the  new  Board.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — For  your  consideration,  I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report 
of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1883.  As  in  my  former 
report,  in  this  can  be  found  a  strict  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures;  the 
amounts  paid  for  supplies  and  to  whom  paid. 

For  the  year  the  running  expenses  of  the  department  has  been  $13,294.93.  Our 
bills  for  repairs  of  apparatus  has  necessarily  been  large,  as  the  larger  portion  of 
such  apparatus  having  been  in  service  from  seven  to  ten  years  has  commenced  to 
go  down,  consequently  some  portions  of  it  are  continually  giving  out.  Our  engines 
are  in  very  good  condition  with  two  exceptions,  the  No.  3  being  in  the  repair  shops 
at  present,  and  the  No.  4  will  have  to  have  a  new  set  of  wheels  and  receive  a  coat 
of  paint  as  soon  as  No.  3  is  completed.  With  the  exceptions  of  Nos.  1  and  7,  the 
reels  are  in  good  condition.  The  former  needs  a  general  overhauling,  while  the 
latter  is  in  need  of  a  new  set  of  wheels,  which  are  at  present  nearly  completed. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  purchased  3000  feet  of  hose  from  the  Gutta  Percha 
and  Rubber  Manufacturing  Co.  of  New  York  City,  and  a  similar  amount  will  be 
required  the  coming  year. 

Our  houses  at  present  are  in  fair  condition,  but  as  a  matter  of  course  will  come 
in  for  a  certain  portion  of  repairs. 

We  have  four  or  five  horses  which  should  be  disposed  of  and  their  places  filled 
by  others.  During  the  past  year  we  have  lost  two  by  death,  which  has  had  a  ten- 
dency to  swell  our  horse  account. 

Since  mj  last  report  I  have  obtained  permission  from  the  County  Commissioners 
to  use  the  tower  of  the  Court  House  for  a  Watch-Tower,  and  I  consider  that  por- 
tion of  our  department  as  indispensable,  as  it  has  paid  for  itself  many  times  over 
since  its  adoption. 

The  Chemical  Engine  recently  purchased  by  your  honorable  bodies  is  giving  en- 
tire satisfaction,  and  the  only  thing  to  regret  is  that  we  have  but  the  one. 

The  water  supply  consists  of  the  Holly  System,  with  fifty-one  (51)  miles  and  4124 
feet  of  pipe,  as  follows :

To  these  pipes  are  attached  546  hydrants, — fourteen  having  been  located  during 
the  past  year — not  including  two  and  three  inch  pipes.  The  water  is  forced  through 
these  pipes  and  hydrants  by  machinery  at  the  pump-house  equal  to  1,337  horse- 
power, and  are  thus  supplied  with  a  pumping  capacity  of  19,548,520  gallons  every 
twenty-four  hours,  and  a  water  pressure  of  from  100  to  120  pounds  inside  of  two 
minutes  from  the  first  sound  of  the  alarm.  There  are  also  150  cisterns  with  a  ca- 
pacity of  128,282  barrels,  not  including  wells.

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I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  localities  where  fire  protection  is 
very  much  needed:  Bright  street,  between  Vermont  and  Michigan  streets  ;  Tenth 
and  Ash  streets,  Eighth  and  Newman  streets,  on  the  north  side;  on  the  south  side 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  German  Orphans'  Home:  William  street  near  Olive,  and  at 
the  corner  of  Meridian  and  Palmer  streets.  These  points  have  neither  water  or 
alarm  boxes,  and  should  a  fire  take  place  there,  the  department  could  be  of  little  if 
any  benefit  to  them. 

The  number  of  fires  occurring  during  the  past  year  exceed  that  of  any  year  since 
my  connection  with  the  department,  and  in  referring  to  our  records  and  noting  the 
localities  of  many  of  our  fires,  I  can  not  but  think  that  our  city  has  been  highly  fa- 
vored by  its  exemption  from  large  fires,  as  there  is  but  one  case  where  it  assumed 
the  proportions  of  a  conflagration,  and  that  the  fire  at  the  foot  of  Kentucky  avenue 
on  the  9th  day  ot  May  last. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say,  that  the  general  deportment  of  the  members  of  the 
department  has  been  excellent,  and  although  in  such  a  number  there  will  be  differ- 
ent degrees  of  zeal  and  energy  manifested,  yet  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  bear  testi- 
mony to  the  uniform  good  conduct  and  fidelity  of  the  department,  whose  members 
have  not  shrunk  from  the  severest  duties,  and  whose  record  for  the  past  year  has 
been  exceedingly  good. 

To  the  gentlemen  constituting  the  Fire  Board  — Messrs.  Thalman,  Keichwein  and 
Yoke  — 1  return  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  co-operation  in  everything  pertaining 
to  the  welfare  of  the  department,  and  for  their  many  acts  of  kindness  manifested 
toward  me.  I  also  very  readily  acknowledge  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  both 
Legislative  Bodies  for  their  cordial  support,  and  to  the  Police  force,  from  Superin- 
tendent and  all,  for  their  united  efforts  to  render  me  all  the  assistance  in  their 
power  at  times  when  needed. 

Trusting  that  the  Fire  Department  will  still  continue  worthy  of  the  confidence 
of  Councils  and  citizens  generally,  as  in  the  past.

John  T.  Magner,  Esq.,  City  Clerk,  Indianapolis,  Ind. : 

DrcAR  Sir: — I  am  advised  that  there  is  some  misunderstanding  arising  from  want 
of  information  among  the  City  Council  of  Indianapolis,  as  to  the  position  occupied 
by  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  &  Indianapolis  Railroad,  regarding  improvements 
over  Rogue's  Run.  This  may  be  partly  owing  to  the  fact  of  changes  in  the  admin- 
istration" upon  the  C,  H.  &  I.  R.  R.,  and  for  the  reason  that  I  myself  may  have 
been  misled  in  the  status  of  affairs. 

When  it  was  first  proposed,  our  engineer  was  requested  to  get  a  plan  from  the 
Pan-Handle  Railroad,  and  arrange  to  work  a  uniform  plan  with  them.  Subse- 
quently they  advised  us  that  the  city  were  going  to  propose  a  general  plan  for  all 
crossings  of  Pogue's  Run,  and  asked  that  we  deter  action  until  that  plan  should  be 
determined  upon.  For  that  reason  we  have  taken  no  further  action  and  1  sup- 
posed your  people  had  been  advised  of  it. 

Since  I  have  been  here  I  have  tried  twice  to  meet  the  City  Engineer  of  In- 
dianapolis, ai.d  once  arranged  for  a  meeting  with  him  in  Cincinnati,  but  have 
failed  in  both  instances. 

I  wish  to  state  generally  that  we  desire  to  co-operate  with  all  parties  in  building 
such  a  structure  as  shall  be  deemed  serviceable  and  to  cover  all  points  require'd. 

I  learn  indirectly  that  it  is  proposed  that  it  shall  be  one  clean  span  between  the 
abutments  covering  the  channel;  that  this  will  necessitate  a  through  bridge,  and  as 
you  can  readily  see  one  post  of  the  structure  must  stand  almost  in  the  center  of 
East  street,  which  I  know  would  be  objectionable  to  your  people.  For  that  reason 
I  have  desired  a  me  ting  with  your  City  Engineer,  and  will  gladly  do  so  at  any 
time  and  see  if  we  cannot  agree  as  to  what  structure  shall  be  erected. 

If  you  will  have  him  so  instructed  I  can  meet  him  at  almost  any  time  either 
here  or  Indianapolis  upon  a  few  days'  notice.

Proceedings  of  Board  of  Aldermen. 


REGULAR  SESSION— January  14,   1 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  met  in  the  Alder- 
manic  Chamber,  Monday  evening,  January  14th,  A.  D.  1884,  at  seven 
o'clock,  in  regular  session. 

Present — Hon.  Brainard  Rorison,  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  the 
Chair,  and  Aldermen  Bernhamer,  Cohb,  Cox,  Endly,  King,  McHugh,  Prier, 
Pritchard,  and  Tallentire — 10. 

Absent — None. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  the  adjourned  sessions, 
held  December  17th,  1883;  December  21st,  1883,  and  December  28th, 
1883,  having  been  printed  and  placed  on  the  desks  of  the  Aldermen, 
said  Journals  were  approved  as  published. 

This  being  the  first  regular  session,  President  Rorison  made  the  follow- 
ing remarks: 

To  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — It  shall  be  my  constant  aim  to  merit  your  approbation  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  President  of  the  Board.  As  this  is  a  business  body,  the 
subject  of  ways  and  means  is  very  naturally  and  very  properly  uppermost  in  our 
minds.  The  best  citizens  help  to  keep  it  so.  Some  say  the  city  government  is  too 
sordid  for  efficiency;  others  complain  of  wastefulness  of  the  public  funds.  Criti- 
cism is  wholesome,  and  will,  I  hope,  help  us  to  keep  strictly  within  the  revenues, 
and  see  that  every  dollar  is  judiciously  expended,  and  represents  a  full  dollars' 
worth  of  improvements.  The  finances  of  the  city  are  in  good  condition.  Our  debt 
is  small,  and  very  few  cities  in  the  country  have  so  light  a  rate  of  taxation.  It  is 
notorious  that  personal  property. does  not  pay  its  just  proportion  of  the  taxes.  I 
trust  the  Finance  Committee  will  be  able  to  devise  a  plan  by  which  the  burden  of 
taxation  will  fall  more  equitably  as  to  real  and  personal  property. 

The  Legislature,  several  years  ago,  passed  an  enabling  act  for  the  construction  of 
sewers  in  the  city,  and. for  raising  by  special  tax,  the  needed  funds.  It  is  important 
that  a  systematic  plan  be  at  once  devised,  a  plan  so  liberal  as  to  meet  not  only  the 
present,  but  rapidly  increasing  wants  of  the  city. 

We  should  have  a  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  prepare  and  present  to  the  next 
Legislature  such  measures  as  are  desirable.  Many  business  men  of  this  city  receive 
large  incomes,  but  pay  no  taxes.  It  would,  unquestionably,  be  desirable  to  have  a 
law  enabling  the  city  to  license  the  various  classes  of  business,  and  also  to  charge  a 
license  for  vehicles,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Street- Repair  Department. 

We  should  be  more  than  ordinarily  cautious,  during  the  coming  year,  in  the 
matter  of  expenditures,  as  we  inherit  from  the  last  Council  and  Board,  a  large 
number  of  improvement  ordinances. 

[43] 
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Emergencies  will  seldom  arise  to  justify  a  suspension  of  the  rules.  This  Board 
was  created  for  the  purpose  of  checking  legislation.  Ample  time  and  free  discussion 
will  serve  to  develop  the  weakness  of  unwise  measures,  as  well  as  the  wisdom  of 
good  measures.  Let  it  be  reserved  for  the  Council  to  act  hastily,  as  it  has  fre~ 
quently  done  (notably  in  case  of  the  Conduit  ordinance),  relying  on  this  Board  to 
prune,  engraft,  and  sometimes  uproot  Let  us  instruct  the  Clerk  that  when  we 
have  taken  action  on  any  matter  and  killed  it,  he  is  not  to  return  it  to  Council  for 
revival. 

Party  politics  should  have  little  to  do  with  this  Board.  The  minority  represent 
very  nearly  one-half  of  our  citizens,  and  they  are  entitled,  by  every  rule  of  right' 
to  all  the  information  that  representation  on  every  committee,  every  board  and 
every  official  body  in  the  city  government,  can  give  them.  We  were  sent  here  to 
labor  for  our  party,  only  so  far  as  wise  legislation  for  the  whole  city  serves  that  end. 
Our  especial  duty  to  the  part}''  (those  of  us  who  are  Republicans),  ceases  with  the 
selection  of  capable,  upright,  Republican  City  officers.  This  Board  was  created  to 
subserve  the  business  interests  of  the  community.  We  should  not  allow  it  to  be 
diverted,  nor  degraded  to  any  other  uses. 

If  you  have  any  favorite  project,  do  not  enter  into  any  combination  to  secure  its 
success.  Let  the  quality  of  each  measure,  considered  separately,  determine  its  suc- 
cess or  failure.  Try  to  keep  constantly  with  you  an  honest  purpose  and  a  level 
head.  If  you  are  true  to  yourselves,  and  at  all  times  vote  your  convictions,  you  will, 
two  years  hence,  have  fewer  of  the  friends  you  have  to-night,  but  those  you  do  retain, 
will  demonstrate  the  survival  of  the  fittest.  Among  them  let  us  number  all  good 
citizens  who  desire  a  pure,  firm  and  economical  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  city.

REPORTS,  ETC.,    FROM    CITY    OFFICERS. 

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report: 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  predecessors  directed  me  to  report  to  you  at  this  meeting, 
whether  or  not  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  can  be  compelled  by  ordi- 
nance or  otherwise,  to  pay  for  any  part  of  the  proposed  improvement  of  Washington 
street,  an  ordinance  for  the  same  having  passed  thetCouneil,  and  being  now  on  tha 
files  of  this  body. 
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Section  4,154  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1881,  provides  that  before  any  Street 
Railroad  Company  shall  commence  the  construction  of  its  road  through  or  across 
any  of  the  publie  streets,  it  shall  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Common  Council  to  the 
location,  survej ,  &c. 

Pursuant  to  this  provision,  the  city,  through  her  Common  Council,  in  January, 
1864,  authorized  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  to  construct  a  line  of  rail- 
way along  certain  of  her  streets,  subject  to  the  provision  that  "the  said  company 
shall  bowlder  the  space  between  the  rails  of  the  track,  and  shall  also  pave,  bowlder 
or  otherwise  improve,  (as  the  street  may  be),  two  feet  on  the  outside  of  each  rail,  so 
as  at  all  times  to  correspond  with  the  street  outside,  and  keep  the  same,  together 
with  all  bridges  at  the  crossing  of  gutters,  in  good  repair,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Common  Council;  and  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  said  company  to  do  the  same, 
the  Common  Council  shall  have  the  right  to  prevent  the  use  of  said  track  by  re- 
moving the  rails  therefrom." 

In  November  of  the  same  year,  this  provision  was  suspended  until  January  lstr 
1878,  by  an  ordinance  of  the  Council. 

In  April,  1878,  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  amended  the  original  section, 
which  had  revived  the  first  day  of  that  year,  at  the  request  of  the  company,  in 
which  amendatory  ordinance  the  above  provision  was  entirely  omitted,  and  the  fol- 
lowing occurs:  "And  said  company,  in  consideration  of  the  amendments,  as  herein 
provided  to  the  5th  and  6th  Sections  of  the  ordinance  of  January  18th,  1864,  shall 
construct,  build  and  operate,  one  and  one  half  miles  of  new  tracks  in  addition  to 
those  now  built  and  constructed  and  in  addition  to  the  new  track  herein  provided 
for  on  south  Illinois  street,  Russell  avenue  and  south  Meridian  street,  within  three 
years  from  and  after  January  1st,  1879,"  &c. 

Our  Supreme  Court  has  decided  that  where  a  municipal  corporation  has  the  power 
to  contract,  and  acts  within  the  limits  of  her  power  in  making  a  contract,  she  i& 
bound  thereby  in  the  same  manner  as  a  private  individual. 

City  of  Indianapolis  vs.  The  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Co.  66  Ind.,  396. 

In  the  same  case,  it  is  held  that  "No  corporation  can  contract,  unless  the  power 
is  granted  by  law;"  and  that  the  power  to  legislate,  is  distinct  from  the  power  to 
contract,  and  that  municipal  corporations  can  not,  by  their  mere  legislative  powers,. 
make  a  contract. 

I  find  no  express  power  conferred  upon  the  municipal  body,  and  it  is  doubtful 
whether  an  implied  power  exists,  authorizing  it  to  make  a  contract  with  reference 
to  the  use  of  her  streets,  though  it  is  clear  that  in  granting  the  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany the  right  to  lay  its  tracks  in  the  streets, -it  had  the  right  to  prescribe  the  term* 
upon  which  it  might  do  so. 

While  the  question  is  not  entirely  free  from  doubt,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  amending  said  section  of  the  original  ordinance, 
acted  in  a  legislative  capacity,  and  that  therefore  it  may  repeal  the  amended  and 
re-ordain  the  original  section,  and  thus  require  the  Street  Railway  Company  to  pay 
her  part  of  original  street  improvements  in  the  future.

Hilgenberg  vs.  the  City  et  ah,  has  been  tried  before  Judge  Taylor,  of  the  Superior 
Court,  resulting  in  a  judgment  in  favor  of  the  defendants. 

This  was  a  suit  to  enjoin  the  collection  of  three-fifths  of  a  street  improvement 
assessment,  on  the  ground  that  his  lot  bordering  on  the  improvement,  was  but 
twenty  feet  deep,  a  ten  foot  public  alley  coming  next,  and  then  another  lot  of  a 
third  person,  making  up  the  fifty  feet  liable  for  such  improvements.  The  court 
holds  that  the  whole  assessment  falls  on  the  adjoining  lot  in  such  a  case,  and  that 
the  Engineer  cannot  cross  a  public  alley  m  making  estimates,  and  that  the  city 
itself  is  not  liable  for  any  part  of  the  assessment  on  account  of  the  alley,  which  is 
the  construction  the  Engineer  contended  for  at  the  time  the  estimate  was  reported 
in  this  case.      The  question  is  an  impoitant  one,  especially  on   account  of  the 
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improvement  of  streets  passing  diagonal  p©ints,  and  Hilgenberg,  being  interested 
in  other  like  property,  will  appeal. 

The  foreclosure  case  of  Mary  J.  Wolfe  vs.  John  B.  Hann  et  al.,  the  city  being  a 
party  on  account  of  holding  a  street  opening  assessment  of  $24,  has  been  disposed 
of,  and  the  claim  of  the  city  secured  by  the  decree.

Gentlemen; — In  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  my  office,  the  almost  constant  use 
of  figures,  in  the  many  necessary  calculations,  and  the  use  of  fine  lines  in  drawing, 
has  strained  my  eyes  so  much  so  as  to  cause  apprehension  of  the  loss  of  the  use  of 
them,  and  also  to  cause  me  great  pain.  The  eminent  oculist,  Dr.  J.  L.  Thompson, 
of  whom  I  have  been  taking  treatment,  tells  me  that  my  eyes  have  been  unduly 
strained,  and  unless  I  get  relief  at  once,  my  eyesight  will  become  permanently  af- 
fected, and  perhaps  lose  the  use  of  my  eyes  altogether.  He  says  that  there  is  but 
one  remedy  for  my  trouble,  that  is  absolute  rest  from  business  for  a  period  of  two 
months,  and  directs  that  I  go  South.  He  also  says  that  my  eyes  are  naturally  as 
strong  as  any  he  ever  examined,  and  by  giving  them  the  rest  now,  I  will  regain 
their  original  strength.  The  relation  my  eyesight  bears  to  my  profession,  renders 
it  more  important  that  1  should  do  all  in  my  power  to  preserve  them;  and  while  I 
regret  the  necessity  of  my  having  to  ask  it,  I  am  compelled  to  follow  the  advise  of 
Dr.  Thompson,  and  ask  for  a  leave  of  absence  of  two  months,  which,  provided  you 
grant  now,  would  allow  me  to  return  before  my  laborious  duties  for  next  season  be- 
gin. I  should  consider  myself  obligated  to  return  sooner,  provided  the  relief  sought 
should  be  obtained  before  the  expiration  of  the  two  months.

Indianapolis,  hid.,  1 — 25,  1884. 
Hon.  J.  L.  McMaster,  May^r: 

Dear  Sir: — A  system  of  Telephonic  Exchange,  for  Police  purposes,  is  now  in  use 
in  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  and  other  of  the  larger  cities  of  the  country;  and  thinking 
it  a  question  of  but  short  time  when  something  of  the  kind  will  be  required  by  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  on  behalf  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  I  beg 
submit  the  following  proposition  for  the  establishment  of  such  a  system  in  this  city: 

This  company  will  furnish  a  Telephone  Police  System  somewhat  similar  to  that 
now  in  Chicago,  at  a  rental  of  $30.00  per  year  for  each  station;  this  company  to 
place  simply  a  telephone  outfit,  bell  and  battery,  at  each  statiomwhich  the  city  shall 
build  on  street  corners  (usually  built  around  a  lamp-post.)  This  price  to  include 
the  necessary  switch-board  at  the  central  police  office  (which  will  constitute  a  sta- 
tion), with  battery,  generators,  &c,  and  independent  wires  connecting  each  station 
with  the  central  police  office;  all  of  which  to  be  kept  in  reasonable  order  and  repair 
by  this  company.  The  operators  at  the  central  office,  and  all  employes  necessary 
to  the  working  of  the  system,  other  than  repairs  as  above  stated,  to  be  employed 
and  paid  by  the  city. 

If  this  system  is  established,  the  city  will  have  the  benefit  of  independent  com- 
munication between  its  station  houses  and  the  central  police  office;  between  the 
SIG.  8.  [  83  ] 
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patrolmen  on  each  beat  and  the  central  station,  and  will,  by  requiring  patrolmen 
to  report  at  the  stations  at  different  places  on  their  beats  at  stated  intervals,  have  a 
closer  supervision  over  them  than  is  possible  by  any  system  of  Sergeants  or  Inspec- 
tors. If  this  proposition  meets  with  your  approval,  I  will  be  glad  to  confer  further 
with  you  on  the  subject. 

This  communication  will  be  handed  ^ou  by  Mr.  Chas.  S.  Smith,  our  Acting  Man- 
ager at  Indianapolis,  who  will  explain  any  details  of  the  proposed  system  necessary 
to  a  full  understanding  of  it.

To  the  Members  of  the  Common'Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — By  action  of  the  former  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  the  city 
was  to  pay  August  Minkner  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  a  strip  of  ground  along  the 
west  bank  of  White  River,  in  Indianola,  broad  enough  to  make  a  65  foot  street  from 
Ray  street  to  a  point  above  where  the  old  Lafayette  Road  is  of  a  like  width,  and  we 
were  directed  to  make  the  necessary  surveys,  prepare  deed,  etc.  This  we  partly  did 
since  your  last  meeting;  but  Mr.  Minker  informing  us  that  his  agreement  with  the 
members  of  the  committee  was  to  convey  all  east  of  certain  landmarks  that  he 
pointed  out  to  us— which  would  only  give  a  20  foot  street  for  nearly  one-half  of  the 
distance,  and  less  than  65  feet  at  all  points — we  abandoned  the  work,  seeing  that 
his  statements  were  contrary  to  the  printed  Proceedings  under  which  we  were 
working.  The  bank  of  the  River  along  the  entire  strip  is  in  a  crumbling  condition, 
and  one  freshet  would  be  likely  to  wash  in  the  greater  part  of  the  strip  at  the  nar- 
nowest  point;  and  we  therefore  felt  that  your  honorable  bodies  would  not  approve 
of  the  contract  as  Mr.  Minkner  wants  it  carried  out. 

Until  further  instructed,  we  will  regard  ourselves  relieved  from  further  action 
under  the  previous  order.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  : 

Gentlemen: — As  provided  by  the  motion  of  Councilman  Mack,  and  as  directed 
by  the  Judiciary  Committee  to  whom  the  same  was  referred,  I  have  prepared  an 
ordinance  requiring  fire-escapes  to  be  provided  by  the  owners  or  Lessees  of  certain 
buildings  more  than  two  stories  high.  Section  2151,  R.  S.  1881,  covers  hotels  and 
places  of  entertainment  for  transient  guests  or  boarders,  and  I  have  therefor  ex- 
cepted such  buildings  from  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance,  as  a  provision  cover- 
ing such  structures  could  not  be  enforced.  Neither  could  an  unreasonable 
requirement  as  to  other  classes  of  public  buildings  and  factories  be  enforced,  and 
I  have  therefor  so  framed  the  ordinance  as  to  leave  the  question' of  the  necessity 
of  escapes  to  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer. 

I  hand  the  ordinance  to  the  author  of  the  motion  for  introduction.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  re- 
ceived, and  on  motion  by  Councilman  Pearson,  the  City  Attorney  was 
instructed  to  prepare  an  ordinance  for  the  repeal  of  the  ordinance  of  Jan- 
uary 1 6th,  1882,  so  as  to  cause  a  tax  to  be  placed  on  the  poles. 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Bo^rd  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Since  you  instructed  me  to  proceed  against  John  b\  Wallick,  Super- 
intendent of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Co ,  (successor  to  the  Mutual  Union 
Telegraph  Co  ),  for  failure  to  make  return  of  the  number  of  poles  in  use  on  July 
1st,  in  the  city,  erected  by  the  Mutual  Union  Co ,  he  has  filed  the  sworn  statement 
required  b\  the  ordinance  of  May  23d,  1882,  and  on  behalf  of  the  Western  Union 
Co..  has  paid  the  special  tax  of  $2.00  on  each  pole  erected  under  the  grant  of  Feb. 
27,  1882,  there  being  72  poles  in  all.  The  statement  made  by  Mr.  Wallick  shows 
that  there  are  106  poles  in  addition  to  the  above,  which  were  erected  under  the 
grant  of  January  16,  1882,  (see  New  Revision  of  Ordinances,  pages  417-18).  The 
Western  Union  Co.  refuses  to  pay  the  tax  on  these  poles,  on  the  ground  that  the 
ordinance  containing  the  grant  only  authorizes  the  city  to  require  the  company 
"to  pay  a  per  cent,  of  its  gross  receipts  and  earnings,"  no  mention  being  made  of 
any  other  kind  of  a  tax.  It  was  conceded  at  the  time  the  license  ordinance  was 
passed,  that  it  would  be  useless  to  try  to  impose  and  collect  such  a  tax  as  that  pro- 
vided for  in  this  grant  of  January  16,  1882,  according  to  its  terms,  and  therefore 
the  special  tax  upon  the  poles  of  the  company  only  was  incorporated  in  the  ordi- 
nance, it  being  believed  that  the  company  would  not  resist  payment,  as  the  city 
had  reserved  the  right  to  repeal  the  ordinance  of  January,  as  well  as  the  one  of 
February  1882,  at  any  time.  The  company  did  pay  the  special  tax  on  all  the  poles 
last  year,  which  was  before  the  sale  to  the  Western.  Union,  as  stated  to  you  in  my 
former  communication.  But  now  that  the  Western  Union  declines  to  pay  on  the 
106  poles  referred  to,  there  remains  but  one  of  two  things  to  do,  viz  :  (1)  To  repeal 
the  ordinance  of  January  !6,  1882,  and  cause  the  poles  to  be  removed  from  the 
streets;  or,  (2)  To  release  the  company  from  any  special  taxes  on  the  same;  for  it 
is  evident,  that  since  the  property  formerly  owned  by  the  Mutual  Union  has  passed 
to  the  Western  Union,  it  would  be  impossible  to  ascertain  what  the  "gross  receipts 
and  earnings"  on  account  of  this  line  would  be. 

I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  commuincate  these  facts  to  your  honorable  bodies, 
that  you  may  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  proper  in  the  premises.

Gentlemen: — The  General  Term  of  the  Superior  Court,  at  its  session  held  this  day, 
affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  special  term  in  the  case  of  Jennie  Heston  vs.  The 
City.  This  was  the  case  reported  some  months  ago,  where  Mrs.  Heston  recovered 
a  judgment  of  $500.00  for  injuries  received  in  falling  through  the  covering  of  the 
well  which  is  located  on  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Smith  Block,  at  the  corner  of 
Delaware  and  Ohio  streets.  The  appeal  was  taken  at  the  special  request  of  the  ad- 
ministrator of  William  Smith's  estate,  the  well  having  been  sunk  and  maintained 
by  Mr.  Smith  and  the  administrator  having  been  notified  to  defend,  as  the  party 
primarily  liable  for  the  damages.     A.t  the  request  of  the  administrator's  Attorney,

in  the  city;  that  to  purchnse  an  additional  truck  with  extension  ladders  would  cost 
three  thousand  dollars  or  more,  and  then  perhaps  nok  accomplish  the  purpose  men- 
tioned in  the  resolution,  as  it  has  repeatedly  failed  in  larger  cities  where  they  have 
all  modern  appliances;  that  we  believe  when  the  ordinance  now  pending  providing 
for  fire  escapes  on  all  public  buildings  shall  have  passed,  that  the  intention  of  the 
resolution  will  have  been  satisfied.

Gentlemen: — The  board  of  City  Commissioners  submit  the  following  report  in 
the  case  of  the  vacation  of  the  first  alley  north  of  Eay  street,  from  the  first  alley 
west  of  Meikel  street  to  the  first  alley  east  of  Meikel  street. 
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The  undersigned,  members  of  the  beard  of  City  Commissioners  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  duly  appointed,  qunlified  an  i  acting  under  the  provisions  of  the 
statutes  of  the  .State  or  Indiana,  in  relation  to  the  laying  out,  opening  and  widen- 
ing, altering  and  vacation  of  streets  and  alleys,  do  now  submit  our  report  on  the 
alley  above  described,  heretofore  referred  to  us  by  your  honorable  bodies. 

1st.  We  met  at  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  in  room  No.  6,  on  Monday,  Decem- 
ber the  3d,  1883,  at  ten  o'clock,  a.  m.,  to  examine  into  the  matter  of  the  proposed 
vacation  of  so  much  of  the  first  alley  north  of  Kay  street,  as  lies  between  the  first 
alley  west  of  Meikel  street,  and  the  first  alley  east  of  Meikel  street.  We  met  in 
accordnnce  with  a  notice  of  the  City  Clerk,  which  notice  and  return  of  service  of 
the  proper  officer  endorsed  thereon,  is  filed  herewith  as  a  part  hereof,  and  marked 
"Exhibit  A."

The  Committee  on  Railroads,  through  Councilman  Rees,  submitted  the 
following  reports;  which  were  severally  approved: 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned  members  of  your  committee,  to  whom  was  refer- 
red G.  O.  No.  4,  of  1884,  introduced  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  beg  leave 
to  report  that  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  report  that  in  sev- 
eral particulars  the  provisions  of  section  one,  as  prepared  under  instructions  of  the? 
Board  of  Aldermen,  are  lelt  too  indefinite.  We  have,  therefore,  prepared  a  sec- 
tion in  lieu  of  that,  and  now  recommend  that  all  of  section  one  after  the  ordaining 
clause  in  said  G.  O.  No.  4  be  stricken  out,  and  the  following  inserted  in  its  stead, 
to-wit:  That  Section  one  (1)  of  the  above  recited  ordinance  of  April  2,  1878,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Section  1.  That  section  five  (5)  of  said  original  ordinance  of  January  18,  1864, 
shall  read  as  follows: 

Sec  5.  The  tracks  of  said  railway  company  shall  not  be  elevated  above  the 
surface  of  the  street  where  laid  and'  the  rails  shall  be  so  laid  as  to  conform  to  the 
established  grades  of  the  streets  on  which  the  same  are  laid,  and  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  be  no  unnecessary  impediment  to  the  ordinary  use  of  such  streets  and  the 
convenient  passage  of  vehicles  upon,  along,  or  across  said  tracks  at  any  point  and 
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in  any  direction.  All  gutter  crossings  shall  be  properly  bridgpd  and  kept  in 
repair  by  said  company  so  as  to  permit  the  Iree  and  unimpeded  flow  of  water  in 
and  along  said  gutters.  Whenever  any  street  shall  be  improved  from  curb  to 
curb,  on  which  said  railway  company  has  laid  any  track  or  tracks,  such  improve- 
ment shall  be  under  a  contract  let  by  the  city  to  the  best  bidder,  as  required  by 
law;  and  in  all  cases  of  such  original  improvements,  said  railway  company  shall 
pay  and  be  liable  to  the  contractor  doing  the  work  for  an  amount  equal  to  the 
proportion  that  nine  feet  bears  to  the  whole  width  of  the  road  bed  (or  street  from 
euro  to  curb),  if  there  be  a  s  ngle  track  only  on  such  street,  and  in  the  proportion 
that  eighteen  feet  bears  to  the  whole  width  of  the  road  bed  (or  street  from  curb  to 
curb),  if  there  be  a  double  track  on  such  str  et,  such  proportion  to  be  estimated  by 
the  City  Civil  Engineer.  No  account  shall  be  taken  of  any  switches  or  side  tracks 
in  making  said  estimates.  If  said  company  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  said  con- 
tractor tor  the  work  according  to  the  engineer's  estimates,  as  allowed  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  for  a  period  of  twenty  days  after  such  allow- 
ance, then,  and  in  t  at  case,  said  contractor  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  from  said 
company  the  amount  of  such  estimate,  together  with  one  per  centum  of  the  amount 
thereof  in  addition  for  each  and  every  day  thereafter  until  the  same  shall  be  paidr 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  If  said  company  shall  fail  to  keep  all 
streets  used  by  it  in  repair,  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  make  any  and  all 
repairs  ordered  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  for  a  period  of 
ten  days  after  notice  so  to  do,  then  the  city  may  do  the  work  through  her  Street 
Commissioner,  and  recover  the  cost  thereof  with  ten  per  cent  damages,  from  such' 
company,  or  said  city  shall  have  the  right  to  remove  the  rails  of  the  tracks  of  such. 
company  for  any  distance  determined  and  ordered  by  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  or'  Aldermen. 

In  case  the  city  shall  cause  any  change  in  the  crown  or  level  of  any  street  on 
which  any  track  of  such  company  is  laid,  to  be  made,  in  the  future  improvement 
of  any  street,  said  company  shall  at  once  cause  its  tracks  to  be  changed  and  relaid 
in  conformity  to  such  change,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  travel  on  such  street  be- 
yond the  time  when  the  contractor  improving  such  street  shall  complete  his  work; 
and  should  said  company  fail  or  refuse  to  comply  with  this,  or  any  other  provision 
or  requirement  contained  in  this  ordinance,  then  and  in  that  case,  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  have  the  right  to  declare  all  the  rights,  fran- 
chises and  grants  of  said  company  in  said  city  forfeited,  and  prevent  the  further 
use  of  the  streets  by  said  company. 

The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  reserve  the  right  to  close  up  and 
discontinue  the  use  of  the  tunnel  under  the  railroad  tracks  on  south  Illinois  street,. 
at  any  time  they  may  deem  such  action  to  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  as 
provided  in  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  amendatory,  without  in  any  manner 
becoming  liable  to  said  company  for  any  damages  on  account  thereol. 

And  after  being  so  amended,  we  recommend  that  the  ordinance  pass.

No.  45  of  1883,  auth- 
orizing the  construction,  extension  and  operation  of  the  Metropolitan  Railway 
Line,  in  and  upon  the  streets  of  Indianapolis,  and  G.  O.  No.  55  of  1883,  amending 
Metropolitan  Street  Railway  ordinance,  respectfully  report  that  we  are  informed 
that  this  company  has  abandoned  its  enterprise  in  this  city,  and  we  therefore  re- 
turn said  ordinances,  and  recommend  that  they  be  stricken  from  the  files.

Councilman  Reynolds,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Sewers  and 
Drainage,  asked  for  further  time  to  report  on  certain  matters  referred  to 
the  Committee;  w,hich  was  granted,  and  the  time  extended  two  weeks. 

Councilman  Reynolds,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Sewers  and 
Drainage,  City  Attorney  and  City  Civil  Engineer,  submitted  the  following 
reports;  which  were  concurred  in: 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Feb.  18,  1883. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  peti- 
tion of  A..  Timberlake  and  others,  asking  for  the  adoption  of  a  plan,  and  pas-age 
of  an  ordinance  to  properly  drain  the  north-eastern  portion  of  the  city,  together 
with  the  motion  of  Councilman  Spahr,  directing  us  to  report  the  most  feasible  plan 
for  such  drainage,  with  the  probable  cost  thereof,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have 
given  the  matters  referred  to  us  careful  consideration.  An  examination  of  the  terri- 
tory referred  to,  convinces  us  that  relief  ought  to  be  given  to  the  citizens  of  that 
section  at  the  earliest  possible  day.  In  our  opinion,  the  cheapest  and  best  means 
of  drainage  is  by  widening  and  deepening  the  State  ditch.  The  reasons  therefor 
are  given  at  length  in  a  separate  report  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  which  we  file 
herewith.  An  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  an  improvement  of  the  Ditch  as  the 
Engineer  recommends,  is  $23,124.98,  with  a  possibility  that  it  will  reach  $25,437.57, 
as  will  be  seen  by  his  report.  If  a  responsible  person  can  be  found  who  will  agree 
to  do  the  work  in  accordance  with  the  p  ans  of  the  Engineer,  for  the  amount  of  or 
less  than  the  above  estimate,  we  would  recommend  that  that  amount  of  the  funds 
to  be  raised  by  the  special  levy  of  ten  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  for  sewer 
and  drain  purposes  recently  made,  be  used  for  that  purpose,  provided  the  Ditch 
can  be  widened  without  involving  the  city  in  litigatio  1  with  the  adjoining  prop- 
erty owners.  We  here  beg  leave  to  submit  a  brief  history  of  the  State  Ditch,  as 
we  have  collected  it  from  the  best  sources  at  our  command,  and  on  the  facts  thus 
given,  submit  to  the  Council  whether  or  not  it  will  be  safe  to  proceed  with  the 
proposed  work  without  further  consultation  or  understanding  with  the  property 
owners  along  the  line;  and  if  thought  not  to  be  safe,  what  steps  should  be  taken 
to  ascertain  the  feeling  of  the  interested  parties. 
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On  February  4,  1837,  the  General  Assembly  of  Indiana  passed  an  act  looking  to 
the  drainage  of  "the  swamps  and  low  lands  north-east  of  Indianapolis."  This  act 
appointed  Calvin  Fletcher  and  Thomas  Johnson  as  commissioners  to  solicit  sub- 
scriptions to  do  said  work,  etc.     [See  Local  Laws  of  1837,  p.  409  ] 

From  the  best  information  we  have  been  able  to  procure,  nothing  was  ever  done 
under  this  act.  The  Ditch  was  dug  in  1838  or  1839,  Gen.  Thomas  A.  Morris  being 
the  engineer  who  made  the  survey  and  superintended  the  work.  We  get  this  in- 
formation from  Gen.  Morris  himself.  His  recolbction  is  that  the  drain  was  con- 
structed by  direction  of  the  Internal  Improvement  Commissioners,  and  paid  for 
out  of  the  State  improvement  fund.  William  S.  Hubbard,  who  was  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Fund  Commissioners,  has  no  recollection  of  auditing  any  account 
for  the  payment  of  such  a  work,  but  Kobert  B.  Duncan  agrees  with  Gen.  Morris, 
that  it  was  a  State  work,  and  that  all  proceedings  to  condemn  the  right  of  way, 
etc.,  were  had  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  old  internal  improvement 
act  of  1836.  Both  Gen.  Morris  and  Mr  Duncan  state  i  as  their  best  impression, 
that  Thomas  Johnson  and  Samuel  Henderson,  who  then  own-  d  all  the  lar  d  through 
which  the  Ditch  runs,  were  paid  for  a  right  of  way  of  fifty  feet.  These  impres- 
sions of  Gen.  Morris  and  Mr.  Duncan,  that  the  Ditch  was  constructed  by  the  state, 
are  strongly  supported  by  the  name  which  the  Ditch  has  always  borne,  and  by  the 
legislation  had  concerning  it  a  few  years  after  its  construction.  We  refer  to  an  act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  January  15,  1844,  found  at  p  136  of  the  Local  Laws 
of  that  year,  a  full  copy  of  which  we  here  set  out  for  general  information  and  fu- 
ture reference.     It  reads  as  follows: 

"An  act  in  relation  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis." 

"  Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly,  that  by  reason  of  a  pond 
two  miles  north-east  of  Indianapolis,  the  waters  of  which,  in  their  natural  channel, 
lead  through  said  city,  much  to  the  injury  of  the  health  of  the  citizens  and  to 
their  property  therein,  and  endangering  the  banks  of  the  Central  Canal,  and 

Whereas,  Said  branch  had  been  by  public  authority,  diverted  from  the  old  chan- 
nel and  carried  into  Fall  Creek,  by  a  ditch  dug  at  much  public  expense,  besides 
paying  the  claims  for  individual  damages;  which  Ditch  has  been  so  obstructed  as 
to  reinstate  the  evils  complained  of;  for  remedy  whereof, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  That 
the  city  authorities  of  Indianapolis  are  hereby  empowered  to  keep  said  ditch  in 
proper  repair,  and  to  remove,  all  obstructions  to  the  same;  Provided,  however,  That 
all  expenses  be  paid  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

"Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  wilfully 
obstruct  the  free  pas  age  of  the  waters  of  said  Ditch,  or  cruse  the  same  to  be  done, 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by 
presentment  or  indictment  in  the  Marion  Circuit  Court. 

"Sec.  3.  That  the  corporation  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  erecting  water-gates 
on  said  Ditch  at  all  places  where  any  fences  now  cross  the  said  Ditch." 

Hon.  Cas.  Byfield  while  City  Attorney  in  1875,  seems  to  have  investigated  the 
question  as  to  whether  there  was  a  condemnation  of  the  right  of  way  for  the  ditch, 
and  stated  in  a  communication  to  the  Council,  to  be  found  on  p  811  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  1875-6,  that  he  had  been  unable  to  find  any  record  of  such  condemna- 
tion, but  from  the  best  information  he  could  get.  there  was  a  condemnation  of  forty 
feet.  He  does  not  now  remember  where  he  got  his  information.  We  are  con- 
vinced from  the  investigations  we  have  made,  that  all  the  original  records  con- 
cerning the  Ditch  are  lost  or  destroyed;  so  that  all  the  evidence  which  can  ever 
be  produced,  if  litigation  should  ever  arise  as  to  the  right  of  adjoining  property 
owners  to  damages  ror  the  ground  to  be  taken  in  widening  it,  will  be  the  recollec- 
tion of  a  few  old  citizens. 

The  plans  of  the  Engineer  contemplate  a  width  at  the  top  not  to  exceed  fifty 
feet  at  any  point,  and  for  the  most  part  about  forty-five  feet.  If  the  land  ta  en 
was  regularly  condemned  and  paid  for  under  the  provisions  of  the  old  Internal 
Improvement  Act.  as  Gen.  Morris  and  Mr.  Duman  boh  remember  it,  the  state 
thus  acquired  a  fee  simple  title  to  the  strip  thus  appropriated.     See  the  decisions  of 
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the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  case  of  Kennedy  v.  Indianapolis, 
103  U.  S.  report,  599,  and  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Indiana,  therein 
referred  to. 

Assuming  that  the  State  regularly  condemned  the  right  of  way  for  said  D:tch> 
from  Sheldon  street  to  Fall  Creek,  the  city  by  the  act  above  set  out,  has  acquired  the- 
undoubted  right  to  enter  upon  and  improve  the  same  to  the  width  of  the  original 
condemnation,  without  fear  of  being  held  liable  for  private  damages  The 
straightening  of  the  same  at  a  few  points,  where  it  is  desirable  to  do  so,  would 
probably  involve  a  small  expense.  It  is  probable,  however,  that  by  using  the  sur- 
plus dirt  to  All  up  the  old  ditch  at  these  points,  especially  when  the  property  be- 
longs to  the  same  par  y,  it  would  cost  little  or  nothing.  These  matters  can  be 
investigated  before  any  contract  is  awarded. 

We  report  herewith  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  comtemplated  improvement,. 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Council.

I  agree  in  this  report  with  the  understanding  that  no  money  is  to  be  expended 
until  receipts  from  the  new  sewer  levy  are  collected  to  pay  for  the  same

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  on  Sewers  and  Drainage, 

of  the  Common  council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  — I  herewith  submit  my  report  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  Com- 
mon Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  reference  to  the  matters  which  were  re- 
ferred to  your  committee,  the  City  Attorney  and  myself,  in  regard  to  a  plan  of 
drainage  for  the  northeastern  part  of  the  city. 

I  have  examined  the  same,  and  am  of  the  opinion  that  any  undertaking  looking 
to  the  drainage  of  this  pan  of  the  city,  should  not  only  be  made,  in  size,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  drainage  of  the  immediate  territory  in  this  vicinity,  but  should  be  made 
large  enough  to  meet  the  requirements  of  increased  drainage  facilities,  which  will 
naturally  follow  any  general  improvement  made  for  the  drainage  of  this  terri'ory. 

The  amount  of  territory  drained  into  this  basin  which  feeds  the  State  Ditch,  is- 
about  five  thousand  acres.  A  prevision  should  be  made,  not  only  to  drain  this- 
amount  of  acreage,  but  to  accommodate  the  smaller  drains  which  may  be  construct- 
ed by  parties  availing  themselves  of  the  privilege  thus  afforded  by  the  drainage  of 
said  territory.  Therefore  I  am  of  the  opinion  that,  in  order  to  drain  the  territory- 
above  mentioned,  together  with  that  which  is  drained  int:>  it,  the  best  means  of  ac- 
complishing the  same  would  be  by  the  deepening,  widening  and  partial  straighten- 
ing of  the  present  State  Ditrh,  from  Fall  Creek  to  Sheldon  street.  To  do  this,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  deepen  the  State  Ditch  by  a  regular  continuous  grade  estab- 
lished at  low  water  mark  at  Fall  Creek,  and  continuing  unbroken  to  Sheldon  street. 
Any  improvement  not  made  with  reference  to  the  amount  of  territory  drained,  as 
described  above,  would  result  in  precipitating  a  flood  upon  the  territory  now  sought 
to  be  drained,  by  reason  of  the  fact  of  the  inadequacy  of  any  such  improvement. 
The  Ditch  should  be  widened  to  a  width  of  fifteen  feet  in  the  bottom,  with  side 
slopes  of  one  to  one.-  To  do  this,  would  necessitate  the  changing  of  all  of  the 
bridges  along  the  line,  and  increasing  them  to  a  capacity  equal  to  the  Ditch.  As 
per  plans  herewith  submitted,  you  will  see  that  the  grade  established  for  the  im- 
pr  vement  of  said  Ditch,  provide  for  a  regular  fall  of  .15  of  a  foot  per  100  feet,  and 
should  the  necessities  ever  require,  the  Ditch  could  be  converted  into  a  sewerr 
readily,  by  reason  of  that  fact,  together  with  the  fact  that  the  excavation  necessary 
or  the  construction  of  the  sewer  will  already  have  been  made.  The  reasons  for 
he  choosing  of  the  line  of  the  present  State  Ditch,  are: 

1st.     That  it  is  in  the  natural  channel  for  the  drainage  of  that  section  of  territory. 

2d.     That  in  the  improving  of  the  streets  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  city,  they 
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have  been  made  with  a  view  of  draining  their  water  into  the  Ditch,  and  any  plan 
looking  to  the  draining  of  th>»t  part  of  the  city,  that  would  do  away  with  the  State 
Ditch,  would  not  accomplish  its  p  irpose,  from  the  fact  that  a  means  of  carrying  tha 
water  emptied  into  this  locality  from  the  said  streets,  would  be  necessary. 

The  improvement,  as  herein  contemplated,  would  not  interfere  with  any  improved 
propert}7  along  its  line,  and  all  changes  that  would  be  made  in  its  course,  could  be 
taken  from  the  Ditch  in  such  a  manner  as  to  straighten  without  making  any  change 
an  its  location.  Through  the  State  Fair  Grounds,  and  as  far  east  as  Alabama  street, 
where  objections  might  be  made  to  the  widening  of  the  Ditch,  it  will  not  be  neces- 
sary to  disturb  the  present  width  of  the  same  at  the  natural  surface  of  the  ground. 

In  submitting  to  you  this  report,  and  th«  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  carrying  into 
effect  of  this  plan,  1  have  taken  into  consideration  the  amount  of  work  already  done 
in  said  Diti  h,  and  which  has  been  deducted  from  the  total  quantities.  The  esti- 
mated quantities  that  yet  remain  to  do,  are: 

63,049  cubic  yards  of  excavation,  which,  at  25  cts.  per  yard,  would  be..$15,762  25 

The  amount  of  bridging,  including  the  timber  and  all  work  necessary 
for  the  construction  of  the  same  for  all  bridges  along  the  line  of  said 
Ditch,  would  cost 7,362  73 

Making  a  sum  total  of. $23,124  98 

Which,  in  my  opinion,  is  a  liberal  estimate,  and  the  work  could  be  done  for  said 
amount;  but,  to  guard  against  all  contingencies,  and  to  cover  incidental  expenses 
that  might  arise  in  constructing  said  work,  I  have  thought  it  advisable  to  add  10 
per  cent,  to  the  total  amount,  which  would  make  a  sum  total  of  $25,487.57. 

In  making  the  above  estimate,  I  have  considered  that  all  the  excavated  material 
■would  become  the  property  of  the  contractor,  and  the  fact  of  its  being  gravel,  to  a 
-considerable  extent,  might  affect  or  influence  the  bids  made  upon  the  work. 

The  plan  of  said  work  is  herewith  submitted,  and  made  a  part  of  this  report,  and 
the  estimate  in  detail  is  now  on  file  in  my  office,  and  can  be  seen  upon  application.

REPORTS,    ETC.,    FROM    SELECT    COMMITTEES. 

Councilman  Thalman,  in  behalf  of  a  certain  Special  Committee,  sub- 
mitted the  following  majority  report: 
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To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  an  ordinance  "com- 
pelling the  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  to  provide  Conductors  on  each  and 
every  car,"  respectfully  report  that  we  have  carefully  considered  the  matter,  and 
recommend  that  the  orninance  do  not  pass.  We  find  that  it  would  impose  an  ex- 
pense on  said  company  of  irom  forty  to  fifty  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  without 
the  citizens  or  tax  payers  deriving  any  real  benefit  therefrom;  in  fact,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  it  would  result  in  greater  inconvenience,  b}T  their  running  less  cars  on 
the  various  lines,  which  the  city  has  no  authority  to  prevent.  We  believe  that  it 
will  be  of  more  interest  and  benefit  to  our  citizens  to  require  them  to  put  on  more- 
cars  on  slow  lines,  and  to  pass  the  ordinance  now  on  file,  requiring  them  to  pay  for 
street  improvements  between  their  tracks,  and  two  feet  on  each  side. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  the  company  be  notified  that  it  is  the  desire 
of  this  Council  that  additional  cars  be  added  to  the  Pennsylvania  street  line,  making 
it  an  eight  minute  line;  and  that  a  strict  compliance  with  all  reasonable  orders  and 
requests  from  this  Council  will  be  expected.

Councilman  Pearson,  in  behalf  of  the  same  committee,  submitted  the 
following  minority  report: 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen:— The  undersigned,  members  of  your  Special  Committee  to  whom  was 
referred  G.  O.  JSo.  5,  1883,  requiring  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  to  put 
Conductors  on  the  cars  of  its  lines,  submit  the  following  minority  report: 

We  have  carefully  considered  the  matter,  and  consulted  the  wish'  s  of  the  patrons 
of  the 'company,  and  believe  that  the  ordinance  ought  to  pass.  The  officers  of  the 
company  oppose  the  ordinance  on  the  ground  that  it  will  largely  reduce  their  profits, 
or,  as  they  would  try  to  make  it  appear,  wipe  them  out  altogether.  Like  other 
business  firms  or  corporations,  this  company  has  not  been'in  the  habit  of  advertising 
to  the  world  its  annual  profits,  and  therefore  we  cannot  know  how  far  to  receive 
statements  of  the  officers  of  the  company  on  this  point.  It  is,  however,  well  under- 
stood that  the  company  s  earnings  tor  many  years  past  have  been  very  large.  It  is 
clear,  also,  that  a  large  per  centage  of  the  profits  of  the  company  have  been  re- 
ceived at  the  expense  of  clear  violations  of  the  rights  of  the  citizens.  Every  pro- 
vision in  the  original  charter  of  the  company  clearly  indicates  that  the  company 
should  operate  lines  of  cars  equal  to  the  best  lines  in  other  cities.  The  requirement 
of  maintaining  conductors  was  so  well  understood  that  it  was  taken  as  a  matter  of 
course,  if  indeed  it  is  not  absolutely  required  by  the  language  of  that  original  ordi- 
nance. We  quote  the  following  language  on  this  subject  from  Section  12  of  the 
original  ordinance: 

"Sixth  —  The  conductors  and  drivers  employed  by  said  company  shall  use  care 
and  diligence  to  prevent  injury  to  persons,"  &c. 

"Seventh — A.11  proper  care  shall  be  used  by  conductors  and  drivers  to  prevent 
injury  to  teams,"t&cp 

"■Eighth — The  conductors  shall  not  allow  ladies  or  children  to  enter  the  cars- 
while  in  motion." 

"Ninth—  Conductors^shall  announce  to  passengers,  in  a  distinct  tone,  the  names- 
of  all  streets,"  &c. 

To  break  the  force  of  the?e  very  plain  intentions,  if  not  absolute  requirements, 
the  company  procured  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  in  1876,  amending  this  twelfth 
Section  by  adding  the  words  uor  drivers,  when  there  are  no  conductors  upon  the  ears,' 
alter  the  word  "conductor,''  in  the  ninth  clause  above  quoted.  This  amendment 
had  also  been  preceded  bv  one  making  it  unlawful  for  any  person  "to  refuse  to  pay 
the  lawful  fare  prescribed  by  the  rule  of  the  company,  *  *  *  *  or  for 
any  person  to  falsely  pretend  to  pay  fare  by  putting  into  the  fare  box  anything  but 
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the  ticket  of  the  company  or  the  amount  in  money,"  &c,  without  anything  ever 
having  been  said  before  that  time  in  any  ordinance  about  a  fare  box.  While  these 
ordinances  were  cunningly  drawn,  and  have  served  well  the  purposes  of  the  com- 
pany to  the  present  time,  the  Council  has  the  undoubted  power  to  annul  them  by 
the  passage  of  the  ordinance  now  under  consideration;  and,  feeling  that  it  will  not 
work  any  unusual  hardship  to  the  company,  and  is  but  just  to  the  public,  and  is 
absolutely  essential  to  the  safety  of  the  persons  riding  upon  the  cars  and  traveling 
the  streets — especially  at  night  and  at  Railroad  crossings — we  feel  that  conductors 
ought  to  be  required  at  once.  Some  deaths,  and  many  serious  accidents,  have  oc- 
curred in  the  past,  which  certainly  would  not  have  occurred  if  conductors  had  been 
on  the  cars  at  the  time. 

Again,  it  is  urged  that  conductors  ought  not  to  be  required,  because  it  is  proposed 
to  re-ordain  the  original  provision  requiring  the  company  to  pay  for  original  street 
improvements  for  the  space  between  its  tracks  and  two  feet  on  the  outside. 

By  reference  to  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council,  it  will  be  seen  that  almost  as  soon 
as  the  company  was  organized,  it  came  before  the  Council  with  a  petition  pleading 
poverty,  and  induced  the  Council  to  suspend  the  operations  of  that  provision  of  the 
old  ordinance  until  January  1,  1878.  No  sooner  was  the  request  presented,  than  it 
was  granted.  As  soon  as  the  year  1878  rolled  around,  we  find  the  company  again 
before  the  Council,  asking  for  a  further  su-pension  until  1888.  Whether  by  a  de- 
ception practiced  on  the  Council,  or  by  a  desire  of  the  Council  then  serving,  to  be 
more  generous  than  the  company  was  asking — we  do  not  know  which — the  Coun- 
cil passed  an  ordinance  attempting  to  suspend  the  operations  of  the  ordinance  for  all 
time  to  come.  While  we  do  not  believe  the  Council  had  any  such  power  as  it  as- 
sumed, yet  the  company  has  had  the  benefit  of  the  change  during  the  past  seventeen 
years;  and  we  are  informed  that  no  street  on  the  company's  lines  was  ever  improved 
from  curb  to  curb  between  1864  and  1867;  so  that  the  company  never  has,  in  fact, 
paid  for  a  street  improvement  at  all. 

In  view  or  these  facts,  it  can  hardly  be  contended  that  all  just  consideration  has 
not  been  accorded  the  company  on  all  occasions,  and  that  it  will  be  treating  it 
harshly  to  require  it  to  place  conductors  on  its  cars,  that  the  public  may  be  served 
awhile,  instead  of  the  public  serving  the  company  forever. 

We  do  not  desire  to  impose  any  hard  or  unjust  measures  upon  the  company  of 
any  kind,  or  at  any  time,  and  in  recommending  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  under 
consideration,  feel  that  we  are  serving  the  public,  and  that  the  company  will,  at  the 
same  time,  lose  nothing  in  a  financial  point  of  view;  for  we  believe  that  the  savings 
of  the  company  and  increase  of  patronage  will  more  than  pay  the  cost  of  conductors.

On  motion  by  Councilman  Dowling,  the  majority  report  was  then  con- 
curred in. 

The  Special  Committee,  through  Councilman  Newcomb,  submitted  the 
following  report,  accompanied  with  the  report  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer; 
which  was  received  and  concurred  in,  as  to  constructing  a  pile  wall  for 
the  first  seven  hundred  feet  below  Indiana  avenue  and  bridge: 
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To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen:— Your  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  pro- 
tecting the  bank  of  Fall  Creek,  north  ol  the  City  Hospital,  together  with  the  City 
Civil  Engineer  and  Street  Commissioner,  on  the  12th  inst  visited  said  locality,  and 
after  careful  examination,  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  best  and  most  economical  im- 
provement would  be  to  drive  piles  near  the  bank  for  some  700  feet,  and  back  them 
-with  3  inch  plank,  and  that  the  rear  of  said  wall  be  used  as  a  dumping  ground  for 
•earth  or  other  unobjectionable  material,  until  filled  up,  and  thereby  restore  the 
Ijank,  and  also  Davis  street.  We  also  further  found  that  the  bank  of  the  levee  made 
a  few  years  ago,  to  turn  the  course  of  Fall  Creek,  is  very  badly  washed  out  »ome 
1,600  tVet  further  down  the  stream,  and  we  therefore  requested  the  City  Engineer 
to  make  an  estimate  of  the  cost  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  Hospital  property 
and  levee,  which  we  herewith  submit.  We  recommend  that  the  first  named  esti- 
mate of  the  Engineer  for  a  pile  wall  for  the  first  700  feet  below  Indiana  avenue  and 
bridge,  be  adopted,  as  we  think  that  will  turn  the  course  of  the  stream  so  as  not  to 
materially  affect  the  levee,  for  a  year  or  two  at  least.  And  we  further  recommend 
that  to  give  the  water  a  freer  flow  to  the  north,  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be 
directed  to  at  once  remove  the  north  end  of  the  dam,  the  south  end  having  been 
washed  away,  which  tends  to  cause  the  flow  of  water  to  the  south  side  of  said  siream, 
■and  against  the  bank  of  the  Hospital  grounds  and  levee.

Gentlemen: — In  reference  to  the  resolution  adopted  at  your  last  meeting,  inquiring 
"why  they  permitted  the  bodies  of  persons  who  had  died  from  small  pox  to  be 
buried  in  the  daytime,"  and  "why  they  permitted  the  Superintendent  of  th^  small 
pox  hospital  to  pass  about  the  city  at  perfect  will,"  we  have  the  honor  to  report, 
that  the  law  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  adopted  by  the  city,  is  that  the  bodies  of 
persons  who  have  died  from  small  pox,  shall  be  buried  immediately.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  the  small  pox  hospital  informs  us  that  in  all  cases  where  persons  have 
died  during  the  middle  or  after  part  of  the  day,  the  burials  ha\  e  ben  at  night. 
However,  in  a  few  cases,  where  the  patient  died  early  in  the  morning,  rather  than 
violate  the  law  by  keeping  the  body  over  twelve  hours,  he  has  caused  the  same  to 
be  buried  during  th-  day.  In  these,  as  in  all  other  cases,  the  bodies  hnve  been 
wrapped  with  sheets,  saturated  with  a  disin  ecting  fluid,  and  placed  in  air-tight  cof- 
fins, the  lids  of  the  coffin  and  box  securely  fastened,  so  that  there  was  no  possible 
danger  of  any  one  being  infected  from  such  procedure.  We  think  that  no  possible 
danger  has  resulted  from  th  s  cause. 

In  regard  to  the  matter  of  his  passing  about  the  city,  while  attending  upon  small 
pox  patients,  we  desire  to  say  that  the  Superintendent  positively  assures  us  that  he 
never  does  so,  until  he  has  thoroughly  disinfected  himse  f  and  clothing,  and  txcept 
in  extraordinary  casfs,  changed  his  clothing  completely. 

We  have  endeavored  to  impress  upon  every  body,  the  great  necessity  of  extreme 
precaution,  and  think  that  these  precautions  are  being  adopted.  We  arc  pleased 
to  know  that  your  honorable  body  comprehends  the  danger,  and  are  alive  to  the 
situation.

G.  O.  70,  1881 — An  ordinance  to  regulate  the  construction  of  buildings  in  the  size 
of  walls  and  the  requirements  of  material  for  the  better  protection  for  human 
life  in  case  of  fire.

Indianapolis,  Feb.  23d,  1884. 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen:— At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health  this  day,  the  following  order 
was  adopted: 

That  in  all  cases  of  small  pox,  where  the  patients  are  permitted  to  remain  at  their 
homes,  the  following  requirements ^must  be  rigidly  observed  and  insisted  upon.  A 
failure  to  observe  them  will  subject  the  patient  to  immediate  removal  to  the  Small 
Pox  Hospital. 

1st.  The  patient  shall  be  completely  isolated,  and  all  his  attendants  excluded 
from  association  with  the  public,  and  the  physician  attending  him  shall  change  his 
clothing,  and  disinfect  himself,  before  associating  with  the  public. 

2d.  He  shall  employ,  at  his  own  expense,  a  physician  and  all  the  necessary 
nurses. 

3d.  A  rigid  quarantine  shall  be  maintained  during  the  time  considered  advisa- 
ble by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  any  person  who  is  living  or  rooming  in  the  house, 
shall  not  appear  in  public. 

4th.  During  the  period  termination  of  a  case  of  small  pox,  the  infected  bedding 
and  clothing  of  the  patient  shall  be  destroyed,  and  the  furniture  and  rooms  thor- 
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oughly  disinfected,  under  the  supervision  of  the  attending  phjTsician  and  the  Board 
of  Health;  and  in  all  such  cases  no  claims  against  the  city  for  the  value  of  any  ar- 
ticles destroyed,  shall  be  allowed.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — By  a  motion  passed  at  your  last  meeting,  I  am  asked  to  report 
whether  or  not  u  the  street  in  the  rear  of  the  City  Hospital  has  been  properly  plat- 
ted." By  this,  I  understand  that  my  opinion  is  desired  as  to  whether  the  fifty  foot 
strip  along  the  bank  of  Fall  Creek,  in  Out-lot  158,  adjoining  the  Hospital  grounds, 
has  ever,  by  special  grant  or  otherwise,  been  dedicated  to  the  public  for  street 
purposes. 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  records,  I  find  that  Samuel  J.  Patterson  purchased 
said  out-lot  from  the  State  in  1834.  In  the  same  year,  he  conveyed  the  same  to  Isaac 
Harris,  "excepting  fifty  feet  in  width  along  the  bank  of  the  Creek,  which  is  excepted 
and  reserved  tor  a  public  road, '  etc.  In  all  the  deeds  from  that  time  to  the  present, 
the  same  exception  has  been  made.  I  learn  from  an  old  inhabitant  of  that  locality,, 
that  a  traveled  road  along  the  bank  from  Indiana  avenue  (then  the  old  Lafayette 
Road),  to  a  flouring  mill  on  the  Creek  below,  had  been  laid  out  before  it  was  so  re- 
served for  and  excepted  from  the  deed  of  Mr.  Patterson  above  mentioned,  and  that 
the  same  has  ever  since  that  time  been  open  to  and  used  by  the  public  as  a  roadway. 
I  do  not  find  that  Samuel  J.  Patterson,  in  his  life  time,  ever  conveyed  to  any  one 
the  strip  in  controversy,  nor  that  his  heirs  have  done  so  since  his  death;  but  on  ac- 
count of  the  long  term  of  years  that  they  have  allowed  it  to  remain  open  and  be 
traveled  by  the  public,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  their  silent  acquiescence  in  such 
public  use,  amounts  to  a  dedication,  and  that  the  city  can  hold  it  as  a  street.

Gentlemen: — We  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  following  facts  re- 
garding the  Indianapolis  City  Hospital,  and  the  importance  of  the  action  relative 
thereto,  which  we  have  taken,  and  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration: 

There  have  recently  b^en  two  new  additions  erected,  one  on  the  ea=t  and  one  on 
the  north  of  the  old  brick  building.  The  first,  erected  on  the  east,  is  a  three-story 
brick  building,  and  contains  exclusively  ward  space,  and  a  few  employes  rooms. 
The  addition  on  the  north  is,  for  proper  sanitary  reasons,  detached  from  the  east 
wing,  except  the  connection  afforded  by  a  nine  foot  corridor.  This  addition  con- 
tains no  ward  space,  dining  room,  kitchen  or  employes  rooms,  but  is  devoted  entire- 
ly to  bath  rooms,  water  closets,  drug  room,  operating  room  and  linen  room,  a  large 
central  stairway  and  an  elevator.  In  erecting  this  latter  building,  it  was  necessary 
to  tear  down  the  greater  part  of  the  old  frame  hospital  building  erected  by  the  Gov- 
ernment during  the  war,  as  a  soldiers'  hospital.  This  building  was  a  cheap  frame 
structure,  and  useless  for  h  spital  purposes,  although  long  used  from  necessity.  The 
north  end  of  th;s  building  is  still  standing,  and  the  lower  floor,  with  the  adjacent 
one-story  building,  although  almost  uninhabitable,  has  been  the  only  accommodation 
obtainable  for  dining  room,  kitchen,  wash  house,  ironing  room,  grocery  and  store 
rooms  during  the  pa«t  severe  winter.  The  floors  are  warped,  rotten,  and  full  of  open- 
ings; the  walls  are  in  equally  bad  condition;  unplastered,  requiring  blankets  to  be  hung 
over  the  doors  and  windows,  for  protection  from  wet  and  cold  weather.  It  will  be 
impossible  to  use  this  building  during  another  winter.  In  addition  to  this,  there  is 
not  enough  room  for  patients  in  the  present  buildings.  The  wards  are  overcrowd- 
ed, and  there  is  no  opportunity  to  vacate  room  temporarily  for  cleaning  or  disin- 
fecting purposes,  so  necessary  for  the  proper  hygenic  management  of  the  institution. 

The  new  buildings  already  erected  are  but  part  of  a  general  plan  which  contem- 
plates, when  finished,  one  of  the  most  substantial  and  best  arranged  hospitals  of  its 
size  in  the  United  Sta  es.  In  the  west  wing,  which  will  complete  the  hospital 
provision  is  made  for  the  additional  waTd  space  that  is  immediately  demanded,  on 
the  second  and  third  floors,  and  in  the  garret  two  comfortable,  well  venti'ated  and 
well  lighted  wards  are  provided  for  the  isolation  of  cases  of  erysipelas,  child-b  d 
fever,  etc.  The  ground  floor  is  occupied  for  a  dining  room,  kitchen,  scullery,  store 
room,  grocery  room  and  employes  rooms.  The  basement  contains  the  laundry,  a 
large  storage  cellar,  a  coal  room,  and  an  engine  room. 

Kecognizing  the  urgent  necessity  for  its  immediate  completion,  we  have  advertised 
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for  bids  for  it*  erection,  and  for  making  some  necessary  repairs  and  improvements 
(including  a  new  tin  roof),  on  the  old  brick  building.  The  bids  which  were  received 
and  opened  in  the  architect's  office  on  February  28, 1884,  are  as  follows:

Mill  Race  The  estimated  cost,  as  prepared  by  the  Engineer,  would  not  exceed 
three  hundred  dollars.

The  City  Clerk  presented  the  following  communication;  which  was  re- 
ceived:

To  the  Honorable,  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — On  March  9th,  1883,  in  compliance  with  a  resolution  passed  by  your 
body,  the  City  Clerk  notified  the  P.,  C.  &  St.  L.  R'y  Co.,  then  operating  the  Railroad, 
to  remove  their  bridge  over  Pogue's  Run,  within  sixty  (60)  days.  In  reply  thereto, 
Mr.  James  McCrea,  Manager,  expressed  the  willingness  of  this  company  to  comply 
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with  said  notice,  and  asking  for  reasonable  time  to  prepare  plans,  and  make  ar- 
rangements for  the  work,  which  request  was  met  by  Council  on  April  23d  passing 
a  resolution  extending  the  time  ninety  (90)  days. 

Plans  for  an  iron  bridge  on  masonry  supports,  were  then  prepared  by  Mr.  M.  J. 
Becker,  Chief  Engineer,  which  were  submitted  to  the  City  Engineer  for  his  appro- 
val, on  May  17th,  1883.  Pending  the  report  of  a  commission  on  the  subject  of 
Pogue's  Run,  and  action  of  Council  thereon,  the  City  Engineer  declined  to  act  in 
the  premises.  Subsequently,  on  July  25th  and  on  August  31st,  Mr.  Becker  ad- 
dressed the  City  Clerk  by  letter,  urging  that  Council  would  make  known  their  re- 
quirements regulating  the  building  of  bridges  over  Pogue's  Run,  and  expressing  the 
desire  of  the  company  to  proceed  at  once  with  the  work,  and  setting  forth  as  an 
additional  reason  therefor,  that  the  old  structure  was  becoming  unsafe,  and  in  need 
of  extensive  repairs,  which  it  was  desirable  to  avoid,  by  at  once  building  the  new 
structure.  Failing  to  obtain  by  this  correspondence  an  expression  from  the  Coun- 
cil as  to  their  wishes  in  the  matter,  the  Railroad  authorities  asked  and  obtained  on 
December  3d,  a  pergonal  conference  with  the  City  Attorney,  Engineer  and  Street 
Commissioner,  at  which  the  plans  submitted  by  the  company  were  fully  and  freely 
discussed,  and  by  the  unanimous  recommendation  of  the  officers  named,  the  plans 
were  approved  by  resolution  of  Council  on  the  evening  of  that  date,  which  action 
was  concurred  in  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  December  21st. 

It  now  appears  that  on  April  23d,  the  Pogue's  Run  commission  had  made  their 
•  report,  which  was  placed  on  file  by  the  Council  without  further'action;  and  that  on 
September  10th  an  ordinance  was  passed  in  conformity  with  said  report,  which  pro- 
hibits the  building  of  piers  in  the  bed  of  Pogue's  Run,  except  by  permission  granted 
by  ordinance;  and  as  the  plan  submitted  contemplates  the  erection  of  a  pier,  the 
approval  expressed  by  resolution  becomes  inoperative.  As  this  leaves  the  subject, 
this  Railroad  company  is  ordered  by  Council  to  remove  its  present  structure,  :-.nd  is 
limited  by  the  ordinance  of  September  10th  to  certain  conditions  in  the  erection  of 
the  new  structure,  which,  in  this  peculiar  feature  of  that  crcssing,  will  render  it  ex-' 
tremely  hazardous,  both  to  the  interests  of  the  city  and  to  the  traffic  of  the  Railroad, 
if  the  grade  of  East  street  is  maintained  at  its  present  level. 

In  order  thai  Council  may  be  fully  informed  on  the  subject,  we  desire  to  call 
their  attention  to  the  following  facts  regarding  that  crossing  of  the  Run: 

1st.     The  grade  of  East  street  is  1-^  feet  below  the  flood  line  of  June,  1882. 

2d.  The  top  of  the  rails  of  this  Railroad  company's  track  on  their  bridge,  is  from 
4  to  6  inches  below  the  same  flood  line. 

3d.  This  Railroad  company  can  not  raise  their  tracks  and  bridge  above  the  sur- 
face of  the  floods,  unless  the  city  will  raise  the  grade  of  East  street. 

4th.  To  support  the  rails  of  the  track,  whatever  form  of  bridge  is  adopted,  there 
must  be  cross-ties,  stringers  and  floor  beams,  below  the  rails;  the  depths  of  these 
several  members  varying  with  different  types  of  bridges. 

5th.  If  present  grades  are  maintained,  the  rails  and  all  the  floor  structure  be- 
neath them  become  submerged  in  time  of  flood,  and  will  obstruct  the  flow  of  water, 
in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  such  submerged  surface. 

6th.  To  obtain  40  feet  clear  width  of  water  way,  with  the  acute  angle  at  which 
this  line  crosses  the  Run,  will  require  a  span  of  120  feet  without  a  pier,  or  2  spans 
of  60  feet,  with  a  pier. 

7th.  A  less  extent  of  submerged  surface  may  be  obtained  with  the  two  short 
spans  than  with  the  single  long  span. 

8th.  The  danger  of  destruction  of  the  bridge  by  floods,  is  much  greater  with  the 
long  span  than  with  the  short  ones. 

9th.  The  danger  to  life  and  property  incident  to  the  destruction  of  this  bridge 
as  well  as  the  great  damage  from  interruption  to  traffic,  are  considerations  which 
this  company  can  not  ignore. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  we  would  respectfully  represent  to  your  honora- 
ble body  that  the  only  true  and  satisfactory  remedy  for  the  difficulties  involved,  is 
to  be  found  in  raising  the  grade  of  East  street  about  three  (3)  feet.      By  so  doing, 
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this  company  will  be  enabled  to  erect  a  bridge  in  one  span  without  a  pier,  and 
which  will  be  above  the  reach  of  floods,  thus  securing  the  permanence  of  the  struc- 
ture and  safety  of  the  traffic.  The  corresponding  raising  of  grades  of  the  Railroad 
tracks  upon  both  banks  of  the  stream,  would  prevent  overflow  south  of  Washington 
street,  and  would  thus  prevent  damage  to  property  on  Georgia,  Delaware,  Penn- 
sylvania and  Meridian  streets.  The  interests  of  the  city  would  by  this  means  be 
protected  more  thoroughly  than  is  possible  by  the  expenditure  of  an  equal  sum  of 
money  in  another  way. 

We  therefore  ask  and  pray  your  honorable  bodies  that  such  proceedings  may  be 
had  by  you  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  for  raising  the  grade  of  East  street  not 
less  than  three  feet,  at  or  near  that  point  where  said  street  crosses  Pogue's  Run. 

We  would  further  represent  to  you,  that  the  action  prayed  for,  besides  affording 
the  only  sure  and  safe  method  of  guarding  against  future  overflows,  is  simply  an 
act  of  right  and  equity  on  the  part  of  the  city,  to  correct  the  error  of  former  city 
officials  by  whom  the  grade  of  East  street  was  established  at  its  present  levels.  We 
still  further  represent  to  you  that  if  the  present  grade  is  maintained,  it  is  impossibe 
to  build  a  bridge  of  any  character  at  that  point,  which  will  not  obstruct  the  flow  of 
water;  and  that  the  form  of  bridge  presented  by  this  company  with  a  pier  in  the 
bed  of  the  stream,  will  offer  less  obstruction  to  the  water,  and  greater  safety  to  traf- 
fic, than  any  form  of  structure  that  is  possible  at  that  point  without  a  pier. 

While  expressing  the  willingness  of  this  company  to  comply  with  any  and  all 
reasonable  regulations  by  Council,  we  desire  to  say  that  if  your  honorable  bodies 
insist  on  maintaining  the  grade  of  East  street  unaltered,  all  liability  for  damage, 
either  to  other,  by  overflow  caused  by  this  bridge,  or  to  this  Railroad  company  by 
the  loss  of  the  bridge,  must  rest  on  the  city.

We  believe 
it  is  the  duty  of  this  city  government  to  look  at  other  branches  of  the  different  de- 
partments, and  with  the  same  zealous  care  that  characterizes  the  deep  anxiety  of 
members  for  their  pet  project,  viz:  "The  City  Hospital,"  endeavor,  if  possible,  to 
find  any  place  where  the  supposed  surplus  could  be  expended  to  the  more  complete 
satisfaction  of  our  citizens.  We  differ  from  our  colleagues  in  the  matter  of  surplus 
finance.  From  our  best  information,  we  will  not,  if  we  do  justice  to  our  streets  and 
alleys,  to  the  thousand  and  one  other  matters  that  will  of  necessity  demand  our 
attention  during  the  year,  have  the  necessary  amount  to  build  the  contemplated 
extension.

We  find,  upon  inquiry  of  the  Wood- 
measurer  himself,  that  he  was  not  altogether  posted  in  regard  to  the  duties  of  his 
office,  or  the  ordinance  governing  the  same.  We  called  his  attention  to  the  fact, 
and  advised  him  to  better  acquaint  himself  with  the  several  duties,  which  he  has 
promised  to  do,  and  we  have  positive  evidence  that  he  has  done  so. 

We  find  that  the  Wood-measurer  is  very  liable  to  be  imposed  upon,  as  the  parties 
hauling  wood  to  sell  upon  the  markets,  try  to  practice  all  kinds  of  deception  upon 
him.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  City  Attorney  be.  and  is  hereby,  instruct- 
ed to  prepare  an  ordinance  to  compel  wood  haulers  to  leave  the  sideboards  off  of 
their  wagons,  so  that  the  Wood-measurer  will  have  abetter  opportunity  to  examine 
his  load,  and  make  more  intelligent  measurement.

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REPORTS,    ETC.,     FROM    CITY   OFFICERS. 

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  received: 

To  the  Members  of  the  Hoard  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — You  referred  to  me  the  communication  of  the  City  Engineer,  in 
reference  to  the  proposed  piling  along  the  City  Hospital  ground  on  Fall  Creek, 
asking  me  to  report  to  whom  the  ground  belongs.  It  is  proposed  to  sink  the  piling 
on  the  north  line  of  the  old  roadway  (now  called  Davis  street),  leading  from  Indiana 
avenue  down  the  bank  of  the  Creek.  In  a  report  made  to  the  Council  March  8, 
1884,  found  on  page  178  of  the  Proceedings,  I  gave  it  as  my  opinion  that  this  fifty 
foot  strip,  formerly  travelled  as  a  street,  has  become  a  public  street  of  the  city,  the 
use  by  the  public  amounting,  in  law,  to  a  dedication. 

The  greater  part  of  thi3  street  has  disappeared,  by  the  washing  away  of  the  old 
bank  of  the  Creek;  but  it  is  now  proposed,  as  I  understand,  to  sink  the  piles  on  the 
old  line  of  the  street,  and  by  filling  in  between  them  and  the  present  bank,  restore 
the  old  roadway,  and  prevent  further  encroachments  upon  the  Hospital  grounds. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  ground  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  place  the  piles, 
is  public  ground,  or  ground  in  which  there  is  no  real  proprietorship,  and  that  the 
improvement  may  safely  be  made.  Respectfully  submitted,

To  the  Honorable  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Fire  Board,  to  whom  was  referred  back  the  bill  of  Pritchard  & 
Smeall,  Veterinary  Surgeons  of  the  Department,  would  respectfully  report  that  the 
bids  received  were  for  one  year  and  furnish  all  medicines,  but  payable  monthly. 
Therefore  the  amount,  we  think,  would  have  to  be  paid,  even  if  the  horses  attained 
a  high  perfection  of  health,  whereby  the  services  of  the  Surgeon  would  not  be 
needed;  and  should  their  services  be  needed  in  cases  of  an  epidemic  among  the 
horses,  where  the  cost  of  medicine  would  exceed  what  they  get  per  year,  it  would 
not  cost  the  city  any  more.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Surgeons  append  a  report, 
stating  the  number  of  visits  made,  medicines  used,  &c.  We  are  reliably  informed 
that  if  these  Surgeons  had  charged  one  dollar  per  visit,  in  the  last  two  months,  it 
would  have  exceeded  the  amount  for  services  so  rendered.  Therefore  we  can  not 
see  how  they  could  make  their  bill  read  differently;  for  if  they  render  no  service 
on  account  of  health  of  stock,  under  the  agreement  they  stand  ready  to  render  ser- 
vice whenever  called  upon,  and  this  service  takes  preference  over  any  other  they 
may  have,  and  under  the  existing  agreement  it  would  stand  the  same  as  servioe 
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rendered.      We  have  not  made  any  change  in  the  Veterinary  Surgeons,  but  have 
simply  followed  the  precedent  established  several  years  ago.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  G.  O.  No.  24  of  1884,  be- 
ing an  ordinance  concerning  the  inspection  of  meats,  etc  ,  beg  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  carefully  considered  the  same  and  the  subject  matters  connected  there- 
with. A  majority  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  as  it  now  stands  could  not  be 
enforced  and  would  be  void,  there  being  statutory  provisions  on  the  same  subjects. 

We  have,  therefore,  agreed  upon  an  ordinance  very  different  from  the  one  re- 
ferred to  us,  which  we  embody  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

We  recommend  that  the  title  of  said  ordinance  No.  24  be  stricken  out,  and  the 
following  inserted  in  lieu  thereof,  to-wit : 
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"An  ordinance  concerning  the  Inspection  of  fresh  meats  in  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis." 

We  further  recommend  that  all  of  said  ordinance  No.  24  after  the  ordaining 
clause  be  stricken  out,  and  the  following  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof,  to-wit: 

"That  there  be,  and  is  hereby  established,  the  office  of  Inspector  of  Meats  in  and 
for  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Health  of  said  city. 
Said  Inspector  shall  have  two  assistants  to  aid  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,, 
all  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  by  the  members  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen  in  joint  convention,  biennially,  at  the  time  appointed  by  law  for  the 
election  of  the  other  appointive  officers  of  said  city:  Provided,  however,  That  said 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  meet  in  joint  convention  on  the  first  Friday 
evening  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  at  8  o'clock,  in  the  Council  Chamber,, 
and  elect  an  Inspector  and  two  Assistants  to  serve  from  the  time  of  the  taking  effect 
of  this  ordinance  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1885. 

"Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Inspector,  in  person  or  by  one  of  said 
Assistants,  to  inspect  every  animal  taken  to  any  slaughter  house  in  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, or  within  two  miles  thereof,  to  be  slaughtered  for  human  food  for  said 
market.  If  any  such  animal  shall  be  found  to  be  diseased,  pregnant,  injured,  un- 
sound, or  for  any  other  cause,  unfit  for  human  food,  the  same  shall  be  condemned 
by  said  Inspector;  and  it  shall  thereafter  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  thereof  to 
slaughter  said  animal,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  slaughtered  for  said  market  for 
human  food,  or  to  sell  the  same  to  any  other  person  for  such  purpose.  Any  per- 
son violating  either  of  the  foregoing  provisions,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  exceed- 
ing thirty  days. 

"Sec.  3.  The  carcass  of  every  animal  slaughtered  in  any  slaughter  house- 
within  the  limits  aforesaid,  for  said  market,  shall  also  be  inspected  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  dressed,  and  if  found  to  be  fit  for  human  food,  each  quarter 
thereof  shall  be  branded  with  a  brand  to  be  devised  and  furnished  by  the  Board 
of  Health  before  the  same  is  taken  from  said  slaughter  house.  For  the  service 
rendered  in  making  the  inspection  of  every  animal  which  shall  be  condemned,, 
said  Inspector  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  collect  from  the  owner  of  such  ani- 
mal the  following  fees:  For  each  cow,  steer,  or  bull,  the  sum  of  ten  cents;  and 
for  every  other  animal,  five  cents.  And  for  the  service  of  inspecting  and  brand- 
ing animals  as  aforesaid  the  following  fees:  For  every  cow,  steer,  or  bufl,  the 
sum  of  ten  cents:  and  for  every  other  animal,  five  cents  ;  said  last  named  fees  to 
be  paid  by  the  owners  of  the  animals  inspected,  and  the  Inspector  shall  have  a  lien 
upon  animals  and  meats  inspected  for  his  fees. 

"Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Inspector  and  his  Assistants  to  cause  the 
provisions  of  sections  2069  and  2070  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1881  to  be  rigidly 
enforced  by  filing  against  every  one  found  to  be  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
thereof;  and  should  any  Inspector  or  Assistant  be  found  guilty  of  neglecting  the 
duty  hereby  enjoined  he  shall  forfeit  his  position. 

"Sec  5.  Said  Inspector  shall  make  sworn  report  once  each  month  to  the  Board 
of  Health,  giving  the  number  of  animals  inspected  by  himself  and  his  assistants 
during  the  preceding  month,  and  the  kind  of  animals  so  inspected,  and  the  amount 
of  fees  charged  and  collected  by  him  for  the  services  rendered  by  himself  and  his 
assistants.  Blanks  for  such  reports  shall  be  prepared  and  furnished  to  said  In- 
spector by  the  Board  of  Health. 

"  Sec.  6.  Said  Inspector  shall  pay  to  each  of  said  assistants  out  of  the  moneys- 
so  received  by  him  in  fees,  an  amount  not  less  than  thirty  per  cent,  of  all  such 
fees,  such  per  cent,  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Health  from  month  to  month,, 
or  time  to  time,  as  the  sworn  reports  aforesaid  are  made  by  said  Inspector. 

"Sec.  7.  Said  Board  of  Health  shall  report  to  the  Common  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen  as  often  as  once  a  quarter,  giving  a  summary  of  the  information  con- 
tained in  said  Inspector's  reports  to  them,  together  with  such  other  information 
concerning  the  work  of  said  Inspector  and  his  Assistants  as  to  them  may  seem 
proper. 
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"Sec.  8.  Said  inspector  shall  give  bond  to  the  approval  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil and  Board  of  Aldermen  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  and  accounting  to  his  Assistants  for  all 
moneys  due  them  from  him,  as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Health,  as  aforesaid. 
-Such  bond  may  be  required  to  be  renewed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen.  Said  inspector  may  require  a  bond  from  each  of  said  asssist- 
ants  to  his  own  acceptance  and  approval,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  two  thousand 
■dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties,  and 
for  a  strict  accounting  to  him  daily  or  otherwise,  of  all  moneys  received  or  col- 
lected by  them  for  him  in  the  line  of  their  duty. 

"Sec.  9.  The  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  in  no  case  be  liable  to  said  Inspector  or 
his  Assistants  for  any  fees  or  compensation  whatever. 

"  Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Inspector  and  his  Assistants  to  attend  all 
public  markets  in  said  city  and  inspect  all  meats  found  there,  not  already  inspected, 
und  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  collect  for  each  quarter  of  a  cow,  steer,  or  bull, 
the  sum  of  two  and  one-half  cents  per  quarter,  and  two  cents  per  quarter  for  all 
other  animals,  and  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  meat  so  inspected  for  his  fees. 

"Sec.  11.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  publication  for  one  day  each  week  for  two  c  -nsecutive  weeks  in  the 
Indianapolis  (daily)  Times.

Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  regular  meeting  or'  the  Council,  the  case  of  Olof  John- 
son vs.  The  City,  Joseph  R.  Shelton  and  A.  L.  Stoner,  has  been  disposed  of  by  the 
i  special  term  of  the  Superior  Court.  It  was  an  action  for  $10,000  damages,  founded 
upon  an  alleged  wrongful  ejectment  of  plaintiff  and  his  family  from  one  of  the 
stationary  stands  of  the  West  Market,  the  charge  being,  that  Stoner,  when  Market 
Master,  leased  said  stand  to  him  for  a  definite  time  and  rental,  and  that  he  was 
forcibly  ejected  by  Shelton  and  the  city  before  the  expiration  of  the  lease,  without 
cause,  and  that  the  exposure  to  his  family  before  h^  could  procure  suitable  shelter, 
caused  the  death  of  two  infant  children,  beside  causing  a  large  outlay  of  monev  and 
the  loss  of  business,  etc.  The  case  went  off  on  demurrers  to  the  complaint,  Judge 
Taylor  holding  that  no  recovery  could  be  had  upon  the  facts  stated,  and  judgment 
has  been  finally  entered  in  favor  of  all  the  delendants.  I  do  not  believe  an  appeal 
will  be  taken. 

In  one  of  the  numerous  suits  by  Frank  McWhinney  vs.  The  City,  asking  a  re- 
funding of  some  $700  taxes  paid  by  him  at  delinquent  tax  sales,  where  the  city  has 
"be^n  unable  to  pass  to  him  even  a  lien,  on  account  of  irregularities,  the  general 
term  of  the  Superior  Court  has  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  special  term,  in  favor 
-of  the  city,  holding,  as  in  all  the  other  cases  of  a  similar  character,  so  far  passed  on, 
that  he  can  not  recover.     The  p'aintiff  will  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

Th^ee  cases  where  tha  city  was  a  mere  nominal  party,  have  also  been  disposed  of 
since  the  last  regular  session,  the  decrees  in  each  case  protecting  the  city's  rights 
nd  giving  her  judgment  for  costs.

Indianapolis,  April  14th,  1884. 
To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — It  gives  us  plea-ure  to  announce  to  you  that  our  city  is  now  virtually 
free  from  small  pox.  There  are  now  no  patients  in  the  small  pox  hospital,  and  but 
one  in  the  city,  and  she  is  rapidly  convalescing. 
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The  first  case  occurred  in  the  Station  House,  and  was  reported  from  the  Jail,  Jan- 
uary 15,  1884— the  patient  having  been  taken  from  the  Station  House  January  9ih. 
From  these  exposures,  the  disease  was  carried  throughout  the  city,  and  there  were 
a  total  of  113  cases  in  the  Jail,  Station  House  and  city;  26  in  the  Jail,  2  in  the  Sta- 
tion House,  and  85  in  various  parts  of  the  city. 

The  disease  was  principally  confined  to  a  class  of  people  who  were  very  difficult 
to  control,  and  who  had  but  little  care  or  appreciation  for  the  dangers  to  the  public. 
Consequently  it  was  only  by  the  ext-rcise  of  the  most  untiring  care  and  watchfulness 
that  the  disease  was  controlled.  As  it  was,  there  were  outside  of  the  jail  and  Sta- 
tion House,  no  less  than  55  infected  houses.  In  some  instances  the  cases  were  kept 
concealed  until  the  disease  had  about  run  its  course.  Yet  notw  thstan  !ing  these 
disadvantages,  we  have  been  able  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  malady,  and  the  cases 
only  number  one  and  one-half  for  each  infected  locality.  Where  we  removed  the 
first  case  to  the  hospital,  we  have  almost  in  every  case  arrested  the  disease  at  that 
point.  In  houses  where  the  patients  were  allowed  to  remain,  other  cases  )  ave  al- 
most always  occurred.  The  Sanitary  Police  have  disinfected  and  h*d  charge  of  the 
cleaning  of  all  the  infected  houses,  and  they  are  free  from  infection. 

Before  arrangements  were  made  for  vaccinating  infected  persons,  and  since  the 
arrangements  were  countermanded,  the  Sanitary  Police  and  Board  of  Health  have 
vaccinated  93  persons.  We  enclose  a  bill  for  amount  owing  for  disinfecting  mate- 
terials  and  vaccine  virus,  amounting  to  lessthun  $25.00.  The  amount  of  money 
saved  the  city  for  vaccination  fees  alone,  is  nearly  three  times  as  great  as  the  entire 
amount  due  for  disinfecting  materials  and  vaccine  virus.  The  Sanitary  Policemen 
have  been  exceedingly  efficient,  and  we  consider  the  city  largely  indebted  to  them 
for  the  remarkable  escape  from  a  serious  outbreak  of  this  loathesome  disease.

Sbehalf.  We  would  represent  that  we  are  not  foreigners,  schemers  nor  speculators, 
but  citizens  and  business  men,  engaged  in  other  occupations  in  your  midst;  that  a 
strong  motive  in  contributing  our  means  to  equip  a  Herdic  line,  as  a  means  of  transit 
other  than  the  present  horse  car  system,  was  to  secure  some  relief  from  much  com- 
plained-of  abuses,  and,  at  least,  to  offer,  by  competition,  a  wholesome  check  upon 
the  neglects  and  grievances  of  monopoly.  We  were  well  aware  that  a  line  of  vehi- 
cles furnishing  a  more  genteel  mode  of  transit,  superior  accommodations  for  pas- 
sengers, and  at  about  20  per  cent  lower  rate  of  fare  in  the  use  of  tickets,  would  be 
far  less  remunerative  than  horse  cars;  but  it  was  not  for  a  moment  doubted  that  the 
enterprise  would,  at  least,  be  accorded  the  same  exemption  from  special  tax  or 
license  now  enjoved  by  the  present  street  car  company,  which  exacts  the  best  part 
of  the  street  for  its  use,  excluding  other  vehicles,  not  only  while  its  own  are  passing, 
but  also  when  not  running,  practically  barring  others  by  the  presence  of  iron  rails, 
incessant  repairs,  &c,  &c. 

In  view  of  the  prime  necessity  to  every  growing  city  of  the  means  of  rapid  transit 
to  insure  speedy  intercommunication,  it  may  well  be  doubted  whether  efficient 
service  to  the  public  and  revenue  by  license,  are  at  the  same  time  practicable.  But 
whatever  burden  in  this  form  might  be  borne  by  the  horse  cars,  by  reason  of  their 
greater  carrying  capacity,  running  upon  stationary  tracks,  no  such  license,  above 
the  usual  property  tax,  could  be  supported  by  the  revenue  possible  to  a  Herdic  line. 

Your  petitioners  distinctly  disclaim  any  knowledge  of  the  arts  or  special  devices 
of  professional  lobbyists,  and  desire  to  know  no  methods  but  those  of  directness  and 
frankness;  and  therefore  we  represent  that  the  denial  or  withholding  of  the  exemp- 
tion asked  for  in  Section  4,  would  of  necessity  force  a  withdrawal  of  the  line,  and 
the  discharge  of  a  large  number  of  employes.  In  fact,  it  would  have  the  effect  of 
unfriendly  legislation  in  favor  of  the  monopoly  complained  of,  and  of  breaking 
down  wholesome  competition. 

We  ask  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  right  or  privilege  is  asked  for  in  the  pending 
ordinance,  which  are  not  already  accorded  the  street  car  company,  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, obnoxious  rights,  secured  to  them,  are  not  asked  for,  or  desired  by  us,  as  for 
•example,  the  exclusive  right  of  way  on  any  s  reet. 

Finally,  in  support  of  simple  and  obvious  rights  asked  for,  we  present  the  sub- 
stantially unanimous  petition  of  citizens,  business  men  and  property  owners  along 
the  route  proposed.

Gentlemen: — 1  regret  to  have  to  inform  you  that  two  cases  of  small  pox  have 
occurred  in  a  colored  family  residing  at  57  Smith  street.  There  are  two  children 
affected  aged  respectively  one  and  a  half  and  nine  years,  neither  of  whom  have 
ever  been  vaccinated.  The  mother  is  a  washerwoman.  I  have  ordered  them  re- 
moved to  the  smallpox  hospital,  and  the  sanitary  officers  have  vaccinated  all  of  the 
exp  sed  persons.  The  Superintendent  of  the  City  Dispensary  declines  to  assume 
control  or  attend  any  cases  of  small  pox.  Dr.  Henthorne's  term  of  service  having 
expired,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  city  that  some  one 
should  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  render  medical  services  in  these  and  like 
cases,  that  may  hereafter  occur.

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Councilman  Thalman,  in  behalf  of  the  Market  House  and  Public 
Building  Commissioners,  submitted  the  following  report: 

To  the  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  appointed  under  G.  O.  No  60, 1883,  known  as  "An 
ordinance  providing  for  the  erection  of  a  Market  House  and  Public  Buildings,  on 
the  East  Market  Square,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,"  make  the  following  report: 

That  pursuant  to  the  directions  of  said  ordinance,  your  committee  advertised  for 
plans,  specifications  and  es'imates,  by  notice  in  the  various  newspapers,  and  by 
sending  circulars  to  Architects,  inviting  them  to  compete;  and  as  an  inducement  to 
such  competition,  offered  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  for  the  best  plan,  and  two 
hundred  dollars  lor  the  second  best  plan.  In  response  to  said  action  of  the  com- 
mittee, plans,  specifications,  &c,  were  submitted  on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1884, 
by  the  following  named  Architects:  George  W.  Bunting,  Charles  G.  Mueller,  E.  J. 
Hodgson,  D.  A.  Bohlen  and  J.  H.  &  A.  H.  Stem.  After  the  submission  of  said 
plans,  the  various  Architects  were  given  a  hearing  before  the  committee,  for  the 
purpose  of  explaining  th*  ir  respective  plans,  to  enable  the  committee  to  more  fully 
understand  and  pass  upon  the  same. 

After  such  explanation  by  the  Architects,  to-wit:  on  the  4th  of  March,  1884,  the 
committee  referred  all  of  said  plans  to  the  following  named  experts:  Adolph 
Sherrer,  State  House  Architect;  S.  H.  Shearer.  City  Civil  Engineer,  and  T.  O. 
Morris,  Civil  Engineer,  and  member  of  the  committee,  for  the  purpose  of  making 
an  estimate  as  to  the  cost,  and  the  quality  and  strength  of  the  materials  to  be  used. 

On  the  'J4th  of  March,  1884 — said  experts  having  completed  their  labors — made 
their  report,  showing  the  cost  ©f  the  different  plans,  as  follows: 

G.  W.  Bunting's  plan $158,122  18 

Chas.  G.  Mueller's  plan 140,223  52 

E.  J.  Hodgson's  plan 153,303  33 

D.  A.  Bohlen's  plan 141,274  90 

J.  H.  &A.  H.  Stem's  plan 150,316  52 

At  a  meeting  of  the  committee  on  the  29th  of  March,  1884,  the  report  of  said  ex- 
perts was  considered,  and  the  committee  balloted  first  for  tr  e  two  plans  from  which 
the  choice  should  be  made.  Said  ballot  resulted  in  the  selection  of  the  plans  sub- 
mitted by  D  A  Bohlen  and  J.  H.  &  A.  H.  Stem,  and  a  further  ballot  resulted  in 
the  selection  of  D.  A.  Bohlen  s  plan  as  the  first  choice,  for  which  the  premium  of 
four  hundred  dollars  was  offered,  and  the  plan  of  J.  H.  &  A.  H.  Stem  was  selected 
as  second  choice,  entitling  them  to  the  premium  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

The  plan  of  D.  A.  Bohlen,.  as  selected  by  the  committee,  after  making  certain 
changes  considered  desirable,  but  not  affecting  the  general  design  of  the  building,. 
may  be  briefly  described  as  follows: 

The  extreme  outside  dimensions  will  be  147  feet  by  200  feet.  Market  space  with 
market  offices,  cover  entire  ground  floor,  with  four  fire-proof  and  two  wooden  stairs 
to  give  access  to  upper  hall.  Cellars  on  both  ends  of  building  30  by  147  feet  each, 
connected  by  tunnel.  Cellars  will  contain  heating  apparatus,  coal  room  and  water 
closets  The  main  hall  on  second  floor,  will  be  138  feet  by  140  feet  in  the  clear, 
with  galleries  on  both  sides  and  the  end  over  entrance,  with  a  seating  capacity  of 
about  5,800;  the  s^ats  to  be  movable.  The  stage  at  the  east  end  will  be  SO  by  58, 
ante-rooms,  &c,  connected  with  the  hall  The  height  of  first  s  ory  will  be  15 
feet;  of  the  second  story,  42  feet  in  the  clear.  The  exterior  is  treated  in  a  modern- 
ized Renaissance  style,  with  cut  stone  corners,  belts,  &c.  and  brick  work  of  well 
selected  stock  bricks,  with  rodded  joints.  The  roof  to  be  of  slate  or  tiles  for  the 
steeper,  and  of  tin  for  the  flatter  parts. 

The  estimated  cost,  according  to  the  report  of  the  experts — who  made  ample  al- 
lowance for  all  contingencies — is  $137,600.  This  includes  plumbing,  sewer  connec- 
tions and  steam  heating  apparatus. 

The  main  room  is  adapted  for  general  commercial  purposes,  such  as  a  Market 
Exchange,  Expositions,  Fairs,  &c. 
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The  market  space  under  the  Hall  can  be  fitted  up  with  about  300  stalls,  dimen- 
sions 6-£  by  6$.  The  partitions  between  the  stalls  may  be  made  movable,  so- 
that  if  larger  sialls  should  be  desired  in  certain  cases,  the  partitior  s  n  ay  be  omitted 
or  removed.  It  is  safe  to  place  the  rental  of  each  stall  at  $50.00  per  annum,  repre- 
senting a  total  income  on  the  market  stalls  alone,  of  $15,000. 
Condition  of  the  Building  Fund.

The  estimated  receipts  from  liquor  licenses  to  the  time  of  the  probable  completion 
of  the  building,  have  been  placed  at  $16,000  per  annum,  which  is  an  entirely  safe- 
estimate,  as  the  amount  of  the  receipts  from  the  same  source  from  August,  1882,  to 
August,  1883,  was  $16,390.88. 

Your  committee  feel  safe  in  saying  that  the  plan  recommended  can  be  readily 
bu:lt  within  the  amount  named  in  the  ordinance,  to-wit:  $150,000,  and  that  the  city 
is  now  in  condition  to  make  said  improvement,  and  that  the  same  should  be  made. 

The  provision  of  Dr.  Tomlinson's  will,  devising  bis  property  to  the  city,  con" 
tains  the  following  language:  'And  I  further  direct  that  there  be  no  unnecessary 
delay  in  converting  the  property  hereby  bequeathed  to  the  use  designated,  as  I  do 
not  wish  to  endow  the  city  with  property  to  be  held  indefinitely  for  rent." 

More  than  thirteen  years  have  elapsed  since  said  bequest  was  made,  and  in  point 
of  law,  said  fund  may  be  endangered  if  further  delay  is  had;  and  whether  this  is 
the  case  or  not,  there  is  at  least  danger  that  the  city  may  be  involved  in  tedious 
and  expensive  litigation  over  the  same.  Business  prudence  would  seem  to  dictate 
prompt  action.  But  even  it  there  is  no  danger  of  losing  said  fund  in  point  of  law, 
yet  there  is  certainly  a  strong  moral  obligation  resting  upon  the  city  to  carry  out 
the  injunction  contained  in  said  will. 

Your  committee  having  faithfully  and  carefully  considered  the  various  plsns  sub- 
mitted, selected  Mr.  Bohlen's  plan  as  the  one  to  be  reported  for  your  consideration 
This  selection  was  unanimously  confirmed  by  the  committee;  and  a  resolution  was 
also  unanimously  adopted,  whereby  each  member  pledged  himself  to  acquiesce  in 
the  decision  of  the  committee,  without  complaint  or  criticism. 
Respectfully  submitted  for  your  consideration  and  action.

Wherefore  your  petitioner  prays  this  illegal  tax,  and  interest  at  six  per  cent  per 
annum,  be  refunded  to  her;  and  that  her  said  land  be  stricken  from  the  tax  dupli- 
cate of  said  city,  and  that  she  be  granted  all  proper  relief  in  the  premises.

Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  case  of  John  H.  Vajen 
against  the  city,  which  was  tried  several  months  a^o,  has  been  decided  by  Judge 
Howe,  of  tne  Superior  Court.  The  action  was  to  recover  $508,  taxes  paid  by  Mr. 
Vajen  on  stock  owned  by  him  in  the  Citizens'  National  Bank,  which  he  claimed 
was  paid  under  protest,  first  asking  that  he  be  allowed  to  off-set  his  bona  fide  in- 
debtedness, which  exceeded  the  amount  of  his  stock,  against  the  same,  he  having 
no  other  credits.  Judge  Howe  states  as  a  conclusion  of  law,  that  the  payments 
must  be  regarded  as  having  been  voluntarily  made,  which,  under  a  long  line  of 
early  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  would  preclude  a  recovery,  but  he,  never- 
theless, decides,  that  under  the  authority  of  the  same  court  on  this  question  in  the 
more  recent  case  of  The  City  of  Indianapolis  vs.  McAvoy,  he  was  compelled, 
against  his  own  judgment  ot  the  law,  to  hold  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to 
recover.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  an  appeal,  not  only  believing  that 
I  can  procure  a  reversal  of  the  judgment  of  Judge  Howe,  but  that  I  can  also  suc- 
ceed in  having  the  decision  in  the  McAvoy  case  overruled  on  the  point  referred  to, 
which  I  regard  as  of  much  more  importance  to  the  future  interests  of  the  city. 
The  costs  of  an  appeal  will  be  small.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  W.  F. 
Christian  and  others,  asking  that  Pratt  street  be  widened  to  sixty  feet  from  Ala- 
bama street  to  Ft.  Wayne  avenue,  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  care- 
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fully  examined  the  locality  and  made  inquiry  as  to  the  probable  opposition  tha; 
will  be  interposed  thereto.  A  frame  building,  as  well  as  a  30-foot  lot,  will  have  to 
be  condemned  to  make  the  improvement.  We  are  satisfied  this  can  not  be  done 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  owner  of  the  property  and  the  parties  who  will  likely  be 
assessed  with  the  benefits,  and  that  litigation  would  thus  follow.  The  city  ought, 
therefore,  to  be  protected  against  loss  against  all  contingencies  of  such  litigation.

neration for  services  as  architect  of  whatever  kind  in  the  construction  of  the  addi- 
tion to  the  City  Hospital  completed  by  the  erection  of  said  west  wing.

"By  authority  of  your  resolution  of  April  22d,  1884,  we  have  made  a  contract 
with  Dr.  L.  S.  Henthorne  to  do  all  small  pox  practice  in  the  city  that  may  occur 
in  families  whose  care  would  properly  fall  to  the  City  Hospital  or  City  Dispen- 
sary for  thirty  days  from  this  date  By  the  conditions  of  this  contract  Dr.  Hen- 
thorne is  to  visit  and  treat  small  pox  patients  at  their  houses  inside  the  city  limits' 
and  at  the  pest  house,  and  do  vaccination  in  families  where  small-pox  occurs,  in 
case  there  are  not  a  large  number  of  cases  of  the  disease  accrue  in  this  period.  He 
is  also  allowed  to  collect  from  patients  who  are  able  to  pay  him.  He  is  to  receive 
for  his  services  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.

Gentlemen; — Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  whose  duty  it 
is  to  vaccinate  members  of  families  in  which  smallpox  has  occurred  in  the  city,, 
would  respectfully  report  that  we  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and 
find  that  the  only  law  governing  the  case  is  found  in  Sec.  3  of  an  ordinance  of  the 
Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  approved  December  2,  1872,  and  which' 
reads  as  follows : 

Section  3.  "The  existance  (residence)  of  unvaccinated  persons  (excepting  such 
as  have  had  smallpox  or  varioloid)  over  one  year  of  age,  in  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, is  hereby  prohibited;  and  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  persons,  if  they 
be  minors,  or  the  individual,  if  an  adult,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  less  than  five 
dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  like  fine  for 
every  ten  days  thereafter  they  delay  having  the  operation  of  vaccination  per- 
formed. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  provide  suitable  measures 
for  vaccinating  any  and  all  persons  who  may  not  be  able  to  pay  for  the  per- 
formance of  said  operation,  and  to  issue  and  publish  instructions  in  regard  to  the 
proper  manner  of  vaccinating." 

It  is,  therefore,  in  our  opinion,  clearly  a  police  regulation,  and  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Health.  We  would  therefore  recommend  that  in  the  future  all  gratui- 
tous or  compulsory  vaccination  be  done  under  the  direction  of  said  Board  of 
Health,  and  that  for  prudential  reasons  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city  and 
citizens,  the  City  Dispensary  be  relieved  from  that  service,  thereby  being  the 
better  able  to  devote  their  entire  time,  as  the  law  requires  to  the  sick  poor  of  the 
city.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  David  Rich- 
ardson, asking  that  $57.19  taxes  erroneously  collected  on  a  part  of  lot  12,  in  square 
12,  be  refunded  to  him,  have  considered  the  same.  We  find  that  by  an  error  in 
describing  the  land  owned  by  Mr.  Richardson,  he  has  paid  on  a  corner  of  said  lot 
that  he  never  owned,  and  which  has  been  taxed  to  the  railroad  company,  as  he 
states.  But  the  valuation  of  $550  placed  upon  that  part  is  manifestly  too  high,  it 
being  one-third  of  the  whole  valuation,  whereas,  it  ought  not,  in  our  judgment,  to 
be  over  one-sixth.  The  frontage  on  Indiana  avenue  is  one-third  of  the  whole, 
which  is  probably  the  basis  used  by  the  petitioner;  but  on  account  of  the  triangular 
shape  of  the  railroad  companx's  part,  it  does  not  constitute  more  thaa  one  sixth  in 
the  area  or  value,  we  think.  The  railroad  company  pays  on  it  as  a  "  right  of  way," 
which  is  appraised  by  the  mile,  so  that  we  can  not  tell  how  much  the  strip  was 
assessed  at  to  it. 

We  recommend  that  one-half  of  the  amount  asked  for,  to-wit:  $28.59,  less  the 
school  board's  portion,  to  be  deducted  by  the  clerk  before  inserting  in  the  appro- 
priation ordinance,  be  allowed,  provided  it  be  accepted  in  full  of  all  demands  by 
the  petitioner.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Patty  Pat- 
terson, asking  the  refunding  of  $1,477.38,  taxes  paid  by  her  since  1872,  on  Kts  in 
"  Patterson's  Extended  Addition,"  have  carefully  considered  the  same. 

It  is  broadly  stated  in  the  petition,  that  the  city  ''wrongfully  and  unlawfully  as- 
sumed municipal  authority  over  said  land"  in  1871,  but  no  reason  is  specifically  set 
forth,  except  that  the  land  was  platted  into  city  lots  by  her  husband,  without  her 
consent,  she  being  the  owner  thereof  in  her  own  right.  We  do  not  think  this  is  a 
sufficient  reason  to  make  the  act  of  annexation  void.  It  is  the  'platting  and  record- 
ing, and  not  the  ownership  of  the  land,  that  gives  the  Council  jurisdiction  to  annex 
it.  The  municipal  authorities  cannot  be  expected  to  know  who  the  legal  owner  of 
every  piece  of  land  about  the  city  is.  One  may  own  land  for  a  life  time,  and  yet 
never  record  his  deed  which  gives  him  his  title.  The  plat  was  properly  acknowl- 
edged, and  therefore  was  properly  admitted  to  record  by  the  Recorder,  and  this 
conferred  perfect  jurisdiction  on  the  Council  to  annex  it.  Besides,  the  petitioner, 
by  paying  the  taxes  from  year  to  year,  has  ratified  the  act  of  her  husband — at  least 
so  far  as  the  taxes  already  paid  are  concerned. 

The  fact  that  the  lots  may  have  always  been  used  as  farm  lands,  does  not  exempt 
them  from  any  part  of  the  ordinary  city  tax.  This  exemption  from  the  bulk  of  city 
taxes  only  applies  to  unplatted  land  in  the  corporate  limits.  See  Section  3,261, 
R.  S.  1881. 

We  believe  there  are  several  sound  legal  reasons  why  the  city  can  not  be  com- 
pelled to  refund  this  money;  and  we  know  of  no  moral  one  strong  enough  to  justify 
us  in  favoring  such  action.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tion be  not  granted.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  to  whom  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Alleys,  recommending  that  the  city  enlarge  the  embankment  of  Fall  Creek  at 
the  head  of  the  mill-race,  and  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  ordered  to  tear  out 
the  remains  of  the  old  dam  on  the  north  side  of  the  creek,  have  carefully  con- 
sidered the  same. 

The  portion  of  the  old  dam  which  still  remains  in  the  bed  of  the  creek,  has 
sig.  36. 
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caused  sand-bars  to  form  in  the  stream,  and  has,  in  throwing  the  water  to  the 
south  side,  caused  the  injury  to  the  south  embankment  in  the  vicinity.  The  dam 
has  be<Mi  so  long  abandoned  thnt  it  can  not  be  contended  that  former  private 
rights  therein  would  be  infringed  by  the  demolition  of  the  small  part  that  remains. 
Inde  d,  it  is  in  such  a  condition  as  to  he  of  no  value;  and  if  the  restoration  of  the 
dam  should  be  attempted,  could  not  be  utilized.

REPORTS,     ETC.,     FROM    SELECT     COMMITTEES. 

Councilman  Newman,  in  behalf  of  a  certain  special  committee,  submit- 
ted the  following  report:

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  City  Hall 
Commission,  with  instructions  to  report  the  manner  in  which  the  Bohlen  plan  was 
adopted,  what  changes  have  been  made  since  its  submission,  the  nature  of  the  title, 
if  any,  the  city  has  to  the  ground  known  as  the  market  space,  and  what  interest,  if" 
any,  the  city  has  in  what  is  known  as  the  Tomlinson  Fund,  would  respectfully 
submit  the  following : 
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As  to  the  manner  in  which  the  Bohlen  plan  was  adopted,  we  find  the  report  of 
the  City  Hall  Commission,  printed  in  the  proceedings  of  April  21st,  pages  332  and 
333,  ante,  to  be  a  full  and  complete  answer. 

Changes  have  been  made  in  the  plans  since  its  submission,  but  not  until  after  its 
adoption,  as  follows:  Cellar  omitted,  building  widened  twenty  feet,  second  gal- 
lery taken  out,  change  in  level  of  the  floor,  and  some  ornamentation  made. 

As  to  the  title  to  the  market  space  and  to  the  Tomlinson  Fund,  we  herewith 
submit  as  our  report  the  opinion  of  the  City's  Attorney: 

Indianapolis,  April  29th,  1884. 
Hon.  W.  C.  Newcomb,  Chairman,  etc.: 

Sir:  — Your  Special  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Council  to  consider  the  report   I 
of  the  Market  House  and  Public  Buildings  Committee,  directed  me  at  your  recent 
meeting,  to  report  to  you  my  opinion  on  two  questions  there  discussed,  viz.: 

1st.  What  is  the  nature  of  the  city's  title  to  the  ground  known  as  the  East 
Market  square? 

2d      What  interest  has  the  city  in  the  property  known  as  the  Tomlinson  Estate? 

I  will  answer  these  questions  in  their  order,  and  as  briefly  as  possible. 

After  the  admission  of  Indiana  into  the  Union  as  a  State,  Congress  donated  to 
her  four  sections  of  land,  to  be  selected  out  ©f  the  public  domain,  on  whi(  h  to 
locate  and  found  a  capital  for  a  permanent  seat  of  government.  The  grant  was 
accepted,  and  by  proper  action  of  the  state  government  the  site  where  lnd'anapo- 
lis  now  stands  was  selected  and  laid  off  into  lots,  streets,  and  public  grounds. 
Among  other  pieces  set  apart  for  public  uses,  was  the. south  half  of  square  43, 
which  is  the  ground  in  question.  The  use  designated  in  that  case  was  for  a  public  I 
market.  Since  the  building  up  of  the  city,  it  has  been  devoted  to  that  use.  The 
terms  of  the  dedication  have  thus  been  accepted.  No  grant  or  conveyance  of  the 
land  itself  having  ever  been  made  by  the  State,  the  fee  still  remains  in  her.  It  is,  ' 
however,  subject  to  the  right  of  the  public — that  is,  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis — 
to  use  it  for  the  purpose  named  in  the  act  of  dedication.  It  is  very  doubtful 
whether  the  State,  in  her  sovereign  capacity,  could,  by  herself,  change  this  use, 
against  the  will  of  any  lot  owner  of  the  city.  It  has  even  been  questioned  by  good 
lawyers  whether  the  State,  with  the  consent  of  the  municipal  legislature,  could 
do  so. 

To  answer  your  question  directly  I  will  say  that  the  city  has  no  title  to  this  land 
at  all.  She  holds  it  and  exercises  control  over  it  as  a  trustee  only  -a  trustee  for 
her  citizens  and  taxpayers.     (See  Ketcham  vs.  7 he  State,  12  Ind  620.) 

I  have  several  times  expressed  my  opinion  on  the  questions  involved  in  your 
second  inquiry.  I  here  refer  to  some  of  these  opinions  in  order  that  you  may  ex- 
amine them,  if  desired,  not  deeming  it  profitable  to  quote  or  repeat  the  full  sub- 
stance of  them  here.  Printed  proceedings  of  Council  of  1881-2,  pp.  1287  and  1371. 
Also,  proceedings  of  1882-3,  p.  773. 

In  a  word,  then,  I  will  say,  that  under  Dr.  Tomlinson's  will,  Mrs.  Tomlinson 
had  the  power  to  contract  with  reference  to  the  property  devised  to  her.  In  the  \ 
exercise  of  that  power,  she  did,  subsequent  to  his  death,  contract  with  the  city  con-  I 
cerning  it;  and  before  her  death  she  passed  by  deed  the  fee  simple  title  to  all  the  I 
real  estate  of  which  Dr.  Tomlinson  died  seized,  to  the  city.  By  her  written  con- 
tracts  with  the  city,  which  in  law  are  probably  carri-  d  into  and  form  a  part  of  her 
deed,  she  relinquished  all  rights  in  her  deceased  husband's  estate  on  condition  that 
the  funds  to  be  derived  therefrom  should  be  used  in  the  erection  of  public  build- 
ings on  the  west  end  of  the  market  square  "for  the  use  of  citizens  and  city  author- 
ities," which  was  in  keeping  with  the  terms  of  the  will.  Dr.  Tomlinson  also 
directed  that  in  case  his  property  should  pass  to  the  city  as  residuary  legatee 
(which  was  possible  under  its  terms)  there  should  be  "no  unnecessary  delay  in  con- 
verting the  property.  *  *  *  to  the  uses  designated."  While  Mrs.  Tomlinson 
has,  perhaps,  given  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  a  broader  discretion  in 
reference  tu  this  matter  than  would  otherwise  have  been  the  case,  yet,  it  is  at  the 
same  time  clear  that  the  city,  in  dealing  with  Mrs.  Tomlinson,  at  all  times  had  in 
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mind  the  desire  of  Dr.  Tomlinson  to  have  such  buildings  as  are  described  in  his 
will,  erected  at  the  earliest  possible  day. 

Viewing  this  matter,  therefore,  from  the  standpoint  of  justice  and  common 
honesty,  and  at  the  same  time  keeping  the  city  on  the  safe  side,  I  conclude  that 
the  property  and  fund  known  as  the  Tomlinson  Estate  belong  to  the  city  to  be  used 
by  her,  however,  at  her  earliest  convenience,  in  the  erection  of  buildings  on  the 
market  square  as  nearly  in  accordance  with  the  expressed  wish  of  Dr.  Tomlinson 
as  the  law  will  permit.

Gentlemen: — At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Common  Council,  November  14th,  1881, 
a  resolution  was  introduced  providing  for  the  erection  of  a  City  Hall.    The  Architect 

big.  38.  [  397  ] 
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whose  plan  was  adopted,  was  to  receive  3  per  cent,  on  the  entire  cost  for  drawings, 
specifications  and  supervision.  The  Commissioners  selected  our  plans,  which  were 
approved  by  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  June  15th,  1882  and  July  12th, 
1882.  We  were  paid  the  $400  premium,  and  on  March  13,  1883,  $1,500  00  on  ac- 
count, according  to  the  resolution  adopted  JNovember  14,  1881.  It  was  afterward 
determined  by  the  Commissioners  to  omit  the  Market  House,  and  an  ordinance 
passed  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  to  that  effect;  and  we  were  instructed 
to  prepare  the  drawings  for  the  building.  Proposals  were  received  from  contrac- 
tors, and  the  work  awarded.  We  were  requested  to  present  our  acceptance  to  the 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  proposition  of  the  city  under  the  new  ordi- 
nance. The  injunction  against  the  erection  of  the  building,  stopped  further  progress 
in  the  work,  and  a  new  commission  was  appointed,  and  a  second  competition  ordered; 
and,  contrary  to  all  rules  of  professional  courtesy  and  justice,  Mr.  Bohlen  was  in- 
duced to  compete  for  the  work;  from  which  followed  a  general  competition,  which 
has  taken  the  work  out  of  our  hands. 

Five  per  cent,  is  the  regular  rate  for  full  services,  anl  3 \  for  the  drawings.  We 
agreed  to  the  proposition  of  3  per  cent,  as  provided  in  the  resolution  for  the  prestage 
such  a  building  would  give  us;  but  as  the  city  has  not  fulfilled  its  part  of  the  agree- 
ment, we  now  present  our  bill  for  the  regular  rate  of  3=]  per  cent,  for  both  sets  of 
drawings  and  the  profits  for  the  superintendence  of  the  work.  The  contract  was 
made  in  good  faith,  and  we  stand  ready  to  fulfill  our  part  of  the  agreement;  but  as 
nearly  two  years  have  elapsed  since  the  contract  was  made  with  the  city,  it  will  not 
appear  we  are  in  haste  in  presenting  our  bill.

The  frontage  on  Indiana  avenue  is  one-third  of  the  whole, 
which  is  probably  the  basis  used  by  the  petitioner;  but  on  account  of  the  triangular 
shape  of  the  railroad  company's  part,  it  does  not  constitute  more  than  one  sixth  in 
the  area  or  value,  we  think.  The  railroad  company  pays  on  it  as  a  "  right  of  way,"" 
which  is  appraised  by  the  mile,  so  that  we  can  not  tell  how  much  the  strip  was 
assessed  at  to  it.

First — They  furnish  the  city  with  23  telephones  free.  This,  at  the  price  charged 
business  houses— $60.00  per  year — amounts  to  $1,380.00. 

Second — They  keep  all  fire  alarm  poles  in  repair,  and  allow  fire  alarm  wire  on 
their  poles  free.     This  amounts  perhaps  every  year  to  the  city  to  $1,000.00. 

Third — They  pay  taxes  to  the  city  on  a  fair  valuation  of  their  property. 

Fourth— -If  the  ordinance  should  pass,  the  result,  no  doubt,  would  be  that  the  citi- 
zens who  have  the  instruments  would  have  to  pay  the  tax.  It  will  be  seen  that  said 
company  already  pay  a  good  revenue  to  the  city,  and  at  the  same  time  furnish  tele- 
phones to  our  city  at  half  the  rates  of  other  cities.  Chicago  pays  $125.00  per  year; 
Cincinnati,  $100  00;  St.  Louis,  $100.00;  while  Indianapolis  is  charged  $50.00  for 
family,  and  $60.00  for  business  telephones,  and  have  connections  with  123  towns. 

For  these  reasons,  we  recommend  the  ordinance  do  not  pass. 

2d.  Is  the  report  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Council,  on  the  matter  of 
Jane  Cook,  for  refunding  taxes  for  the  years  1880,  1881  and  1882,  on  account  of 
entering  on  duplicate  of  $4,500.00  for  improvements,  which  should  have  been

COMMUNICATIONS,    ETC.,  FROM    THE    MAYOR. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  presented  the  following  communication;  which 
was  received; 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — I  presented  a  proposition  to  your  honorable  body,  dated  January 
29,  1884,  to  furnish  plans  to  do  away  with  Pogue's  Run,  provided  the  city  pay  me 
one  thousand  dollars  for  my  plans,  if  so  practicable,  if  not  practicable,  I  was  not 
to  charge  anything  for  my  plans,  and  the  cost  would  be  merely  nominal,  compared 
to  what  had  been  suggested,  and  the  experiment  would  cost  only  about  two  hun- 
dred dollars  to  test  the  practicability  of  the  matter.  I  contend  that  the  matter 
should  be  carried  this  far  at  least,  before  it  can  be  respectably  dropped,  as  to  the 
City  Council's  duty  to  a  law  abiding  citizen,  and  who  has  formerly  been  a  heavy 
tax  payer,  and  taking  into  consideration  what  they  have  already  passed  upon, 
which  has  encouraged  me  to  give  the  matter  a  great  deal  of  physical  labor  as  well 
as  mental,  and  has  so  far  been  considerable  damage  to  me,  as  1  have  given  the 
matter  almost  my  whole,  undivided  attention.  Turning  Pogue's  Run  into  this 
stream  is  not  all  there  is  in  the  matter  tor  the  safety  of  the  city.  This  stream  is 
very  powerful,  and  lies  immediately  under  the  blue  clay,  and  Pogue's  Run  is 
already  cut  partly  into  that,  and  if  it  cuts  into  this  stream  it  will  be  an  impossibil- 
ity to  save  the  city  from  an  enormous  overflow,  but  if  it  is  turned  into  Pleasant 
Run,  so  it  can  clean  itself  of  some  sand  and  gravel  that  has  partly  choked  it  up, 
and  give  it  a  free  current  before  other  streams,  in  and  above  the  city,  cuts  into  it 
will  do  no  harm.  Fall  Creek  is  already  eight  feet  down  into  the  blue  clay  and  soon- 
er or  later  this  ancient  stream  is  going  to  give  the  city  a  great  deal  of  trouble.  I 
now  ask  that  this  test  be  made  or  that  it  be  heard  at  the  earliest  convenience  and 
your  petitioner  will  ever  pray.  Samuel  Love.

Gentlemen: — Your  petitioner  would  respectfully  show,  December  17,  1883,  he 
filed  a  petition  before  your  honorable  body,  which  was  that  day  referred  to  the  City 
Civil  Engineer  and  the  City  Attorney,  in  regard  to  the  unlawful  appropriation  by 
the  city,  of  part  of  lots  73  and  75  of  Ovid  Butler's  2d  addition  to  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, by  the  extension  of  Massachusetts  avenue  off  the  line  thereof.

Special  Ordinance  No.  21,  for  1884,  was  passed  by  the  Council  March  17,  1884, 
and  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  April  14,  1884,  providing  lor  paving  with  brick 
the  sidewalk  from  Peru  street  to  the  Wabash  Railway  tracks,  on  the  north  side  of 
Massachusetts  avenue,  no  property  holder  petitioning  therefor. 

Being  the  owner  of  all  the  ground  between  Peru  street  and  said  Railway  tracks, 
fronting  on  said  avenue,  on  the  Thursday  or  Friday  preceding  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Common  Council  after  the  passage  of  said  ordinance  by  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, I  filed  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  a  petition  asking  that  I  be  permitted  to 
do  said  paving,  without  contract  by  the  City,  under  the  supervision  of  the  City 
Civil  Engineer.  The  deputy  City  Clerk,  to  whom  the  petition  was  handed,  said  it 
would  be  properly  placed  before  you.  Mr.  S.  H.  Shearer,  the  City  Civil  Engineer, 
was  by  me  notified  of  the  filing  of  said  petition,  and  requested  to  withhold  adver- 
tising for  proposals  until  you  could  act  thereon.  The  City  Clerk  informs  me  that 
said  petition  was  handed  to  Mr.  McClelland,  Councilman  from  the  ward  where  the 
paving  is  to  be  done;  the  date  of  handing  same  he  does  not  know,  and  he  presumes 
Mr.  McClelland  still  has  the  petition.  Two  meetings  of  the  Council  have  been  held  , 
since  the  petition  was  filed  with  the  Clerk,  and  no  action.  The  City  Civil  Engi- 
neer has  advertised  for  proposals  to  do  that  work. 

As  that  petition  seems  to  have  failed  of  its  purpose,  though  duly  filed  with  the 
Clerk,  I  now  protest  against  the  letting  of  any  contract  under  said  Special  Ordi- 
nance, providing  for  paving  with  brick  the  north  sidewalk  of  Massachusetts  ave 
nue,  from  Peru  street  to  the  Wabash  Railway  tracks,  until  it  is  determined  what  is 
the  legal  location  of  said  Massachusetts  avenue.  Of  course,  the  sidewalk  must 
conform  to  the  proper  location  of  said  avenue. 

Should  the  Council  determine  to  press  this  work,  over  my  protest,  I  ask  to  be 
permitted  to  lay  said  sidewalk  with  brick  six  feet  wide,  from  Peru  street  north- 
eastwardly to  the  point  of  the  legal  terminus  of  said  avenue,  where  it  strikes  said 
lot  73,  Ovid  Butler's  2d  addition  to  said  city,  about  225  feet  from  said  Peru  street. 
Should  the  Council  decide  to  continue  said  pavement  beyond  the  said  legal  termi- 
nus to  said  Railway  tracks,  to  which  I  protest,  then  I  ask  permission  to  do  said 
paving,  reserving  all  my  rights  as  owner  of  the  ground  unlawfully  taken  by  the 
city,  and  appropriated  to  public  use. 

As  that  Special  Ordinance  provides  for  a  brick  pavement  8  feet  wide,  I  respect- 
fully ask  that  the  width  be  reduced  to  six  (6)  feet,  because, 

1st.  All  said  ground  is  unimproved,  is  on  the  market  for  sale,  and  when  build- 
ings are  erected,  the  pavement  will  be  more  or  less  injured,  and  will  have  to  be  re- 
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newed.  2d.  There  is  little  travel  there,  and  six  feet  in  width  will  accomodate  the 
public,  there  being  no  connecting  sidewalk  east  of  said  Railway  track ;  any  fair- 
minded  person  will  say  six  feet  is  wide  enough. 

A  plat  of  the  ground  is  herewith  filed,  taken  from  an  accurate  survey  by  H.  B. 
Patout,  County  Surveyor,  the  red  lines  indicating  that  part  of  my  ground  illegally 
occupied  now  as  part  of  Massachusetts  avenue.

Chatard  filed  his  sworn  petition  before  your  honorable  bodies,  showing  that  real 
estate  described  therein:  60  feet  off  of  the  north  ends  of  Lots  10  and  11,  in  Square 
77,  had  been  illegally  sold  for  taxes  March  10, 1873.  to  the  undersigned,  by  the  City- 
Treasurer,  and  asked  that  the  sale  be  cancelled,  and  money  refunded  to  purchaser.

Your  honorable  bodies,  finding  the  sale  invalid  for  the  reasons  shown  by  the 
Bishop,  promptly  ordered  the  sale  he  mentioned  to  be  cancelled,  and  the  money 
'refunded,  the  City  Attorney  concurring.     (Proceedings  of  1880-81,  page  278  ) 

Now,  as  above  stated,  the  Bishop  made  his  affidavit  and  petition  to  say  that  sixty- 
feet,  &c,  had  been  sold,  but  doubtless  by  inadvertance  only  set  out  in  his  petition, 
the  sale  which  covered,  as  the  Treasurer's  Sale  Book  and  the  original  certificate- 
shows,  only  '  forty  feet  south  of  20  feet  off  of  the  north  ends  of"  said  lots.  (Tax. 
Sale  Book,  Vol.  3,  page  52.) 

The  Bishop  overlooked  the  fact  that  the  60  feet  he  mentions  had  been  sold  by  the-

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned  would  respectfully  represent  that  they  are  respect- 
ively the  owners  of  Lots  39  and  40,  in  Bradshaw's  subdivision,  situate,  lying,  and 
being  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  upon  the  east  side  of  north  Pine  street,  and 
frontircg  the  eastern  terminal  of  North  street,  where  the  same  intersects  said  north 
Pine  street,  to-wit:  Lydia  Kingsbury  is  the  owner  in  fee  simple  of  said  Lot  No.  39;. 
and  Fidele  Schuler  is  the  owner  in  fee  simple  of  said  Lot  No.  40:  that  heretofore,

Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Common  Council,  the  Supreme  Court 
has  overruled  the  petition  of  Stanton  Turner  for  a  rehearing  of  his  appeal,  in  which 
ease  said  court  gave  judgment  in  favor  of  the  city  last  November,  reversing  the 
•original  judgment  in  his  favor. 

In  one  of  the  many  suits  by  Frank  McWhinney  against  the  city,  asking  a  re- 
funding of  taxes  paid  by  him  at  delinquent  tax  sale,  where  he  failed  to  acquire  any 
lien  on  the  property  attempted  to  be  sold,  the  same  court  has  reversed  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Superior  Court.  The  Supreme  Court  holds  the  complaint  good,  a  de- 
murer having  been  sustained  to  it  by  the  lower  court,  which  will  now  require  the 
joinder  of  issue  by  the  city,  and  a  trial,  unless  I  should  get  a  rehearing,  which  I 
shall  attempt  to  do  before  the  case  is  remanded. 

The  Committer  on  Public  Property  having  failed  to  get  possession  of  the  Garfield 
Park  from  Henry  English,  the  present  occupant,  I  brought  an  action  in  ejectment 
against  him,  under  instructions  from  said  committee.  Alter  a  full  hearing,  'Squire 
Walpole  gave  the  city  judgment  for  possession.  I  at  once  caused  a  writ  of  posses- 
sion to  issue,  but  English  filed  bond  and  took  an  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court. 
The  transcript  did  not  reach  that  court  till  the  13th  inst.,  but  I  will  use  every  en- 
deavor to  get  a  trial  before  the  adjournment  of  the  court.

Gentlemen: — The  claim  of  Peter  Routier,  for  $1,700.00  on  account  of  building  the 
west  wing  of  the  City  Hospital,  approved  by  the  Supervising  Architect  and  Presi- 
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dent  of  the  Hospital  Board,  was  referred  to  me  for  my  opinion  as  to  whether  it  ia 
thus  properly  approved,  or  not. 

I  answer  that  I  think  it  is.  The  Architect  is  to  certify  estimates,  according  to- 
the  terms  of  the  contract,  and  his  signature  alone  is  sufficient;  but  of  course  the 
Council  is  not  boundhy  his  estimate.  In  other  words,  if  the  Architect's  certificate 
should  not  be  correct,  the  Council  would  not  be  justified  in  appropriating  the  money 
claimed  thereunder.  On  the  other  hand,  when  the  contractor  has  done  work  and 
fulfilled  his  contract,  he  is  entitled  to  his  pay,  regardless  of  anybody's  certificate,. 
and  in  that  case  the  Council  would  have  to  act  in  making  the  appropriation  without 
the  certificate  of  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  watch  and  superintend  the  work. 

The  claims  of  Chas.  G  Mueller  for  $239  00,  being  the  balance  claimed  for  servi- 
ces as  Architect  in  superintending  the  erection  of  the  center  building  of  the  City 
Hospital,  and  the  Middlebrook  &  Fost  {Manufacturing  Company  for  $450.00,  for 
Elevator,  were  referred  to  me  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  they  are  accord- 
ing to  the  contracts  with  the  parties. 

I  answer,  that  the  claim  of  the  Middlebrook  Company  is  in  strict  accordance 
with  the  contract.  The  contract  with  'Yir.  Mueller  was  "3^  per  cent  on  the  amount 
of  contract."  The  original  contract  price  of  the  building,  including  the  plumbing 
and  the  Elevator,  was  $14,160.00;  but  changes  were  made,  as  it  appears,  which  in- 
creased the  cost  $507.65.  In  the  absence  of  any  special  contract  to  the  contrary, 
(and  I  have  no  knowledge  of  any  having  been  made),  Mr.  Mueller  would  be  entitled 
to  his  per  cent,  on  the  extra  $507.00.  So  computing  it,  his  full  claim  of  $514.00  is 
correct  within  a  fraction  of  a  dollar.     Otherwise  it  is  $19.40  too  much.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Printing,  who  were  instructed  to  advertise  for 
proposals  to  furnish  supplies,  printing,  &c,  met  at  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  on 
Friday,  June  13,  at  11  a.  m.,  and  received  proposals  for  city  advertising  and  print- 
ing ot  the  delinquent  list  from  the  Indianapolis  Journal,  Indianapolis  Times,  In- 
dianapolis Sentinel  and  Indianapolis  Gazette,  and  recommend  that  the  contract  be 
let  to  the  Indianapolis  Gazette,  the  lowest  bidder. 

2d.  We  report  proposition  from  Harbinson  &  Abrams,  proposing  to  do  the  city 
bill  posting  for  the  city  privileges.  This  will  be  without  any  cost  to  the  city.  We 
recommend  the  contract  be  awarded  to  them  until  December  31st,  1885.

Gentlemen: — Some  time  since  it  was  understood  that  notice  of  the  time  for 
receiving  bids  for  the  city  bill-posting  would  be  given,  so  that  all  who  desired 
would  have  the  opportunity  of  presenting  bids  tor  such  work ;  and  having  received 
no  such  notice,  nor  being  aware  that  such  notice  had  been  given,  I  was  somewhat 
surprised  that  bids  for  such  work  had  been  made  and  received.  And  desiring  to 
enter  my  proposition  and  bid  for  such  work,  and  this  being  tbe  first  meeting  of  the

GentLemev: — Your  Committee  on  Printing,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of 
public  printing,  advertised  for  bids  and  specified  in  their  advertisement  that  all 
bids  should  be  accompanied  with  good  and  sufficient  bond,  and  they  reserved  the 
right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids,  and  in  pursuance  of  said  advertisement,  the  fol- 
lowing bids  were  received  by  your  committee,  to-wit: 

Indianapolis  Daily  Journal,  advertising,  20  cents  per  square;  delinquent  list,  15 
cents  per  description. 

Indianap  -lis  Daily  Sentinel,  advertising,  15  cents  per  square;  delinquent  list,  13 
cents  per  description. 

Indianapolis  Daily  Times,  advertising,- 18  cents  per  square;  delinquent  list,  12 
cents  per  description. 

The  Gazette,  advertising,  12  cents  per  square;  delinquent  list,  10  cents  per  de- 
scription. 

The  Journal,  Sentinel  and  Times,  accompanied  their  bid6  with  good  and  suffi- 
cient bonds;  the  Gazette  did  not  accompany  their  bid  with  any  bond,  but  stated  ij 
the  contract  was  awarded  them  they  would  furnish  bond. 

The  majority  of  your  committee  are  in  favor  of,  and  have  so  reported,  awarding 
the  contract  to  the  Gazete.  In  this  report  the  minority  part  of  your  committee 
could  not  and  did  not  join,  for  the  following  reasons: 

1st  The  Journal,  Sentinel  and  Times  are  permanently  established  daily  and 
weekly  paper*,  with  general  circulation. 

2d  The  Gazette  is  only  a  weekly  paper,  of  limited  circulation,  and  it  is  not  cer- 
tain, in  the  opinion  of  the  minority  part  of  your  committee,  that  it  is  permanently 
established. 

3d.  The  minority  part  of  your  committee  believe  that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the 
cit}'  to  award  all  contracts  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  taking  into  consideration 
in  this  case  ihe  permanency  of  the  pap3r  and  its  general  circulation. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  the  minority  part  of  your  committee  would  re- 
spectfully recommend  that  the  contract  for  the  public  printing  be  awarded  to  the 
Indianapolis  Daily  Sentinel,  it  being  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  or  divide  it  by 
giving  the  Sentinel  the  advertising,  and  the  Times  the  delinquent  list;  and  would 
respectfully  submit  the  foregoing  as  a  minority  report  of  sai#committee.

At  a  special  session  of  Typographical  Union  No.  1,  held  on  Saturday,  June  14, 
the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas,  We  have  learned  with  regret  of  the  proposed  letting  by  the  Oity 
Council  of  Indianapolis  of  certain  official  city  advertising  to  an  obscure  newspaper, 
.known  as  the  Indianapolis  Gazette,  and  at  rates  so  unreasonably  low  as  to  hardly 
compensate  for  type  c  imposition  thereon;  and 

Whereas,  The  office  of  said  Indianapolis  Gazette  is  listed  as  "  unfair,"  in  the 
employment  of  incompetent  hands  and  children  on  the  cheap  labor  plan  of  con- 
ducting business,  and, 

Whereas,  The  said  Indianapolis  Gazette  is  incompetent  in  all  particulars  as  to  the 
requirements  of  the  law,  providing  that  such  advertising  shall  be  done  in  a  paper 
of  general  circulation;  is  obscure  and  of  no  value  as  a  medium  of  publication; 
therefore; 

Resolved,  That  we,  as  the  advocates  of  fair  and  reasonable  compensation  for  fair 
and  honorable  labor,  hereby  protest  againt  the  letting  of  public  printing  and 
advertising  to  the  unfair  and  irresponsible  publication  known  as  the  Indianapolis 
•Gazette. 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  in  the  course  of  Dynes  &  Co.,  as  publishers  of  the 
Indianapolis  Gazette,  in  their  efforts  to  undermine  and  underbid  their  competitors 
in  business  to  a  degree  far  below  a  reasonable  and  fair  compensation  for  the  work 
required,  as  censurable  and  condemnable  in  the  extreme,  and  pray  the  honorable 
members  of  the  Council  to  reject  the  present  bid  of  this  firm  for  the  city  adverti- 
sing as  irresponsible,  and  as  not  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law 
made  and  provided. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  appoint  a  committee  of  ten  members  of  this  union 
to  wait  upon  and  present  these  resolutions  to  the  honorable  Board  of  Council,  and 
ask  their  compliance  therewith. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  furnished  the  Daily  Times  and 
Daily  Sentinel,  with  a  request  to  publish  the  same. 

Councilman  Trusler  presented  the  following  communication: 

Indianapolis,  June  16,  1884. 
To  the  Printing  Committee  of  the  Indianapolis  City  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Since  being  apprised  of  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  your  commit- 
tee, recommending  to  the  Council  that  the  city's  advertising  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  the  publication  of  the  city  delinquent  tax-list  for  1883,  be  awarded  to  the 
■*' Gazette,"  as  the  lowest  bidder  in  response  to  your  advertisement  for  sealed  pro- 
posals therefor,  we  have  learned  that  our  competitors,  who  were  fairly  and  honestly 
underbid  by  us,  have  joined  in  the  false  cry  that  the  "  Gazette  "  is  not  a  paper  of 
.genera.1  circulation,  within  the  meaning  of  the  law.  In  bidding  for  the  work 
named,  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  undersigned  to  fully  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  specifications  of  your  committee,  and  in  our  preposition  we  included 
a  statement  of  the  "  Gazette's"  city  circulation.  To  be  still  more  explicit,  we  will 
now  state  that  the  "Gazette"  has  a  bona  fide  circulation  in  every  ward  in  the  City 
•of  Indianapolis,  and  upon  almost  every  street  and  avenue,  and  this  statement  we 
are  ready  to  verify  by  affidavit,  if  necessary.     Attached  hereto,  we  present  a  state- 
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ment  made  by  county  officers,  attorneys  and  others  who  have  used  the  columns  of 
the  "  Gazette  :'  for  the  publication  of  legal  advertisements,  asserting  that  the  •'  Ga- 
zette" is  a  paper  of  general  circulation,  and  that  their  use  of  its  space  has  been  sat- 
isfactory to  them.  Also,  attached  hereto  is  the  statement  of  the  pressman  of  the 
'•Gazette,"  giving  its  average  weekly  circulation  for  the  past  year.  Against  these 
statements  of  disinterested  parties,  who  have  had  ample  means  of  informing  them- 
selves of  the  truth  of  their  statements,  you  will  be  asked  to  accept  the  unsupported 
statements  of  the  interested  employes  of  the  publishers  of  the  papers  that  competed 
with  the  "  Gazette  "  for  this  work.  "What  do  these  employes  know  of  the  "  Gazette  " 
or  its  business?  To  our  knowledge,  not  one  of  them,  unless  it  be  Mr.  Haugh,  of 
the  committee,  has  ever  been  inside  the  "  Gazette  "  office. 

Our  attention  has  also  been  directed  to  a  so-called  "  protest "  of  Typographical 
Union  No.  1,  which  is  full  of  wilful  misrepresentations  of  the  "Gazettes"  business 
and  its  bid  on  the  city  printing.  We  respectfully  ask  your  committee  and  the 
Council  to  consider  the  source  and  spirit  of  this  so-called  '•  protest,"  instigated,  as 
we  believe,  by  the  publisher  of  one  of  the  papers  who  bid  against  the  "Gazette" 
and  was  fairly  beaten ;  and  we  further  ask  you  to  consider  the  spirit  of  unfairness 
by  our  competitors  as  manifested  by  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  one  from 
their  employes  to  visit  the  members  of  Council  and  misrepresent  the  "Gazette's" 
circulation  and  business.

I  consider  the  Indianapolis  Gazette  to  be  a  paper  of  general  circulation. 

A.  H.  rooLET. 

Having  established  by  positive  and  creditable  evidence  that  the  'Gazette"  is  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation,  we  pass  by  the  unsupported  contrary  assertion 
of  the  Typographical  Union,  and  consider,  in  the  next  place,  the  false  assertion 
that  the  "Gazette's"  bid  contains  "rates  so  unreasonably  low  as  to  hardly  compen- 
sate for  type  composition  thereon."    Let  us  see  if  this  is  true  :  Take,  say,  50  squares 
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of  advertisements :  At  the  "Gazette's"  bid  of  12  cents  per  square,  each  insertion, 
for  three  weeks  (the  term  for  which  nearly  all  the  city  "ads."  are  published),  the 
•contractor  receives  $18.00  In  the  50  squares  of  advertising  there  is  contained  10,400 
ems  type  composition,  which,  at  the  "  Union  "  rates  of  composition — same  as  paii 
by  the  "Gazette"— costs  $3.12,  leaving  a  margin  of  $14.38  on  each  50  squares  of  ad- 
vertising done  for  the  city. 

The  "  Gazette's  "  bid  on  the  advertising  is  12  cents  per  square  each  insertion ; 
the  "  Sentinel  "  is  the  next  lowest  bidder,  at  15  cents  per  square,  a  difference  of  3 
cents  per  square.  The  "  Times'  "  bid  is  18  cents,  or  3  cents  higher  than  the  "Sen- 
tinel." 

Let  us  see  how  the  "  Gazette's  "  bid  compares  with  the  bids  of  the  "  Sentinel  "  in 
the  past.  In  June,  1878 — Arthur  L.  Wright,  M.  L.  Brown,  and  C.  F.  Wiese  being 
the  Council  Committee  on  Printing — bids  were  received  as  follows:  "Sentinel" 
13  cents  per  square  each  insertion,  (a  difference  of  only  1  cent  per  square  between 
that  and  the  "  Gazette's  "  present  bid) ;  "  Southside"  12£  cents  per  square,  the  award 
being  made  to  the  last  named  paper.  In  1879  the  "  Sentinel "  again  offered  to  do 
the  advertising  at  13  cts.  per  square.  Now,  if  the  "Sentinel  "  in  th^  years  named — 
Tvhen  paper,  type,  etc.,  were  higher  than  now— could  afford  to  do  the  city  adver- 
tising at  13  cents  per  square,  can  not  the  ''Gazette"  do  the  work  now,  when  paper, 
type,  etc.,  are  lower,  at  12  cents  per  square,  or  1  cent  less  on  the  square  ?  Besides, 
the  Typographical  Union  itself  makes  a  difference  between  composition  prices  on 
•daily  morning  and  weekly  papers,  a  difference  so  favorable  to  the  weekly  press 
that  the  latter  can  and  should  make  lower  rates  for  advertising.  And  right  here, 
we  wish  to  assert  a  fact  that  our  competitors  can  not  successfully  refute,  which  is 
that  both  the  "  Times"  and  "  Sentinel  "  insert  in  their  columns  advertisements  for 
home  merchants  as  well  as  foreign  advertisers  at  a  less  rate  than  the  "  Gazette  " 
proposes  to  do  the  city  advertising  for.  Should  not  the  city,  which  is  a  good,  cash- 
paying  patron,  have  as  low  rates  as  others  who  do  not  do  nearly  so  much  adver- 
tising ? 

As  to  the  delinquent  tax-list,  the  bid  of  the  "  Gazette ''  is  only  2  cents  per  descrip 
tion  less  than  that  of  the  "Times."  In  1879  the  "Sentinel"  bid  8  cents  per  de- 
scription, 2  cents  lower  than  is  now  proposed  by  the  "Gazette."  The  "Sentinel,' 
the  "People,"  and  other  papers  run  and  managed  by  Union  printers,  have  in  for- 
mer years  frequently  bid  a  less  figure  on  the  delinquent  list  than  is  now  offered 
by  us. 

The  charge  that  the  "  Gazette  "  "  employs  incompetent  hands  and  children  on  the 
"Cheap  labor  plan  "  is  a  deliberate,  willful  and  malicious  falsehood.  The  "Gazette's" 
printers  are  as  competent  as  any  employed  on  either  the  "Times"  or  the  "Sentinel," 
and  a  comparison  of  the  composition  on  those  papers  with  the  "Gazette"  is  invited. 
The  "Gazette"  employs  no  children  in  any  department  (except  as  carriers  ©f  pa- 
pers, and  one  apprentice  boy,  whose  time  is  mainly  given  to  running  a  job  press  in 
the  job  department).  The  'Gazette's"  printers  are  paid  the  same  wages  for  com- 
position as  paid  by  the  "  Herald,"  "  Review,"  "  People,"  and  other  weekly  papers, 
and  the  same  as  set  by  the  "Union"  for  weekly  papers.  In  the  employment  of  all 
labor  required  in  our  business  we  pay  the  prevailing  prices.  We  admit  that  we 
are  not  controlled  nor  governed  by  the  Typographical  Union,  though  until  the 
-present  "unfair"  attitude  assumed  by  that  body  we  have  had  no  unpleasant  discus- 
sion with  its  members,  and  have  only  felt  kindly  toward  them  as  toward  all  other 
day-laborers,  being  ourselves  daily  engaged  in  manual  labor,  and  knowing  how 
to  sympathize  with  those  who  toil  unceasingly  for  a  livelihood. 

But  what  all  these  matters  which  we  have  discussed  have  to  do  with  the  action 
•of  the  City  Council  in  making  contracts,  is  something  that  we  do  not  claim  to  un- 
derstand.

In  answer  to  question  of  same  resolution  whether  any  other  arrangement  could 
be  made  with  the  company  to  put  in  the  mains  that  have  already  been  ordered  by 
Council,  and  if  so,  what  we  answer.  There  has  been  ordered  (Map  measurement) 
by  resolution  as  follows: 

Resolution  dated  and  passed  September  21st  and  24th,  1883,  directing  us  to  lay 
mains  from  the  corner  of  Seventh  street  along  Broadway  to  Eighth  street,  distance- 
about  700  feet.  This  resolution  directs  the  Engineer  to  locate  hydrants  not  to  ex-

Resolutions  already  passed  be  rescinded  and  that  of  the  requirements  of  1885  that 
45  per  cent,  be  given  the  north  side,  30  per  cent,  south  side,  and  25  per  cent,  to  the 
central  part  of  the  city,  giving  lines  already  ordered  their  proper  proportion.  The 
reason  for  recommending  the  reservation  of  25  per  cent,  to  the  central  part  of  the 
city  is  that  there  are  many  cross  streets  without  mains,  and  the  water  must  soon  be 
required  for  drinking  and  domestic  uses,  as  it  is  not  possible  for  80,000  or  90,000 
pounds  of  human  excrement  besides  other  filth  to  go  down  into  this  gravelly  soil 
daily  without  polluting  the  wells  so  as  to  make  them  horribly  filthy  and  productive 
of  sickness.  In  connection  with  this  matter,  would  recommend  that  all  resolutions 
requiring  the  Company  to  lay  mains  be  referred  to  the  proper  committees  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  lines  ordered  and  make  examination  as  to  their  relation 
to  the  entire  system  of  water  mains. 

Looking  to  the  protection  of  the  manufacturers  on  Madison  avenue,  we  suggest 
the  laying  a  main  from  Madison  avenue  east  on  Morris  street  or  Coburn  street  to 
East  street,  and  connect  with  East  street  line;  also  to  lay  a  main  from  Meridian 
street  east  to  Union  street  on  Morris  street,  and  south  on  Union  street  1,000  feet; 
also  to  increase  effectiveness  of  Washington  street  line  and  to  afford  greater  pro- 
tection to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum,  Arsenal  Buildings  and  Female  Reforma- 
tory, we  would  suggest  extending  mains  on  Ohio  street  to  Arsenal  avenue  line. 
There  are  also  some  short  lines  that  should  be  laid,  as  they  are  greatly  needed. 
We  would  request  that  you  bear  in  mind  that  one  of  the  conditions  of  the  petition 
upon  which  resolution  was  passed  requiring  this  company  to  lay  its  mains  upon 
Alabama  street  to  the  Exposition  Building  was  that  the  city  would  not  be  required 
at  an  expense  of  $200  to  sprinkle  Alabama  street,  and  it  a  petition  is  presented  or 
resolution  introduced  that  you  call  the  attention  of  your  respective  bodies  to  the 
promise  made  that  no  further  requests  would  be  made  to  sprinkle  Alabama  street.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council 

Gentlemen: — My  advice  is  asked  as  to  the  regularity  and  advisability  of  passing 
an  ordinance  and  letting  a  contract,  on  the  petition  of  William  Wundrum,  et  al., 
presented  on  June  16th,  1884,  to  improve  Meridian  street,  from  Wisconsin  street 
south.  The  petitioners  own  lots  on  the  west  side  of  the  street,  which  is  outside  the 
city  limits,  the  b<  undary  line  running  only  to  the  center  of  the  street  at  this  point; 
but  they  agree  to  pay  their  pro  rata  portion  of  the  cost. 

Without  the  written  consent  of  all  the  property  owners  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  street,  I  would  not  advise  the  passage  of  such  an  ordinance.  I  would  not  do  so 
even  the?!,  without  a  full  understanding  with  the  contractor  that  he  shall  look  solely 
to  the  property,  owners  for  his  pay. 

In  a  case  like  this,  where  the  Council  has  no  jurisdiction,  it  would  be  much  bet- 
ter for  the  property  owners  to  have  the  work  done  by  private  contract.

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  July  7,  1884. 
To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  case  of  Thomas 
Wren  vs.  The  City  et  al.,  has  been  a  second  time  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  this  is  the  old  controversy,  which,  in  one  form  or  an- 
other, has  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Courts  for  fifteen  years  past  The  present 
suit  is  for  a  mandate  to  compel  the  measurement  of  the  work  done  by  Wren  on 
south  Tennessee  street,  in  1866  and  1867,  so  that  if  there  is  anything  due,  he  may 
apply  for  precepts  against  the  property  owners.  The  Superior  Court  sustained  the 
City  s  demurrer  to  ihe  complaint,  from  which  Wren  appealed.  About  a  year  ago, 
the  Supreme  Court,  after  full  argument,  both  oral  and  written,  affirmed  the  judg- 
ment of  the  lower  Court,  Judge  Woods  writing  the  opinion.  After  his  retirement 
from  the  bench,  a  re-hearing  was  granted,  and.  now  the  Court  has  changed  its 
former  ruling,  and  holds  that  there  is  enough  in  Mr.  Wren's  complaint  to  entitle 
him  to  the  relief  asked  for,  as  against  the  property  owners,  but  holds  that  as  no  pre- 
cept can,  in  any  case,  issue  against  the  City,  for  the  collection  of  her  part  of  the 
estimates,  no  suit  will  lie  against  her,  except  an  ordinary  action  for  a  money  judg- 
ment. This  has,  of  course,  long  since  been  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations. 
The  Court  also  decide  enough  as  to  the  rights  of  the  property  owners,  as  the  facts 
exist  in  this  case,  to  fully  protect  them;  also,  as  to  any  further  claims  of  Mr. 
Wren,  should  the  matter  ever  reach  a  precept.

The  case  of  Solomoh  Claypool  et  al.  vs.  The  City  and  Joseph  V.  McKernan, 
asking  to  set  aside  a  tax  sale,  etc.,  has  been  dismissed  by  plaintiffs,  at  their  costs; 
the  parties  other  than  the  City  having  settled  their  differences. 

In  the  suit  of  Wm.  C.  Smock,  guardian  of  Cornelia  E.  Little,  vs.  Philip  Kich- 
ardson,  The  City,  and  various  other  parties,  asking  to  quiet  title  to  a  large  amount 
ol  real  e.-tate  in  the  vicinity  of  Market  and  Noble  streets,  the  p  aintiff  has  dis- 
missed as  to  the  city  at  his  own  costs,  it  becoming  evident  to  plaintiff's  counsel 
that  they  could  not  recover  against  her.  The  ground  in  controversy,  so  far  as  the 
City  was  concerned,  is  the  strip  now  known  as  Court  street,  between  East  and 
Noble. 

The  Superior  Court,  in  special  term,  has  also  finally  decided  the  old  foreclosure 
case  ot  Sophia  E.  Rhodes  vs.  Mary  A.  Day  et  al.,  the  City  being  a  party  on  ac- 
count of  having  appropriated  a  large  part  of  the  mortgaged  property  in  the  open- 
ing of  Locke  street,  in  1873,  and  having  paid  the  condemnation  money  to  Mrs. 
Day,  the  mortgagor,  instead  of  Mrs.  Rhodes,  the  mortgagee,  the  same  amounting 
to  $550.  I  succeeded  in  showing  that  a  part  of  this  same  money  was  afterwards 
paid  by  Mn.  Day  to  Mrs.  Rhodes  on  her  mortgage  debt,  so  that  the  Court  found 
that  the  City  was  not  liable,  in  any  event,  to  the  plaintiff,  in  a  sum  exceeding  the 
balance  of  $2<>0  ;  and  the  decree  provides  that  if  the  remainder  of  the  real  estate 
not  taken  for  the  street,  which  has  since  been  greatly  improved,  will  sell  for  the 
balance  of  the  first  mortgage  debt,  amounting  to  less  than  $600,  the  City  shall  be 
fully  released.  This  will  undoubtedly  be  done,  and  the  decree  is  thus  practically 
in  favor  of  the  city.

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  Council: 

Gentlemen: — By  your  action  of  May  19th,  I  was  directed  to  investigate  the  ques- 
tion of  the  city's  rights  in  the  State  Ditch,  and  report  my  opinion  as  to  whether  it 
will  be  necessary  to  have  the  matter  of  straightening  and  widening  said  Ditch  re- 
ferred to  the  City  Commissioners  to  assess  damages,  &c;  and  also  to  report  what 
steps,  if  any,  are  necessary  to  dissolve  a  perpetual  injunction  which  is  said  to  exist 
against  the  city,  preventing  her  from  making  such  changes  in  the  Ditch  as  are  con- 
templated by  the  recent  ordinance. 

On  December  27,  1875.  a  contract  was  awarded  to  James  Muse,  by  the  Common 
Council,  to  deepen  and  slope  the  banks  of  the  State  Ditch.  Immediately  thereaf- 
ter, William  T.  Gibson  and  others,  who  owned  lots  along  the  Ditch,  brought  suit 
against  the  city  and  Mr  Muse,  in  the  Superior  Court,  to  enjoin  the  work.  Many 
grounds  for  injunction  relief  were  set  forth  in  the  complaint,  chief  among  which 
were:  ( 1)  That  the  city  did  not  own  the  Ditch,  or  possess  any  legal  right  to  change 
the  same,  or  increase  the  volume  of  water  flowing  into  the  same,  as  it  was  alleged 
she  was  intending  to  do  after  increasing  its  capacity;  (2)  That  the  private  property 
of  the  plaintiffs  would  necessarily  be  injured  and  taken,  if  the  work  should  proceed, 
and  tlnit  no  steps  had  been  taken  by  the  city  to  condemn  the  same,  or  pay  the 
owners  therefor;  (3)  That  the  bottom  of  the  Ditch  was  then  as  low  as  the  bed  of 
Fall  Creek,  into  which  it  empties,  and  that  any  deepening  of  it  would  therefore  be 
useless,  besides  causing  back-water,  which  would  injure  private  property,  and  create 
a  nuisance,  and  (4)  Also,  that  the  contract  in  itself  was  void,  for  the  reason  that  no 
sufficient  notice  had  been  given  inviting  proposals  to  do  said  work. 

A  temporary  restraining  order  was  granted,  and  on  October  18th,  1876,  the  record 
shows  that  a  trial  was  had,  and  a  decree  was  thereupon  entered,  enjoining  the  de- 
fendants from  proceeding  under  that  contract,  to  do  any  work  east  of  Central  ave- 
nue. But  it  was  also  provided  in  said  decree,  that  no  other  or  further  question  was 
adjudicated  than  as  to  the  contract  then  under  consideration.  (See  Order  Book  of 
the  Superior  Court  JNo.  36,  page  396.)  This  is  the  only  suit  1  have  been  able  to 
find  any  record  of  concerning  the  rights  of  the  city  with  relation  to  this  DhVm.  I 
have  no  doubt  that  it  is  the  one  referred  to  in  the  motion  of  Councilman  Thalman. 
From  the  record  made,  it  would  seem  that  there  was  no  actual  trial  of  the  case  re- 
ferred to.    The  City  Attorney  then  in  office  approved  the  final  entry,  as  the  papers 
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show,  without  having  filed  any  answer  to  the  complaint.  *  I  think  the  city  either 
wanted  to  get  rid  of  the  contract  with  Mr.  Muse,  or  was  satisfied  that  the  same  had 
been  informally  let,  and  that  no  question  as  to  the  rights  of  the  city  in  the  Ditch 
was  considered. 

After  much  investigation  since  your  action  of  May  19th,  I  am  able  to  add  but 
little  information  to  that  set  forth  in  the  report  made  by  the  committee  of  which  I 
was  a  member,  on  February  18th,  1884,  found  on  pages  128  to  130,  inclusive,  ot  the 
printed  Proceedings  of  the  present  year,  concerning  this  State  Ditch  matter.  By 
reference  to  that  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Ditch  was,  according  to  the  best 
evidence  now  to  be  procured,  constructed  by  the  State  of  Indiana,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  old  Internal  Improvement  acts,  the  right  of  way  having  been  first 
condemned  and  paid  for  according  to  the  provisions  of  said  legislation.  Taking  the 
language  used  in  the  preamble  of  the  act  of  January  15,  1844,  which  is  -et  out  in 
the  report  referred  to,  as  a  guide,  it  would  seem  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that 
the  State  did  enter  upon  the  land  and  construct  said  Ditch  by  virtue  of  her  sover- 
eign power,  or  under  the  provisions  of  some  act  of  the  Legislature  then  in  force, 
and  that,  no  matter  how,  a  right  of  way  was  condemned  and  paid  f  r.  And  Gen. 
Morris  and  Mr.  Duncan  say  that  the  right  of  way  was  fifty  leet  wide,  as  stated  in 
the  report  of  February  18th;  and  I  have  since  added  the  evidence  of  J.  M.  W. 
Langsdale,  to  the  same  effect.  If  such  condemnation  was  authorized  by  the  old  In- 
ternal Improvement  legislation,  then  the  State  acquired  a  fee-simple  in  the  soil, 
whether  damages  were  ever  assessed  and  paid,  or  not. 

See  Brookville,  &c,  Go.  vs.  Butler  et  al  ,  91  Ind.  134,  and  cases  there  cited. 

I  am  informed  that  of  recent  years  the  Ditch  has  been  treated  as  private  prop- 
erty, sales  of  the  same  having  been  made,  without  any  reference  being  made  to  the 
rights  of  the  State  or  city  in  the  deeds  of  conveyance.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose, 
therefore,  that  these  parties  who  have  received  deeds  for  land  crossing  it,  or  who 
claim  to  own  lots  running  up  to  the  line  of  the  present  bnnks,  w:ll  seek  to  recover 
damages  for  the  soil  taken  in  widening  it,  if  the  contemplated  improvement  goes  on. 
Whether  or  not  the  city  ought  to  proceed  to  award  a  contract  under  the  ordinance 
recently  passed,  without  having  any  previous  understanding  with  the  property 
owners  along  the  line  as  to  these  matters,  I  submit  to  the  Council  to  determine,  as 
was  also  done  in  the  report  of  February  18th. 

If  the  right  of  way  was  regularly  condemned  in  the  first  instance,  then  the  act  of 
January  15,  1844,  turning  over  the  control  of  the  same  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
has  invested  her  with  authority  to  improve  the  Ditch  as  contemplated,  without  re- 
ferring any  matter  connected  therewith  to  the  City  Commissioners,  unless  the  plans 
and  change  of  course  at  some  point  takes  the  improvement  outside  of  the  original 
right  of  way.  A  deviation  from  the  old  course,  so  as  to  take  the  improvement  out- 
side of  the  right  of  way,  would  require  a  reference  to  the  City  Commissioners,  and 
damages  would  have  to  be  assessed  and  tendered  before  the  work  could  proceed, 
unless  the  city  should  arrange  the  matter  of  damages  with  the  parties  by  private 
contract.  It  would  not  be  amiss,  in  any  event,  to  have  the  line  of  the  Ditch  d«  fi- 
nitely located,  and  the  width  fixed,  at  an  early  day,  so  that  the  owners  of  property 
to  be  effected  may  be  consulted,  with  a  view  to  settling  all  disputed  questions,  if 
possible,  before  bids  are  advertised  for.

The  City  Attorney  and  City  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following  re- 
port; which  was  received,  and  the  contract  not  awarded: 

Indianapolis,  Ind,,  July  7,  1884. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Contracts  referred  to  us  the  question  of  the 
City's  right  to  a  triangular  strip  of  ground  at  the  junction  of  the  Wabash  R.  R. 
tracks  and  Massachusetts  avenue,  as  shown  by  their  report  to  the  Council  June  2d, 
on  the  proposal  of  certain  contractors  to  pave  the  north  side  of  said  avenue  from 
Peru  street  to  said  tracks. 

Your  Engineer  reports  that  he  has  made  a  survey  of  the  rpremises,  and  finds 
that  Massachusetts  avenue  and  north  sidewalk  as  now  improved  and  traveled,  in- 
clude a  portion  of  lots  73  and  75  of  Ovid  Butler's  second  addition  to  the  City, 
measuring  59.7  feet  on  the  south  and  51.8  feet  on  the  east  side;  all  as  stated  by 
John  W.  Ray  in  his  petition  of  Dec.  7,  1883,  as  set  outin  the  proceedings  of  said 
date,  page  723.      According  to  the  old  plats  of  the   City,    Massachusetts   avenue 
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turned  directly  east  where  it  struck  the  donation  line,  which  is  the  point  at  which 
it  now  commences  to  encroach  upon  Col.  Ray's  ground,  and  continued  in  that  di- 
rection a  few  yards  until  it  ran  into  the  Pendleton  Pike.  As  it  now  is,  it  dues  not 
change  its  course  before  striking  the  Pike.  The  plat  filed  with  Col.  Ray's  petition 
above  referred  to,  shows  the  exact  amount  of  his  ground  converted  to  the  public 
use. 

After  diligent  search  of  records,  and  inquiry,  we  have  b°en  unable  to  find  where 
the  city  ever  condemned  this  piece  of  ground  for  street  purpos  s,  or  that  Col.  Ray, 
or  his  grantors,  immediate  or  remote,  ever  conveyed  it  for  such  purposes.  Col. 
Ray  assures  us  that  no  dedication  of  the  same  has  ever  been  made  tj  the  public  in 
any  way,  and  that  he  owns  the  same  in  fee  simple. 

It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  the  Council  cannot  lawfully  award  the  contract  to  pave 
the  sidewalk  through  this  private  property  at  the  present  time. 

Col.  Ray  desires  to  negotiate  with  the  City  with  a  view  to  selling  to  the  City  the 
part  of  his  lots  now  used  for  street  purposes.  But  whether  the  Council  shall  do 
this,  or  abandon  the  same  for  street  purposes,  or  take  steps  to  condemn  it  under 
the  provisions  of  the  statute,  we  do  not  feel  called  on  to  suggest.  We  suppose, 
however,  that  some  definite  action  ought  to  be  taken  at  once.

the  second  part  to  the  party  of  the  fiist  part,  on  the  8th  day  of  July,  18SI,  which 
contr;.ct  expired  on  the  first  day  of  August.  1882;  and  whereas,  the  same  parties 
made  another  provuional  contract  for  the  furnishing  of  gas  by  the  pirty  of  the 
eecond  part  to  the  party  ol  the  first  part,  on  the  17th  day  of  July,  1882,  which  con- 
tract expired  on  the  1st  day  of  August,  1883;  and  whereas,  the  same  parties  made 
another  provisional  contract  for  the  furnishing  of  gas  by  the  party  of  the  second 
part  to  the  p  «rty  of  the  first  part,  on  the  1st  day  of  August,  1883,  which  contract 
expires  on  this  1st  dny  of  August,  1884. 

Now,  therefore,  the  parties  hereto  make  this  provisional  agreement  for  the  term 
of  one  year  and  five  months  Irom  the  1st  day  of  August,  1884,  to-wit: 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  furnish  gas  to  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part,  of  the  quality  and  kind  provided  for  in  the  third  section  of  an  ordinance 
of  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  ordained  March  19th,  1866,  for  twenty-five 
hundred  and  ihirteen  (2,513)  lamps,  all  of  which  are  now  in  a  serviceable  condi- 
tion in  and  upon  the  streets  of  said  city;  said  lamps  to  be  lighted  up  »n  time-table  to 
be  furnished  by  the  city,  which  table  shall  provide  for  twenty  five  hundred  (2,500) 
hours  per  year  for  each  and  every  lamp,  and  the  burners  thereof  shall  be  of  the  ca- 
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pacity  of  not  less  than  four  (4)  cubic  feet  per  hour  for  each  and  every  lamp.  Said 
party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees  at  proper  and  regular  times  to  light  and  extin- 
guish said  lamps,  according  to  the  schedule  furnished  by  the  party  of  the  first  part; 
to  keep  said  lamp*  clean  and  in  repair;  and  if  said  party  of  the  secot  d  part  shall 
fail  or  neglect  to  keep  the  same  clean  and  in  repair,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
shall  have  the  right  to  do  so,  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  any  sum  due  said 
Gas  Company.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the. 
right  to  deduct  from  any  amount  due  said  pirty  of  the  second  part,  the  sum  of 
filteen  (15)  cents  for  each  and  every  post  for  ea 'h  and  every  ni^ht  that  >t  is  not 
lighted  and  kept  light  d  during  the  time  provided  in  the  time-table;  Provided, 
that  this  provision  shall  not  «pply  to  cases  of  failure  to  light  and  keep  lighted  that 
are  caused  by  frost,  over  which  said  party  of  the  second  part  has  no  control;  but 
said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  use  the  utmost  reasonable  dispatch  in  thaw- 
ing out  such  posts. 

The  city  and  her  officers  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  to  test  both  the  quality 
of  the  gas  furnished,  and  the  capacity  of  the  burners  on  street  lamps. 

The  aforesaid  twenty-five  hundred  and  thirteen  (2,513)  posts  shall  be  such  as  shall 
be  sebcted  and  dnsignated  by  the  proper  committee  or  committees  of  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  and  a  representative  committee  of  said  Gas  Com- 
pany; and  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees  to  furnish  gns  for  all  offices 
occupied  by  City  Officers,  lor  all  Engine  Houses,  for  the  Council  Chamber,  for  all 
tunnels,  bridges  and  Station  Houses,  and  all  other  places  where  gas  is  required  for 
the  use  of  said  city  in  her  corporate  capacity,  at  a  price  of  two  dollars  ($2.00)  per 
thousand  cubic  feet 

In  considerat  ion  of  the  foregoing  agreeme'  ts  of  said  party  of  the  second  part,  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  said  party  of  the  second  part  for  each  and 
every  stieet  lamp  of  said  city  to  which  gas  is  applied,  the  sum  of  twenty  five  dollars 
per  annum,  or  the  sum  of  sixty-two  theusand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars 
($62,825.00),  for  said  twenty-five  hundred  and  thirteen  (2,513)  posts;  said  sum  to 
be  tull  compensation  for  all  gas  furnished,  and  for  cleaning,  lighting  and  keeping 
in  repair  and  in  order  for  service,  su«  h  lamps  and  posts  as  above  undertaken  and 
agreed  by  the  party  of  the  eec>nd  part.  And  the  party  of  the  first  part  does  fur- 
ther agree  to  pay  for  gas  furnished  said  city  in  her  corporate  capacity,  except  ctreet 
lamps,  the  price  of  two  dollars  ($2.00)  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  as  above  mentioned. 
The  compensation  herein  agreed  to  be  t»aid,  shall  be  paid  b}'  the  party  of  the  first 
part  in  equal  monthly  installments,  at  the  end  of  each  and  every  month,  and  the 
city  warrants  or  orders  shall  be  received  at  par  in  such  pavments.  And  the  party 
of  the  first  part  further  agrees  with  the  party  of  the  second  part,  that  during  the 
continuar.ee  of  thi»  contract  all  fines  and  damages  collected  by  the  said  city  from 
persons  for  breaking  or  damaging  said  street  lamps  or  posts,  shall  be  paid,  when 
collected,  to  said  party  of  the  second  part.  And  the  said  party  of  the  seco  d  part 
also  agrees  that  if  the  city  should,  at  any  time,  require  a  grater  number  of  lamp- 
posts lighted  than  above  mentioned,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  will  furnish 
gas,  light  and  keep  the  same  in  repair  in  the  same  manner  as  the  said  twenty-five 
hundred  and  thirteen  (2,513 1  lamps  above  mentioned,  and  at  the  same  rate;  Pro- 
vided, that  when  m-w  pos  s  shall  be  erected  al  »ng,  tines  where  new  mains  are  to  be 
laid,  then  such  work  shall  be  performed  according  to  the  terms  and  requirements 
of  Section  six  (6)  of  said  Gas  Company's  charter  of  March  19ih,  1806.  And  said 
party  of  the  second  part  does  further  atrree  to  dismantle  any  gas  lamp  now  erected 
and  re-light  in  lieu  thereof  any  lamp-post  now  erected,  or  that  may  be  hereafter 
erected  upon  the  line*  of  existing  mains,  when  so  ordered  by  the  Common  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen,  during  the  existence  of  the  present  contract,  and  due  notice 
being  given  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  without  any  cost  to  said  city. 

This  contract  to  take  effect  from  and  including  the  first  day  of  August,  1884,  and 
be  and  remain  in  force  for  the  period  of  one  (1 )  year  and  five  (5 1  months,  December 
3lst,  1885,  and  until  a  new  contract  shall  be  entered  into.  After  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  this  contract,  or  after  itsterminat  on  by  notice  as  hereinafter  provided, 
the  parties  hereto  are  to  be  remitted  to  whatever  rights  they  or  either  of  them  may 
have  under  the  contract  of  March  19th,  1866,  the  same  as  if  this  contract,  or  any 
other  modifying  contract,  had  not  been  made. 
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It  is  mutually  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto,  that  should  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  deem  it  advisable  to  make  a  test  of  the  utility  of 
the  so-called  Electric  Light,  at  any  time  during  the  existence  of  this  contract,  the 
party  of  the  first  part  may,  upon  giving  at  least  one  week's  notice  to  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  discontinue  the  us©  of  any  number  of  lamps,  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  (300);  the  said  lamps  so  discontinued  all  to  be  embraced  in  one  district  or 
portion  of  said  city;  and  during  the  time  said  lamps  are  not  in  use,  no  charge  shall 
be  made  iherefor,  and  a  reduction,  in  proportion  to  the  price  herein  provided  for, 
shall  be  made  from  the  bills  rendered  said  city  for  the  time  said  lamps  remain  un- 
lighted;  and  should  the  party  of  the  first  part  desire  to  have  said  lamps  re-lighted, 
the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  re-light  the  same  within  forty-eight  (48) 
hours  after  notice  so  to  do. 

it  is  hereby  further  mutually  agreed,  that  should  the  Common  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen  deem  it  advisable  to  adopt  the  so-called  Electric  Light  for  street 
lighting,  the  party  of  the  first  part  m»y  rescind  this  contract,  by  giving  at  least 
ninety  (90)  days  notice  to  the  party  of  the  second  part;  and  from  and  after  such 
rescision,  and  the  expiration  of  such  notice,  this  contract  shall  be  null  and  void.

COMMUNICATIONS,     ETC.,   FROM    THE    MAYOR. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  presented  the  following  communication: 

"To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  :        4 

Gentlemen: — The  ladies  of  the  Indianapolis  Flower  Mission,  in  charge  of  the 
Training  School  for  Nurses,  would  respectfully  represent  that  they  have  now  main- 
tained their  training  school  for  ten  months;  that  the  lowest  sum  expended  in  any 
one  of  the  ten  months  was  $250.00.     The  winter  months  it  has  required  $300.00. 

The  average  monthly  expenditure  has  been  $270.00.  The  most  rigid  economy 
has  been  observed  in  the  management  of  the  house. 

A  contract  was  made  by  the  managers  of  the  house,  soon  after  it  was  established 
and  when  they  had  but  five  nurses,  to  do  the  nursing  at  the  City  Hospital  for  the 
sum  of  $75.00  per  month. 

Under  the  services  of  these  trained  nurses,  supervised  and  directed  by  the  skill 
cand  energy  of  Miss  Traver,  the  principal  of  the  school,  the  condition  of  the  City 
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Hospital  has  been  very  greatly  improved,  under  the  efficient  superintendency  o 
Dr.  W.  N.  Wishard,  so  that  now  it  is  the  pride  of  the  city. 

The  Training  School  is  now,  and  for  some  mon'hs  past,  has  been  furnishing  eight 
nurses,  two  of  whom  are  head  nurses ;  doing  all  the  nursing  and  much  of  the  house- 
keeping at  the  hospital.  These  nurses  have  all  been  boarded  at  the  Training 
School,  and  have  paid  all  their  own  expenses  of  every  description. 

The  amount  received  f  om  the  city  in  the  ten  months,  was  $750  00,  while  the 
amount  expended  in  the  same  ten  months  for  maintaining  the  school  has  been 
about  12,700  00,  nearly  $2,000.00  in  excess  of  the  receipts  from  the  city. 

If  the  city  should  undertake  to  perform  the  nursing  by  the  employment  of  eight 
unskilled  domestics,  their  weekly  wages  would  be  $3.00  each  per  week,  or  $24.00. 
The  actual  cost  of  boarding  them  would  be  not  less  than  $3.00  each  per  week,  mak- 
ing $24.00,  equal  in  all  to  $200.00  per  month.  The  difference  in  what  the  city  is 
paying  and  what  it  would  cost  the  city  to  have  the  same  work  done  by  unskilled 
domestics  is  therefore  $1,500.00  per  year. 

If  the  city  should  pay  the  Training  School  $200.00  per  month,  what  it  would 
cost  under  the  old  system,  then  the  Training  School  would  run  it  at  a  loss  of  $840.00 
per  year,  which  sum  they  would  under  ake  to  make  up  from  entertainments  and 
charitable  donations  from  persons  who  have  witnessed  the  wonderful  change  in  the 
hospital. 

The  funds  belonging  to  the  Flower  Mission,  as  well  as  those  set  apart  to  maintain 
the  Training  School,  amounting  in  all  to  the  sum  of  $1,700.00,  have  been  rendered 
unavailable  by  the  failure  of  the  bank  where  they  were  deposited,  and  the  Train- 
ing School  is  without  funds,  and  must  therefore  close  at  once  unless  immediate  re- 
lief is  offered  by  the  city. 

They  therefore  ask  that  the  compensation  for  nursing  be  fixed  at  a  sum,  monthly^, 
equal  to  what  it  would  cost  the  city  to  perform  the  same  work  bv  unskilled  domes- 
tics, and  that  an  appropriation  be  made  by  you  at  once  for  the  services  for  the-, 
month  of  July. 

That  with  this  relief,  and  the  money  they  hope  to  make  during  the  present  week 
by  the  entertainment  at  the  rink,  they  will  be  enabled  to  pay  their  current  bills- 
and  maintain  the  Training  School  for  the  present,  and  with  reasonable  encourage- 
ment for  the  year  coming. 

If  the  reasonable  relief  herein  asked  is  declined  by  the  City  Council,  they  will 
be  compelled  to  close  the  school  at  once.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  received  : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — I  am  directed  to  answer  the  following  questions  in  writing: 

1st.  "Can  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  compel  the  Citizens'1 
Street  Railway  Company  to  extend  their  lines  in  this  city  upon  a  petition  signed  by 
a  majority  of  the  citizens  along  the  proposed  route  or  routes  asking  for  extension?" 

2d.  "  Has  the  city  any  rights,  under  the  Street  Railway  charter,  that  the  Citizens' 
Street  Railway  Company  are  bound  to  respect?" 

By  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  of  January  18th,  1864,  the  Citizens'  Street  Rail- 
way Company  is  granted  the  right  to  lay  lines  of  railway  along  all  the  streets  of 
the  city,  and  to  extend  the  same,  but  there  is  no  provision  in  that  or  any  subsequent 
ordinance  requiring  it  to  lay  or  extend  any  line.  The  nearest  approach  to  such  a 
provision,  is  the  following,  found  in  section  15:  "Whenever  the  Common  Council 
may  deem  it  expedient  that  a  line  of  street  railway  should  be  constructed  along 
any  street  or  streets,  or  part  of  a  street,  upon  which  said  company  has  not  con- 
structed any  line  of  street  railway,  *  *  *  they  may  declare  the  same  by  reso- 
lution, and  order  and  direct  that  said  company  shall  construct  the  same;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk  to  serve  a  copy  of  such  resolution,  attested  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk,  upon  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  upon  any  other 
officer  or  director  of  said  company;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company,  with- 
in thirty  days  after  the  service  of  such  notice,  to  officially  certify  to  the  Common 
Council  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  ordering  the  construc- 
tion of  said  line  of  street  railway,  with  the  affidavit  of  the  President  attached,  that 
it  is  the  design  of  said  company,  in  good  faith,  to  proceed  immediately  to  the  con- 
struction of  said  line  of  street  railway;  and  on  failure  to  do  so,  the  Common  Coun- 
cil may,  by  resolution,  declare  all  privileges  and  rights-of-way  over  and  to  the  line 
of  street  railway  designated  in  the  resolution  requiring  its  construction  as  for- 
feited." 

The  only  penalty  provided  for  a  non-compliance  with  the  order  of  the  Council 
is,  that  the  city  may  construct  the  desired  line  herself,  or  grant  the  right  to  do  so 
to  any  other  person  or  association. 

(It  may  not  be  considered  out  of  place  to  suggest,  in  connsction  with  this  sav- 
ing clause  of  the  city's  rights,  however,  that  the  provision  was  wholly  unnecessary, 
as  the  city  would  always  possess  the  undoubted  right  to  authorize  any  other  com- 
pany to  construct  and  maintain  lines  upon  any  unoccupied  streets,  at  any  time,  re- 
gardless of  any  attempted  exclusive  privilege  contained  in  the  ordinance  of  1864.) 

I  find  no  mention  of  petition  by  citizens  in  the  street  car  ordinances  at  all;  and 
I  conclude,  therefore,  that  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  is  not  bound  to 
consider  or  respect  any  such  petition,  looking  to  an  extension  of  its  lines. 

Treating  your  second  question  as  having  been  propounded  in  the  same  sincerity 
as  your  first,  I  will  answer  it  by  saying,  that  the  city  has  reserved  to  herself  many 
rights,  by  the  terms  of  the  company's  charter.  These  rights  of  the  public  may  of 
course  be  violated  by  the  Street  Railway  Company,  but  a  strict  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  ordinances  may  always  be  enforced  by  legal  process.

The  Hospital  Board,  through  Councilman  Newcomb,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report;    which  was  received: 
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To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Genilemen: — The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  the  motion  asking  our 
opinion  as  to  the  advisability  of  making  a  separate  department  of  the  Pest  House, 
and  creating  the  office  of  Medical  Superintendent  for  its  government,  &c,  beg  leave 
to  report  that  they  have  carefully  considered  the  matters  involved. 

We  are  convinced  that  it  would  be  a  good  thing  to  have  a  distinct  department 
for  the  treatment  of  infectious  diseases;  but  in  the  present  state  of  the  city's  finan- 
ces, we  do  not  feel  justified  in  recommending  its  establishment  at  this  time.  We 
do  believe,  however,  that  there  ought  to  be  a  competent  physician  employed  by  the 
year,  to  take  charge  of  all  cases  sent  to  the  Pest  House,  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Hospital  and  Hospital  Board,  whose  servi- 
ces can  at  all  times  be  demanded  and  relied  upon. 

We  would  therefore  reccommend  that  such  a  physician  be  employed,  provided 
his  services  can  be  procured  at  a  reasonable  price;  and  to  this  end  we  suggest  that 
the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Hospital  be  instructed  to  procure,  if  he  can,  a  physi- 
cian to  take  charge  of  the  Pest  House  work,  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  $ per 

annum — no  contract  to  be  made,  or  liability  against  the  city  incurred,  however, 
until  the  action  of  said  Superintendent  be  concurred  in  by  the  Common  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen.

Board  of  Health. 

The  Board  of  Health  presented  the  following  communication;  which 
was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  and  the 
Street  Commissioner,  with  instructions  to  clean  all  street  gutters,  both 
bowldered  and  dirt: 
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To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — We  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  Epidemic  Cholera 
is  prevailing  in  several  parts  of  Europe  with  great  virulence,  and  that  with  the 
rapid  transit  now  existing  "between  America  and  that  land,  there  is  danger  of  the 
malady  reaching  our  country. 

Kecognizing  the  possible  danger,  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  past  three  weeks 
have  \  een  laboring  earnestly  to  place  our  city  in  a  good  sanitary  condition.  Com- 
paratively speaking,  it  is;  but  it  can  be  made  more  so.  In  order  to  do  this,  we  re- 
spectfully suggest  that  you  order  the  Street  Commissioner  to  place  an  increased 
force  at  work  cleaning  the  gutters  and  removing  the  vegetation  from  the  margins 
of  the  gutters  and  sidewalks,  draining  and  filling  up  wet  and  foul  places  along 
the  sidewalks  and  streets  of  the  city. 

"We  respectfully  request  that  you  order  the  Street  Commissioner  to  at  once  drain 
all  foul  ponds  and  gutters  which  the  Board  of  Health  may  refer  to  him;  also  we 
ask  authority  to  order  the  abandonment  and  filling  up  of  sballow  wells  in  gutters 
and  low  places  upon  our  streets  and  sidewalks.  Such  wells  are  unfit  for  use  and  are 
liable  to  become  centers  of  infection. 

The  contractors  putting  the  arches  in  Pogue's  Kun,  near  the  depot,  placed  a  dam 
across  the  run  near  to  Washington  street  sewer,  thus  turning  all  the  water  out  of 
the  creek.  We  have  made  arrangements  for  flushing  the  creek  and  sewer  which 
will  obviate  further  trouble. 

Our  sanitary  force  is  utterly  inadequate  to  the  present  demands  upon  it.  We 
have  requested  the  Police  Commissioners  to  detail  two  men  for  our  use  for  the  next 
two  weeks. 

We  would  respectfully  urge,  as  a  sanitary  measure,  that  the  curbing  and  bowl- 
dering  of  the  gutters  along  the  streets  of  the  city  be  pushed  as  rapidly  as  possible.

INTRODUCTION    OF    MISCELLANEOUS    BUSINESS. 

Councilman  Benjamin  presented  the  following  communication,  which 
was  received: 
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To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — We  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  about  one 
year  ago,  at  the  urgent  request  of  your  honorable  bodies,  the  Citizens'  Street  Rail- 
way Company  adopted  the  present  system  of  transfers,  by  which  passengers  on  its 
cars  could  be  transferred  from  cars  on  one  of  said  company's  lines  to  the  cars  on 
any  other  of  its  said  lines.  That  in  order  to  enable  said  Street  Railway  Company 
to  effect  such  transfers,  your  honorable  bodies  authorized  said  company  to  place  a 
transfer  car  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Washington  and  Illnois  streets.  That  in 
pursuance  of  such  authority,  said  company,  at  considerable  expense,  made  arrange- 
ments suitable  for  such  purpose,  and  is  now  so  running  is  cars  on  all  ot  its  lines  as 
to  give  all  the  said  lines  the  benefit  of  such  transfer.  That  since  the  adoption  of 
said  transfer  sy?tem,  said  company  has  for  one  fare  given  passengers  so  transferred 
one  continuous  ride  from  any  point  on  one  of  its  said  lines  to  any  point  on  any 
other  of  its  said  lines.  This  transfer  system  gives  accommodation  and.  advantages 
not  enjoyed  by  any  other  city,  and  has  so  grown  in  popular  favor  that  now  from 
2,500  to  6,000  persons  are  so  transferred  daily,  many  of  whom  are  day  laborers,  who 
have  occasion  to  daily  take  advantage  of  such  transfer.  Resides  loosing  one  fare 
for  each  person  so  transferred,  the  company  has  the  additional  expense  of  the  sev- 
eral men  whose  services  are  constantly  required  to  manage  the  same,  for  all  of  which 
it  is  compensated  only  indirectly,  if  at  all,  by  whatever  additional  patronage  it  may 
thus  gain  from  these  additional  accommodations.  This  system  which  said  company 
adopted  voluntarily,  has  become  so  popular  with  the  public  that  the  company  is 
willing  to  continue  the  same,  if  it  can  be  permitted  to  do  so. 

Rut  the  attention  of  your  honorable  bodies  is  called  to  the  fact  that  one  Thos. 
Hood  has  filed  an  affidavit  before  the  Hon.  John  L.  McMaster,  Mayor  of  said  city, 
charging  A.  W.  Johnson,  the  President  of  said  company,  with  violating  some  ordi- 
nance of  said  city,  by  allowing  said  transfer  car  to  stand  at  said  point  without  a 
team  attached  thereto,  and  that  said  Johnson  has  been  arrested  under  the  warrant 
of  said  Mayor,  and  prosecuted  by  said  city  through  her  Attorney,  for  leaving  said 
transfer  car  standing  at  said  point,  as  said  company  was  authorized  and  directed  to 
do  by  said  Common  Council  and  Roard  of  Aldermen. 

The  only  practicable  way  in  which  a  transfer  system  can  be  maintained,  is  by  the 
use  of  said  transfer  car;  and  if  the  company  is  compelled  to  remove  the  said  trans- 
fer car,  the  transfer  system  itself  will,  necessarily,  have  to  be  discontinued  There- 
fore, if  it  is  the  wish  of  your  honorable  bodies  that  said  car  remain,  and  that  said 
system  be  continued,  you  are  respectfully  requested  to  take  such  action  as  will  make 
it  impossible  for  any  one  single  person,  who  may  be  wholly  irresponsible,  and 
having  no  interest  in  the  city,  nor  regard  for  its  welfare,  and  who  may  be  actuated 
hy  malice,  or  some  worse  motive,  to  use  the  name,  authority  and  officers  of  the  city 
government  to  annoy  and  vex  the  officers  of  said  company  by  arrests  for  doing  what 
the  city  has  authorized  and  requested  to  be  done,  and  now  desires  to  be  continued.

The  Committee  on  Water,  through  Councilman  Reynolds,  submitted 
the  following  report; 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Water,  to  whom  were  referred  G.  O.  Nos.  58, 
50,  and  GO,  of  1884,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  carefully  considered  the 
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same.  At  one  meeting  held  by  your  Committee,  representatives  of  the  Water 
Company  and  the  plumers  were  present  and  fully  stated  their  respective  grievances. 

We  have  concluded  that  the  Council  has  no  power  to  settle  and  should  not  at- 
tempt to  settle  any  disputes  or  differences  between  the  company  and  the  plumbers, 
growing  out  of  any  existing  or  proposed  rules  of  the  company,  which  affect  only 
the  rights  of  said  company  and  plumbers.  The  charter  of  the  company  seems  only 
to  rest  authority  in  the  Council  to  review  and  approve  rules  of  ihe  company  in  so 
far  as  they  refer  to  the  rights  of  consumers. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  said  ordinance  No.  60  be  stricken  from  the  flies. 

We  think  it  is  manifestly  to  the  interest  of  the  citizens,  who  may  hereafter 
desire  to  use  the  water  of  ihe  company,  to  have  the  undoubted  right  to  employ  any 
plumer  they  s^ee  fit,  to  put  in  the  necessary  service  pipes,  etc,  from  their  premises 
to  the  mains  of  the  Company,  and  that  no  monopoly  of  this  business  should  be 
allowed. 

We  therefore  believe  that  G.  O.  No.  58  should  be  passed;  but  in  order  that  no 
forced  construction  of  its  language  may  be  attempted,  we  recommend  that  the  fol- 
lowing words  be  added  to  Section  1  thereof,  by  way  of  amendment,  before  such 
passage,  to-wit: 

"Provided,  however,  That  nothing  hereinbefore  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  give  any  plumber  the  right  to  tap  any  main  of  any  water  company,  without 
special  leave,  so  to  do,  first  obtained  from  said  company." 

If  said  ordinance  should  pass,  with  said  amendment,  we  then  recommend  that 
G.  O.  No.  59  be  also  stricken  from  the  files,  as  its  provisions  are  fully  covered  by 
said  amendment.

I  deem  it  proper  in  submitting  these  estimates  to  state  thnt  they  are  based  on 
work  of  new  material  thronghout,  and  if  only  the  cost  of  the  two  kinds  of  protec- 
tion were  being  considered,  it  would  be  well  to  make  allowance  for  the  old  rip-rap 
now  in  place,  but  which  has  been  partially  destroyed  by  floods.  Aside  from  the 
question  of  first  cost,  are  others  of  far  more  importance,  such  as  the  location  of 
banks  with  reference  to  course  of  stream,  rapidity  of  currents,  and  the  general 
adaptation  of  the  kind  of  work  to  the  material  to  be  protected.  There  are  condi- 
tions in  the  banks  of  streams  where  rip-rap  will  afford  sufficient  protection,  but  in 
the  case  under  consideration,  with  the  bank  located  60  as  to  receive  almost  the  full 
force  of  the  stream,  and  the  bank  itself  being  composed  of  gravel,  an  improvement 
of  this  kind,  as  1  have  always  maintained,  would  not  meet  the  requirements. 

Therefore  I  would  recommend,  if  an  improvement  is  made,  and  of  the  necessity 
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for  which  there  can  be  no  doubt,  that  it  be  done  by  driving  heavy  piles  at  the  pres- 
ent low  water  line,  braced  by  heavy  timbers  against  the  stream,  and  covered  with 
three  inch  oak  plank.      This  will  afford  a  permanent  protection  to  the  bank,  and 
will  reclaim  some  of  the  ground  that  has  been  washed  away.

Estimating  the  population  of  the  city  at  95,000,  this  would  make  the  death  rate 
17.7  per  thousand. 

The  above  is  a  very  satisfactory  showing,  as  the  deaths  for  the  last  six  months 
include  those  who  died  from  small-pox  (28),  a  very  unusual  cause,  which  will  prob- 
ably not  again  operate  for  many  years.  Notwithstanding  the  increase  in  the  pop- 
ulation of  the  city,  which  I  estimate  at  least  5  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  mortality 
for  the  last  six  months,  deducting  the  deaths  from  small-pox,  is  less  than  the  aver- 
age for  the  same  period  during  the  last  five  years,  and  only  in  one  six  months  pe- 
riod during  that  time  was  it  lower  (viz:  in  1882),  thus  conclusively  showing 
that  the  hygienic  condition  of  the  city  is  excellent;  in  fact  I  think  it  is  better  than 
that  of  any  other  city  of  equal  size  in  the  United  States.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  aad  the  Members  ©f  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  order  of  your  honorable  body  on  the  23d 
inst.,  the  Board  of  Health  have  examined  the  condition  of  Rogue  s  Run  below 
Washington  street.  We  found  that  along  nearly  the  entire  length  of  the  Run  the 
channel  was  more  or  less  filled  with  masses  of  sand,  dirt,  willows,  weeds,  timber, 
rubbish,  and  other  accumulations  of  foreign  material.  The  Ray  street  sewer 
empties  into  the  Run  at  Ray  street,  but  as  the  course  of  the  Run  has  been  straight- 
ened from  that  point  to  near  its  mouth,  and  a  channel  prepared  for  the  contents  of 
the  sewer  along  the  center  of  the  bottom  of  the  Run,  the  sewerage  is  carried  off 
much  better  and  more  rapidly  than  ever  before.  These  improvements,  we  believe, 
are  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health.  The  present  condition  of  affairs  there,  do 
not  warrant  any  uneasiness  or  interference  with  the  sewer  or  Run  bcdow  Ray  street. 
The  Union  Railway  Company  are  putting  new  walls  and  abutments  in  the  Run  east 
of  Meridian  street,  and  in  order  to  prevent  the  water  Irom  interfering  with  their 
work,  they  placed  a  coffer  dam  across  the  Run  above  Washington  street,  and  turned 
all  the  water  into  the  sewer  at  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Noble  streets.  This 
exposed  the  entire  bed  of  the  Run  below  Washington  street  to  the  hot  sun,»and  if 
continued  long,  would  produce  sickness.  We  have  arranged  with  the  company  to 
remove  the  coffer  dam  at  least  two  days  in  the  week,  and  allow  the  Run  to  be 
flushed;  also  to  have  Ray  street  sewer  flushed  twice  a  week  These  arrangements 
will,  we  think,  prevent  any  deleterious  effects  upon  the  public  health  from  the 
withdrawal  of  the  water  in  the  Run  while  they  are  putting  in  this  much  needed 
improvement. 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  that  while  the  Union  Railway  Company  have 
the  water  shut  off  from  the  channel  of  the  Run  below  Washington  street,  that  the 
obstructions  be  removed  from  the  bottom  and  sides  of  it  There  are  beds  of  sand 
a^d  gravel  there  that  are  valuable,  and  contractors  could  well  afford  to  remove 
them  for  use  upon  stree.s  and  alleys.  The  other  obstructions  should  also  be  re- 
moved from  the  bottom  and  sides  of  the  Run.  By  this  clearing  out  process,  the 
Run  would  be  rendered  free  from  danger  to  the  public  health,  and  would  also  in- 
sure against  overflows. 

In  regard  to  the  State  Ditch,  we  would  report  that  numerous  complaints  have 
been  made  to  us  in  regard  to  its  sanitary  condition.  We  inspected  it  several  days 
ago  from  the  corporation  line  to  where  it  passes  into  the  Expos  tion  Grounds,  and 
find  that  the  bottom  of  the  Ditch  is  so  uneven  that  in  many  places  ponds  of  water 
stand,  while  in  other  places  the  bottom  is  dry.      The  sides  of-  the  Ditch  are  also 
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ragged  and  obstructed  by  weeds  and  other  material,  thus  retarding  the  flow  of  water. 
At  present  there  is  a  stream  of  water  running  through  the  Ditch.  In  a  few  days. 
however,  it  will  again  be  dry  in  places,  and  complaints  will  again  arise.  There 
are  accumulations  of  sand  and  gravel  in  some  places  which  would  be  valuable  for 
street  improvements.  One  large  bed  of  sand  in  the  bottom  of  the  Ditch  and  culvert 
south  of  the  Exposition  Building,  is  a  very  .serious  obstruction  We  therefore  re- 
commend the  removal  of  the  obstructions  from  the  bottom  and  sides  as  soon  as

Gentlemen: — The  depressing  influences  of  hot  weather  always  insure  an  increase 
of  sickness  among  children,  and  all  persons  of  feeble  vitality,  and  under  the  influ- 
ence of  heat  a  very  rapid  decomposition  of  all  refuse  organic  matter  takes  place, 
thus  evolving  noxious  miasms,  producing  malarial,  i  testinal  and  other  diseases, 
and  inviting  more  serious  ones. 

In  order  to  protect  the  public  health,  the  Board  of  Health  deems  it  an  important 
duty  to  place  our  city  in  the  best  possible  sanitary  condition.  Therefore,  the  San- 
itary Officers  are  hereby  directed  to  take  such  immediate  action  as  will  insure  this, 
by  the  adoption  of  the  following  measures: 

1st.  By  the  removal  of  all  accumulations  of  filth  and  decaying  animal  and  veg- 
etable matter  from  the  roads,  streets,  alleys,  door  yards,  vacant  and  unoccupied 
lots  in  their  respective  districts. 

2d.  See  that  the  gutters  and  drains  are  kept  open  and  clean,  and  that  they  are 
frequently  flushed  and  disinfected. 

3d.  All  privy  vaults,  sinks,  cesspools  and  foul  cisterns  should  be  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  disinfected,  in  accordance  with  -Rules  20,  24,  and  28  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  as  provided  for  by  the  Or- 
dinances of  this  city. 

4th.  All  cesspools,  stagnant  ponds,  hog  pens,  foul  stables,  unwholesome  cellars, 
manure  piles,  dirty  yards  or  lots,  imperfect  drains,  bad  sewers,  and  all  other  places 
suspected  of  being  or  becoming  injurious  to  public  health,  should  be  promptly  and 
thoroughly  cleaned,  disinfected  and  placed  in  a  good  sanitary  condition. 

5th.  All  rank  vegetation  along  the  streets,  sidewalks  and  gutters  of  cities  and 
towns  near  inhabited  dwellings  should  be  cut  and  removed,  or  destroyed,  and  not 
be  left  to  rot  under  the  influence  of  the  rains  and  heat  of  the  summer  sun. 

6th.  The  free  use  of  the  disinfectants  mentioned  in  the  Preventable  Disease  cir- 
culars, together  with  a  liberal  application  of  lime  in  and  about  the  premises,  is  of 
prime  importance. 

7th.  The  especial  attention  of  the  Health  Officers  is  called  to  the  necessity  of 
instructing  the  public  ot  the  dangers  of  violating  the  rules  of  hygiene,  especially 
during  hot  weather,  and  the  officers  will  rigidly  enforce  Rules  20,  22,  23,  24,  25  and 
28  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board. 

If  any  resistance  should  be  made  to  the  execution  of  this  order,  the  officers  are 
directed  to  take  immediate  steps  for  the  punishment  of  the  offenders,  as  provided 
in  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1881  for  the  punishment  of  "offenses  against  public 
health."  See  Sections  2,065  to  2,075,  inclusive,  and  also  as  provided  for  by  the 
Ordinances  of  the  city.

Gentlemen: — In  answer  to  the  motion  asking  us  to  report  what  additional  steps 
are  necessary  to  protect  the  city  in  regard  to  changing  the  grade  of  Morris  street, 
we  beg  leave  to  report  that  under  the  Statute,  no  grade,  once  established,  can  be 
changed  by  order  of  the  city,  without  first  causing  the  damages  occasioned  thereby 
to  be  assessed  and  tendered  to  the  persons  injured  or  affected,  the  said  damages  to 
be  collected  from  the  persons  asking  such  change  Of  course,  if  the  persons  affected 
are  the  petitioners  themselves,  as  seems  to  be  true  in  the  case  under  consideration, 
there  would  be  no  damages  to  assess.  If  the  Council  is  satisfied  that  the  paper 
heretofore  prepared  by  the  City  Attorney  has  been  signed  by  all  the  owners  of 
property  along  the  line  of  the  proposed  change,  the  city  will  be  safe  in  proceeding 
with  the  work.

Gentlemen: — Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
George  W.  Brown,  asking  that  his  lot  in  Crane's  subdivision  of  Out-lot  158  be  re- 
leased from  a  benefit  assessment  for  the  opening  of  an  alley  in  that  vicinity,  have 
considered  the  same. 

No  reason  is  given  why  the  city  should  cancel  this  assessment,  except  that  the 
opening  was  no  benefit  to  the  petitioner's  lot.  That  is  not  a  matter  for  the  Council 
to  determine.  If  the  City  Commissioners  erred  in  fixing  the  assessment,  the  peti- 
tioner had  his  remedy  by  appeal.  Not  having  taken  it,  the  presumption  is  that 
the  assessment  was  just. 

We  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petition  be  be  not  granted.

That  afterwards,  to-wit,  on  the  28th 
day  of  April,  1868,  your  petitioner  conveyed  to  the  Junction  Railway  Company  all 
of  said  lot  19  except  50  by  18  feet  in  the  northwest  corner  thereof;  and  that  jouv 
petitioner  has  paid  taxes  on  said  fraction  of  said  lot  from  1865  to  1882,  inclusive.

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  case  of  The  City 
vs.  Henry  English,  has  been  tried  in  the  Superior  Court.  This  wa^  a  suit  which 
was  brought  in  June  last  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  by  the  direction  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Property,  seeking  to  get  possession  of  the  Garfield  Park  property. 
English  appealed  from  the  judgment  ot  the  Jus'ice,  and  the  order  now  entered,  re- 
quires him  to  vacate  on  or  before  November  15th,  the  court  having  given  defendant 
that  time,  by  consent  of  the  city,  in  which  to  remove  his  crops. 

Three  foreclosure  cases,  in  which  the  city  was  a  party,  on  account  of  street  open- 
ing assessments  and  judgment  liens  held  by  her  on  the  mortgaged  property,  have 
been  disposed  of  in  the  Superior  Court,  the  city's  claims  being  fully  protected  in 
«ach  case. 

The  case  of  the  United  States  vs.  The  City  et  al.,  in  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court, 
growing  out  of  the  Womens'  Reformatory  sewer  controversy,  has  been  dismissed 
by  the  District  Attorney,  at  the  cost  of  complainant 

In  the  case  of  Columbus  V.  Gray  vs.  The  City,  wherein  $5,0;  »0  00  damages  were 
■claimed,  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  received  by  a  fall  on  a  defective 
sidewalk  on  Coburn  street,  an  abatement  has  been  entered  by  the  Superior  Court, 
on  suggestion  of  plaintiff's  death.  I  do  not  understand  that  it  is  claimed  by  the 
relatives  that  his  death  was  the  result  of  the  injuries  referred  to.  This  being  true, 
no  further  actions  can  be  prosecuted  by  his  representatives  on  account  of  such  inju- 
ries, and  the  litigation  concerning  the  same  is  thus  finally  ended. 

In  case  of  The  City  vs.  Eliza  R.  Espj^,  for  disturbing  the  peace — appealed  by  the 
defendant  from  the  Mayor's  Court — Judge  Taylor  has  found  for  the  defendant, 
holding  that  the  disturbance  was  justifiable  under  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the 
case,  as  proved.

Gentlemen: — In  response  to  the  resolution  passed  by  your  honorable  bodies,  re- 
questing our  company  to  extend  the  lines  of  track  on  College  avenue  and  from  Peru 
street  on  Home  avenue,  &c ,  we  would  respectfully  state  that  in  compliance  with 
the  order  of  your  honorable  bodies  heretofore  made,  to  remove  the  "T;  and  reversed 
rails  now  in  use,  we  have,  during  the  present  season,  reconstructed  several  miles  of 
track,  replacing  the  "T"  and  worn  rails  with  the  newly  improved  steel  girder  rail, 
and  are  pressing  this  work  ahead  as  speedily  as  possible,  having  several  miles  yet 
of  this  character  of  reconstruction,  that  of  necessity  will  be  required  as  soon  as 
it  is  possible  for  us  to  do  the  work.  These  and  other  improvements  have  proven 
such  a  drain  on  the  financial  resources  of  the  company  that  in  the  present  depressed 
condition  of  the  money  market,  will  render  it  impracticable  at  present  to  assume 
the  burden  of  these  extensions  with  the  necessary  equipments  of  cars,  live  stock, 
increased  capacity  of  stables,  and  other  expenses  incident  thereto.  But  we  expect, 
as  soon  as  circumstances  will  permit,  to  extend  our  present  lines  wherever  there  is 
sufficient  population  to  justily  the  increased  liabilities  consequent  upon  the  opera- 
tion of  such  extensions,  and  as  vour  honorable  bodies  may  direct.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  matters  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  certain  lots 
composing  the  West  Market,  for  delinquent  taxes,  as  contemplated  by  your  refer- 
ence to  me  of  the  petition  of  W.  H.  Morrison  and  others,  submitted  at  the  last 
meeting.  The  lots  named  in  said  petition  were  assessed  by  the  county  for  1880  and 
1881,  and  sold  for  the  taxes  of  said  years.  The  City  bound  herself  io  the  Ogdens 
by  the  terms  of  the  lease  made  in  1878,  to  pay  all  taxes  and  assessments  for  five 
years,  as  rent  during  said  term.  Mr.  Morrison  agrees  to  execute  quit-claim  deeds 
to  the  owners  on  payment  of  the  amount  lawfully  due  him.  I  have  no  doubt  the 
County  Commissioners  will  refund  the  amount  to  the  city,  as  the  assessment  of 
these  lots  by  the  Township  Assessor  was  evidently  unintentional.  The  amount 
legally  due  Mr.  Morrison  to  this  date  is  $180.70,  which  I  recommend  be  placed  in 
the  next  appropriation  ordinance,  and  paid  to  Mr.  Morrison  on  delivery  of  quit- 
claim deeds  to  George  C.  and  Mary  B.  Ogden.

The  City  Attorney  presented  the  following  opinion;  which  was  received  : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — By  your  action  had  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  ( Council,  I  was  directed 
to  report  my  opinion  in  answer  to  the  following  questions,  viz.: 

1.  What  authority,  if  any,  have  the  Board  of  Metropolitan  Police  Commission- 
ers over  the  sanitary  or  health  officers  of  the  city? 

2.  What  right,  if  any,  has  said  Board  to  remove  and  appoint  said  officers? 

3.  Can  the  city  grant  to  said  officers  police  powers  ? 
I  will  answer  said  questions  as  briefly  as  possible. 

By  section  53,  clause  35,  of  the  act  for  the  incorporation,  etc ,  of  cities,  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  Common  Council  shall  have  power  "to  establish  a  Board  of  Health, 
and  to  invest  it  with  the  necessary  power  to  attain  its  object."  Section  48  of  the 
same  act,  fixps  the  number  of  members  to  constitute  said  Board,  and  section  3054 
R.  S.  1881,  provides  the  time  and  manner  of  their  election  in  this  city. 

By   virtue  of  these  statutary  provisions,  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of 
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Aldermen  of  this  city,  have,  for  man y  years  past,  regularly  elected  a  Bo^rd  of 
Health  of  three  members,  and  by  the  passage  of  various  ordinances,  have  invested 
said  Board  with  certain  necessary  powers,  to  enable  it  to  enforce  proper  sanitary 
regulations.  Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1883,  known  as  the  Metropoltan 
Po^ce  Bill,  tne  city  had  been  accustomed  to  aid  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Health  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  by  employing  a  number  of  men  and  invest- 
ing them  with  police  powers,  t^  assist  said  Board  in  enforcing  sanitary  measures, 
although  there  has  never  been  any  statue  directing  the  employment  of  assist- 
ants for  said  Board,  either  with  or  without  police  powers.  By  se  tion  3  of  said 
Metropolitan  Police  Bill,  the  President  of  the  Police  Board  thereby  created,  is 
made  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  ;  but  in  no  other  place  is  the 
Board  of  Health  referred  to  therein.  It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  the  only  effect 
said  police  bill  has  upon  the  other  acts  referred  to.  providing  for  the  appointment 
of  a  Board  of  Health,  etc.,  is  to  add  one  member  thereto,  said  member  having 
equal,  but,  no  greater  authority,  than  any  other  member  of  said  Board. 

I  conclude,  upon  the  foregoing  facts,  that  the  Board  of  Metropolitan  Police 
Commissioners,  as  such,  have  no  authority  at  all  over  the  persons  who  may  b§ 
selected  and  employed  by  the  city  to  assist  the  Board  of  Health  in  the  discharge  of 
its  duties,  and  that  they  can  not  remove  persons  so  appointed.  #  But  if  the  Police 
Board  should  confer  police  powers  on  such  appointees  of  the  city,  they  would  have 
the  right  to  revoke  such  powers,  but  not  to  remove  such  persons  from  their  posi- 
tions under  said  Board  of  Health,  as  above  stated. 

But  it  is  likewise  true,  that  if  said  Board  of  Metropolitan  Police  Commissioners 
should  detail  member,  of  their  regular  iorce,  at  the  request  of  the  city,  to  assist  the 
the  Board  of  Health,  they  would  have  the  same  right  to  remove  them  from  the 
force  and  from  their  connection  with  the  Board  of  Health,  as  any  other  members. 
In  answer  to  your  third  question,  I  will  say  that  I  do  not  believe  the  qity 
authorities  can  grant  or  confer  police  powers  to  persons  employed  by  her  in  the 
Health  Department  of  the  city,  or  for  any  other  purpose.  It  is  provided  in  section 
5  of  the  act  organizing  the  Metropolitan  system  or  the  police  in  this  city,  that  the 
Police  Commissioners  created  thereby,  ''shall,  as  soon  as  th  yhave  been  appointed 
and  qualified,  assume  and  exercise  the  entire  control  of  the  police  force  of  such  city, 
and  shall  possess  lull  and  exclusive  power  and  authority  over  the  police  organiza- 
tion, government,  appointment,  and  discipline  within  the  city."  etc.  This  lan- 
guage is  too  strong  to  admit  of  any  doubt  as  to  the  Board  of  Metropolitan  Police 
Commissioners  having  the  exclusive  right  to  grant  police  powers  in  this  city. 

To  recapitulate,  I  would  say,  then:  1.  That  the  Board  of  Metropolitan  Police 
Commissioners  have  no  authority  over  the  Board  of  Health,  except  as  the  Presi- 
dent of  said  Police  Board  has  one  voice  in  four  as  a  member  of  said  Health  Board. 
2.  That  said  Police  Board  has  no  right  to  appoint  or  discharge  men  in  the  Health 
Department,  except  as  toe  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  may  see  lit  to  s,  ive 
them  powers  in  that  respect.  And  3.  That  the  city  has  no  power  to  confer  police 
powers  for  any  purpose.

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Joint  Convention  that  all  persons  elected 
to-night  as  heads  of  the  different  departments,  are  hereby  pledged  to  the  policy 
outlined  in  the  foregoing  preamble,  and  are  hereby  instructed  to  make  all  appoint- 
ments and  give  employment  to  persons  irrespective  of  past  or  present  party  fealty, 
and  distribute  such  appointments  and  employments  among  the  members  of  the  dif- 
ferent political  parties  in  proportion  to  their  respective  strength,  as  exhibited  at 
the  polls.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Property  would  herewith  report  that 
H.  English,  the  former  tenant  of  Garfield  Park,  has  finally  left  the  same,  according 
to  order  of  the  Court,  and  that  Fred  Pells,  appointed  by  the  committee  last  spring, 
has  taken  possession  thereof. 

Your  committee  has  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  Park  and  found  the 
same  in  a  very  bad  condition.  The  fences  arc  partly  torn  and  blown  down,  part  of 
the  sheds  and  amphitheater  are  also  torn  down  and  the  lumber  carried  away. 

The  house  on  the  place  is  also  in  a  bad  condition.  The  sills  of  the  rear  part  of 
the  house  are  partly  broken  and  the  cellar  is  filled  with  water.  The  roof  of  the 
rear  part  also  needs  repairing.  We  would  recommend  that  all  buildings  partly 
torn  down  would  be  lorn  down  entirely,  and  the  lumber  of  the  same  stored  away 
for  future  use.  Also  that  the  lences  around  the  Park  be  cut  down  to  about  five  feet 
in  height  and  put  in  good  order.  Also  that  a  flood  gate  be  put  over  Pleasant  Run 
at  the  north  end  of  Park.  Also  that  a  brick  foundation  be  put  under  rear  part  of 
house  and  the  roof  of  same  be  repaired.  Air.  Pells,  the  occupant  of  the  place,  who 
has  had  experience  in  this  kind  of  work,  has  made  an  offer  to  the  committee  to  do 
all  this  work  at  $1.50  per  day  and  to  furnish  an  assistant  for  some  less. 

Your  committee  estimates  the  cost  of  these  improvements,  material  and  labor,  at 
about  $600,  and  would  recommend,  in  case  the  city  should  not  have  the  money  to 
spare  at  the  present  time,  to  sell  a  number  of  large  trees  in  the  Park,  some  of  them 
being  in  swimpy  parts  of  the  Park  and  same  getting  dry  tops  and  are  therefore  of 
no  benefit  to  the  Park  whatever,  but  w?ould  bring  a  good  price  for  saw  logs,  etc.,, 
which  would  pay  for  the  greater  part  of  the  improvements.

The  City  Clerk  presented  the  following  petition;  which  was  received, 
and  the  time  extended  thirty  days: 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — I  ask  for  an  extension  of  time  for  120  days,  on  the  following  con- 
tracts, on  account  of  the  extreme  cold  weather: 

1st.  For  grading  and  graveling  the  first  alley  west  of  Illinois  street,  from  Mary- 
land to  Georgia  streets. 

2d.  For  grading  and  paving  with  brick,  the  east  sidewalk  of  Madison  avenue, 
from  Nebraska  street  to  Lincoln  Lane.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report: 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  General  Term  of 
the  Superior  Court  has  reversed  the  judgment  of  the  Special  Term  in  the  case  of 
Frank  E.  Benjamin  et  al.  vs.  Joseph  H.  Webster.  The^plaintiffs  have  prayed  an 
appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  judgment  of  $2000.00  against  the  city  in  favor  of  Nancy  E.  Cook,  rendered 
by  the  Superior  Coutt  in  June,  1883,  has  been  reversed  by  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
remanded,  with  instructions  to  the  lower  court  to  enter  final  judgment  in  favor  of 
the  city.  I  stated  the  facts  in  this  case  and  the  novelty  of  the  verdict  of  the  jury,  in 
my  report  after  the  trial,  which  may  be  found  in  the  Proceedings  of  June  18,  1883. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  also  granted  the  city  a  re-hearing  in  the  case  of  Frank 
McWhinney  against  her,  the  adverse  result  in  which  case  I  reported  to  your  hon- 
orable bodies  last  June.  "What  the  final  result  may  be,  I  can  not  of  course  tell; 
but  I  hope  not  only  to  now  get  the  judgment  of  the  lower  court  affirmed,  but  also 
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4o  get  a  modification  of  the  decision  in  the  Mc Avoy  case  in  one  important  particu- 
lar, which  is  of  much  more  importance  to  the  city. 

The  same  court  has  reversed  the  judgment  of  the  Superior  Court  in  the  case  of 
Charles  Bauer  vs.  John  H.  -Baker  and  The  City.  This  case  was  tried  before  my 
'term,  and  I  only  know  generally,  that  Mr.  Bauer  claimed  damages  for  injuries  re- 
ceived in  a  fall  on  a  defective  sidewalk  in  front  of  Mr  Baker's  residence,  on  South 
street.  There  was  a  verdict  and  judgment  for  both  defendants,  and  the  judgment 
is  reversed  on  errors  of  the  lower  court  in  the  admission  of  incompetent  evidence. 
The  case  will  now  be  tried  over. 

The  case  of  Dr.  Francis  George  against  The  City*and  the  W.,  St.  L.  &  P,  Railway 
Co.,  asking  $5,000  damages  for  injuries  to  his  person  and  property  in  a  runaway, 
•caused  by  the  overturning  of  his  carriage  on  a  bank  of  snow  and  ice,  on  the  n'ght 
of  January  24,  1884,  at  the  crossing  of  Massachusetts  avenue  and  the  Railroad 
tracks,  has  been  tried  in  the  Superior  Court  before  a  jury.  It  resulted  in  a  verdict 
for  the  city  and  against  the  Railway  company.  After  the  heavy  snows  of  Decem- 
ber last,  the  employes  of  the  Railroad  companies  threw  the  same  off  of  their  tracks 
into  ridges  across  the  street.  Before  the  freeze,  vehicles  beat  down  a  passage  way 
near  the  center  of  the  avenue,  leaving  high  banks  remaining  three-fourths  of  the 
way  across  the  street.  If  these  Railroad  companies  obstructed  this  crossing  (as  the 
ovidence  clearly  showed  was  true),  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  they  arc  in  the 
habit  of  doing  the  same  thing  at  all  their  other  cros-ings  in  the  city.  I  have 
thought,  therefore,  that  I  would  be  justified  in  suggesting  to  your  honorable  bodies 
the  propriety  of  passing  an  ordinance  providing  a  heavy  penalty,  for  any  one  to 
throw  snow  into  ridges  on  any  street  or  foot  crossing. 

While  it  is  impossible  to  get  rid  of  (-now,  or  to  prevent  throwing  it  into  heaps  on 
some  parts  of  the  streets  in  many  instances,  it  is  possible  to  at  all  times  find  room 
for  it  in  some  other  place  than  on  street  crossings.  The  Street  Commissioner  can 
not,  in  the  very  nature  of  things,  clear  the  streets  of  all  such  obstructions  usually 
made  during  the  snowy  season,  and  yet  the  city  is  legally  liable  for  all  damages 
occurring  on  account  thereof,  as  a  general  rule.  This,  as  well  as  the  convenience 
and  safety  of  the  citizens,  seems  to  me  to  demand  that  some  stringent  measures  should 
<be  adopted,  giving  protection  to  the  city  and  her  citizens,  in  this  matter.

Gentlemen: — I  have  served  notice  on  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  to  pay 
over  the  special  funds  in  their  hands  to  the  City  Treasurer,  as  directed  by  your 
honorable  bodies,  and  have  the  assurance  that  your  request  will  be  complied  with 
in  a  few  days.  It  is  but  just  to  the  Commissioners  for  me  to  say,  that  several  weeks 
ago  the  President  of  the  Board  asked  my  opinion  as  to  the  proper  disposition  to  be 
made  of  said  funds,  and  when  informed  that  I  thought  the  law  contemplated  the 
payment  thereof  into  the  city  treasury,  that  he  stated  to  me  that  a  full  report  thereof 
would  be  made  to  the  Council  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year,  and  that  any  bal- 
ance then  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  Property  Clerk,  would  be  paid  into  the 
city  treasury. 

I  have  prepared  the  ordinance  requiring  the  C,  I.,  St.  L.  &  C.  R.  R.  Co.  to  erect 
and  maintain  safety-gates  at  the  crossing  of  its  track  with  west  Washington  street, 
as  directed  by  the  Council  at  its  last  meeting,  and  have  handed  the  same  to  Coun- 
cilman Dowling  for  introduction.
